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BITTER WITH THE SWEET 


MRE. DEPEW DRAWS THE HISSES 
OF ENGLISHMEN. 

A HARSH NOTE AT THE ST. GEORGE'S 
SOCIETY DINNER—GOLDWIN SMITH 
FURNISHES PROVOCATION. 

For 101 years the celebration by the Eng- 
lishmen in New-York of St. George’s Day has 
been more or less prosaic. The one hundreland 
second, which took place last night at Delmoni- 
co’s in the form of a dinner was considerably 
less prosaic and was not a little ruffled. Prof. 
Goladwin Smith of Toronto was primarily the 
cause of this disturbing element. He 
made aie distinctly political speech in 
which he attacked home rule in an exceeding- 
ly bitter manner. Chauncey M. Depew created 
general astonishment whea it came to his turn 
tospeak by taking the opposite course and 
handling the cudgels in behalf of the Irish. The 
temper of the gathering can be better under- 
stood from the fact that, when Mr. Depew as- 
serted that if Mr. Gladstene should visit this 
country he would be received enthusiastically, 
the nume of Gladstone was greeted with a vol- 
ley of hisses. 

The dinner took place in the large hall at 
Delmonico’s and was a distinctively English 
repast, evep to the procession around the room 
of corps of waiters carrying largeribs of beef on 
silver salvers, tothe tune of “The Roast Beef 
of Old England.” The decorations were of a 
purely British character. Behind Edward 
F. Beddall, the President of the society, was 
a full-length portrait of Queen Victoria on 


sither side of which was tastefully draped the 
crimson banner of “Old Enyland” aad the 
“Stars and Stripes.” Over the front of the 
music gallery was suspended tie British coat of 
arms draped with the American and English 
flags. On the guests’ table were very prominently 
displayed the aggressive British lion in stucco, 
and the equally ferocious uvicorv, both gayly 
bedecked with miniature union jacks. 

Among those present were Erastus Wiman, 
Consul-Gencral William Lane Booker, tne Rev. 
D. Parker Morgan, ex-Judge H. C. Van Voorst,

The first toast was * The Queen—Hail to 
thee, Lady! and the grace of heaven before, be- 
hind thee, and on every hand enwheel thee 
round!” This was responded to by the hearty 
singing of ** God Save the Queen.” 

“The President of the United States” was 
next given. “ May he live longer than I Lave 
time to teli his years! Ever beloved and loving 
may bis rule be,” was tie stanza coupled with 
the toast. In proposing it to the company the 
President said: ‘** Whatever may be your polit- 
teal convictions you will agree with we when [ 
state that President Cleveland has executed the 
trust committed to his care with a fidelity, cour- 
age, and intelligence which Lave earved for him 
a high place in the annals of hisday.” [Ap- 
plause. } 

In proposing the toastof *‘The Day and All 
Who Honor It,” the President took the oppor- 
tunity of givivg® brief statement of the work of 
the society. He said: * At the close of our 
financial year the total assets of the society rep- 
resented by its permanent fund amounted to 
upward of $56,0C0, which has veer invested in 
securities of the choicest kind, yielding anuually 
in interest $2,910. The total incomne of the 
society from all sources was $5,776 70, which, 
with the exception of a small balance left over, 
has been expended in providing 4 small monthly 
pensior to 66 old and intirm English men and 
Women, in aiding temporarily 103 transients by 
swall gifts of money, in assisting 16 to reach 
work in the country,in helping 35 toreturu to 

friends in England, in giving three grants of 
coal, in paying the rents of 22, in enabling 
10 to get their clothes out vf pawn, in 
sending :1 to a permanent bome, in assisting 
in the payment of the funeral expenses of 3, in 
providing 1,105 night's lodgings and 5,062 meals 
to the homeless and hungry, and last. but not 
least, through the instrumentality of our Labor 
Btreau, an important adjunct to the benevolent 

‘work of the soviety, established only a year or 
two ago, situations have been procured for 520 
English men and women woo had become 
stranded in this city withuut means to support 
or friends to assist them.” 

- Referring to general matters, he continued: 
“The little cloud which arose in the horizon—I 
refer to the Fisheries Commission —has happily 

assed away. The Fisheries Commissioners of 

otk countries have united upon the duties con- 
fided to them, have concluded their labors, and 
their work has resulted in a treaty 
which has been agteeable to both countries, 
and satisfactory to the moderate man of both 
countries; and while the treaty has not been 
formally contirmed by the Senate of this coun- 
try, and at present it looks a little sickiy, there 
is every reason to believe that when party bias 
van be removed it will be coutirmed. [Applause. ] 

**Leaving the fisheries and turuing our 
thoughts toward home, we tind a less satisfac- 
tory state of things tnere. The agitation which 
has been going op fora number of years and 
which our stutesmen have been unable to settle 
still remains unsettled. Here, where we havea 
tree citizenship, it is not surprising that Ire- 
\and’s plea for home rule shonid have enlisted 
general sympathy. If home rule means a united 
country and promotion of national prosperity, 
then Ireland’s plea weuld soon be granted, and 
I, for one, say ‘God grant that it may.’ If, on 
the other band, it means disintegration of the 
empire, the severing of an empire which 
has done more for the literature, 
the arts, and the sciences than any 
other nation in tke world; if it 
means having an hostile army on our shores, 
and a government supported by dynamite and 
bombs, it is safe to say that home rule never, 
aud never, and never will be grantea. [Enthusi- 
astic applause.} You Americans have haa your 
taste ofjdisunion. You remember how you,when 
the integrity of these United States was threat- 
ened, rose up as one and shed your blood in its 
support. And shail we Britons, from whom you 
aprang, fail to defend the heritage which we 
were left? [Cries of ‘Never !”) To-day,there is 
no North and no South—one united people. 
May similar results attend this controversy now 

olng on at home, and may it come quickly. 
;Applause. } 

Frof. Goldwin Smith said: “These reunions 
rive us the opportunity of meeting once a year, 
wnd for that we shali not be the worse Cana- 
lians or the worse Americans. They carry us 
back to the church bells of our old homs. The 
Se principles ot English government and 

nglish justice have been adopted every- 
where. England has founded coloniesin all parts 
of the globe; she bas founded the Indian Em- 
pire, and this day, from all lands and all seas 
and over ail places where English enterprise has 
been planted, Euglishmen turn their eyes home- 
ward. So that the Indian Empire is spoken of 
sometimes as though 1t were the prisonofa 
subject race. But the reason India came down 
to us Was not because England was rapacious, 
Dut because she was more able tu govern the 
rountry and her soldiers were also more able. 
Enylana has civilized India. 

* Wecan’t look without some anxiety at the 
state of things now prevailing in our ancient 
home. Nodoubtthe shipis nowin the trough 
yi the wave. Noone can deny that who took 

art, as I took part, in the last political contest 
n England. Bv the exiensionof the suffraze 
supreme power has been extended to 
b large body of men totally un- 

ualitied to understand their responsibility. 
‘hey voted ope way at the first electionafter re- 
seiving the suffrage, and at the next election 
voted entirely in the opposite way because they 
had not received the supposititious}" threeclacres 
2nd a cow,” and I cannot but feel thatthe present 
timeis fraught with great danger to the old 
sountry.

feeiirng here has led Englishmen to feel that 
they were in an alien country. ([Cheers.] But 
Ithink # wise resolution has beev made, and 
De that you owe to your adopted country. 
‘she best service you can possibly render to 
Euglard is to qualify yourselves for sitting in 
the councils of your adopted country. It is said 
that this movement is directed particularly 
against tae Irish. (Cheers.} Gentlemen, I pro- 
test itisnot. Itis nutiutended to deprive any 
body of the citizens of the United States of any 
of their powere, but itis intended to prevent 
this country from being posed as the friend ot 
analien vote against cld England, ana to pre- 
vent au Englishman from being trampled upou 
by those who are augiing for the irish vote. 
[Appiause. ] 

* We are opposed to the dissolution of Ireland 
from tue United Kingdom and banding it 
over to a parc of the Irish people. Tha 
words ‘Ireland’ and ‘Irish’ are very differ- 
ent. John bright 1s right in saying there 
are two millions of people in Ireland who are as 
loyaias he orasIam. [ have always advocated 
every movement for the advancing and for the 
benefit of the Irish people, but we believe 
that we shoula not be conferring a benetit 
upon Ireland, but would be doing her a wrong 
by separating her from England, by Gebarring 
her members of Parliament from the legislature

ofthe realm. If you want to form an opinion 
on this question go into the gallery of 
the House of Commons look upon the 
Irish members, note their demeanor and 
appearance, and ask if English statesmen 
would be justified in «handing Ireland 
over to their hands. Many a time I have 
talked to Richard Cobden on this Irish question, 
and he always gave me the same answer; 
‘If the Trish would only send = good 
and proper men to Parliament as the 
Scotch did the matter might be arranged; but 
how are we to carry a great reform with such 
men as these Irish members?’ [Cheers.] 

Consul-General Booker in « few remarks 
urged the importance of the confirmation of the 
extradition treaty, and hoped that iu the near 
future the question of international copyright 
would be taken up in a liberal spirit. 

The Rev. Dr. Parker Morgan, in an iuteresting 
speech, said: *“*‘Any man who comes to this 
country, come from wherever he may, 
should remember that to the country which 
gives him so much liberty and so many oppor- 
tunities he owes the most loyal regard for its in- 
terest.” (Applause. ] 

To Chauncey M. Depew was assigned the toast 
of “The Memory and Genius of Shakespeare,” 
but he bad little to say about the im- 
mortal Bard of Avon. ‘I always,” be 
said, ‘“‘look forward to 8t. George’s Day 
with peculiar interest. There were three 
persons born on thatday which I remember. 
One was 8t. George, the second was Shake- 
spearo, and the third was myself, and I hare 
a family controversy each year as to whether 
my birthday shall be celebrated at home or with 
St. George and Shakespeare, with the result that 
on that day there igs a temporary severance of 
the family relation. [{Laugbter.} 

This is the most cosmopolitan capital in the 

world. Here every nationality, on its natal or 
saints’ day, celebrates itself. It gets up on 
its hind legs and gives its own opinion 
of the things it believes in and the people it de- 
tests. It tights over the old battles in its his- 
tory, with no allusion to the defeats on 
the records, and only glorious and highly- 
frescoed accounts of the victories, and very 
frequently the enemy is at the same table in- 
dustriously applauding the same. No matter 
what the nationality may be, we give them 
up our streets and avenues and suspend 
our business, and, if it plevses' them, 
we permit them to hoist their flags 
everywhere except upon the City Hall. We 
have got to have, at least, some place in this 
city of Irish, of German, of French, 
of Welsh—some place where the few Ameri- 
cans we have can rest. Only, whilo 
this grand drama of the nations goes on, and 
St. George comes in last of the season, we 
few Americans Who are leftin this country feel 
itis time to ring the curtain dows and cele- 
brate our own nationality for the rest of the 
year. 
; There could be nothing more reciprocal than 
therelations now existing between Great Britain 
and the United States. We have had this year 
an unusual amount of fluid toffy Howing out on 
both sides. Chamberlain visited us; we had your 
parliamentary delegates over here to promote 
peace; all to keep up the flow of inter- 
national toffy. I have noticed at the 
dinners of the various societies that poli- 
tics, which have hitherto been. strictly 
tabooed, have been placed upon the table. This 
was especially noticeable at the Irish dinner, 
where there was no other question but politics 
paramount, and here to-night, Professor 
Goldwin Smith gave us the synopsis of the 
political addresses he delivered during the 
last English campaign. Being a stump 
speaker myself, I had some de- 
sire to learn just what a stump 
speech was on the other side of the water. ‘As 
his speech is likely to be telegraphed all over 
the country, I cannot let it passif [ do not ex- 
press my absolute and unqualified dissent 
from every opinion Prof. oldwin Smith 
has uttered. [Cries of “Oh!” and expressions 
of dissent.] When he says there is an unfriend- 
ly sentiment toward Englishmen here he is 
wistaken. if John Bright were to visit 
this country to-morrow he would receive as 
euthusiastic a reception asanoy of our atates- 
men, and so would Mr. Gladstone. [Hisses.] 
That settles my opinion on the home rule ques- 
tion.” 

Mr. Depew immediately branched off into an- 
other subject and delivered a eulogy upon 
Shakespeare, 


PRESIDENT INDORSED.

HIS RENOMINATION URGED BY GENESEE 
COUNTY DEMOCRATS. 

Batavia, N. Y., April 23.—The Hon. R. A. 
Maxwell, Superintendent of the State fnsurance 
Department; the Hon. Myron H, Peck, County 
Judge, and George A. Porter, merchant, were 
to-day elected delegates to the State Convention 
by the Genesee County Democratic Convention. 
The full number of representatives were present 
at the convention, and brief addresses by Judges 


Peck and Mr. Maxwell were received with ap- 
plause and a display of enthusiasm. The fol- 
iowing resolutions were unanimously adopted: 


Resolved, That the Democracy of Genesee County 
cordially indorses the Administration of President 
Cleveland, and to his renomination and re-election 
as Democrats and citizens we pledge our unfaltering 
and euthusiastic support.

Resolved, That we cordially commend the message

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A CONDEMNED MAN DYING IN JAIL: 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., April 23.—Sheriff 
Clarkson will probably not have a chanco ‘to 
hang the Italian, Pallidona, who is at the Fair- 
field County Jail under centence of death. Fora 
long time Pallidona has been failing and wasting 
away, until his death is considered only a mat- 
ter ofashort time. Ha is said to be suffering 
withfa complication of diseases, probably 
brought on by his mind constantly preying upon 
the horrible fate which awaits him. The pnysi- 
cians, including Dr. Lander, the jail physician, 
and four others, have examined Pallidona and 
will not state what is the matter wiih him. They 
refuse to divulge anything concerning the re- 
sult of their examination. Dr. Lander visits 
him nearly every «ay. Palliduna is known to 
be weak minded, and as the day of his hanging, 
although several months distant, approaches, 
his mind is giving way. Saturday five physi- 
cians visited him and held a consultation, in 
which they agreed that from his low physical 
condition he is likely to dia within two months. 

THE ST. LOUIS CONVEN2ION. 

St. Louis, Mo., April 23.—Mayor Francis 
and the Chairmen of the various local commit- 
tees inspected to-day the hall to be used by the 
Democratic National Convention. It is being 
rapidly transformed into shape, and will be in 
readiness by June 5. According to the plans 
there will be seats for only 300 working report- 
ers, which is 100 uuder the number acconino- 
dated four years ago in Chicago. The reporters 
will be flanked on each side by the delegates, 
and behind the alternates will be seated. Be- 
hind the alternates is a great incline that will 
seat 5,000 people, and wiil be for spectators. The 
gallery 1s expected to seatus many more. The 
greatest trouble now is with the newspaper men, 
and the Press Committee is making every effort 
to secure accommodations for at least 400 men.

FRENCH POLITICAL FEUDS 


THE BOULANGISTS 


FLOQUET CABINET. 
ASSAILING M. DE FREYCINET AS MINIS- 

TER OF WAR—A DEMAND FOR THE 

ABOLITION OF THE PRESIDENCY. 


Paris, April 23.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day M. Floquet, the Prime Minis- 
ter, agreed to an immediate debate on the inter- 
pellation of Count de Martinprey regarding the 
appointment of a civilian (M. de Freycinet) as 
Minister of War. Count de Martinprey declared 
that M. Floquet’s action in making such an ap- 
pointment was revolutionary and would have a 
deplorable effect upon the army. 

In reply M. Floquet said that under the 
ancient monarchy there were as many civilian 
as military War Ministers. ‘The Count accuses 
us of a revolutionary act. What is revolutionary 
is to force a general into political agitations.” 
[Applause from the Left Centre.] The Govern- 
ment thought that at a time when the Ministry 
of War was taking such great steps to secure 
administrative, scientific, and material develop- 
ments, it was best to secure the services of a 
manu competent to execute their programme. He 
reminded the Chamber of the patriotism M. de 
Freycinet displayed in 1870 as chief of the 
Military Cabinet under Gambetta. [Applause.] 

M. de Freycinet declared that he had not 
sought the office. He assumed it at earnest so- 
licitation and would reply by his acts to accusa- 
tions of incompetence. He said the national 
defense belonged entirely to the Republicans, to 
whow France had been left unarmep and muti- 
lated. He knew his duties as War Minister and 
would perform them with all his energy and a 
patriotism equal to all eveutualities. In con- 
clusion be said he reckoned upon the confidence 
of the Chamber in order to accomplish his task. 

An order ofthe day expressing confidence in 
M. de Freycinet was then adopted by a vote of 


377 to 175. 


The Municipal Council, after three hours’ vio- 
lent discussion, to-day adopted an order of the 
day opposing a plebiscite, condemning the 
Boulangist campaign, and declaring that the 
Council is ready to place itself at the head of 
the people in order to save their liber- 
ties and preserve the republic. A vote 
of confidence in the Ministry was also 
adopted. The Council afterward discussed a 


motion of M. Hovelacque demanding the imme- 
diate abolition of the Presidency and the Senate. 
The motion was referred to a committee. The 
Prefect. of Police protested against the charge 
of showing leulency toward Boulangists. He 
declared that he would suppress all riotous 
bands. The Council resolved to accept the pro- 
test, and asked the Prefect to expel all anti- 
repubiican officers. It is probable that a duel 
between Councilors Humbert and Hattat will 
result from to-duay’s debate. 

‘The Boulangist protest cummittee has issued 
a notice on behalf of Gen. Boulanger disowning 
the newspaper 1a Cocarde tor 1ts8 advocacy of 
his nomination for Istre and other districts, and 
declaring that he absoluteiy refuses to be a can- 
didate. At midnight the city was quiet. 

The Jemps accuses the police of supporting the 
Boulanygists and treating the students severely. 
The students in the Caen, Lyons, and Aix Uni- 
versities have telegraped their congratulations 
to the Paris students. 

Another anti-Boulangist manifestation was 
made inthe Quartierg Latin late last night. A 
oid of students burned Gen. Boulanger in 
effigy. 

A tinal split has occurred in the French Pat- 
triotic League, the delegutes refusing by a vote 
of 21 to 18 to sanction the nomination by the 
Managing Committee of M. Paul Dérouléde 
for honorary President of the league. The 
group of action, conjointly with M. Dérouléde, 
— decided to re-form the league on a new 

asis. 

The committee of the Chamber of Deputies 
which was charged with the consideration of 
the bill authorizing the Panama Canal Company 
to issue a lottery loan has appointed a new re- 
porter and charged him to make a report to the 
Chamber in favor of the bill. The report was 
+ to  datataal tabled in the Chamber by M. 
Maret. 

On the Bourse to-day Panama Canal shares 
advanced 31f., speculaters buying freely in con- 
sequence of the improved prospect that the 
Chamber of Deputies will sanction the issue of 
a lottery loan. 

Ata large meeting of students this evening a 
resolution was adopted pledging themselves to 
abstain from agitation, but declaring them- 
selves strongly opposed to Boulanger.

THE KAISER STILL HOPEFUL. 
SITTING UP AND EATING HEARTILY—- 
THE EMPRESS AND THE DOCTORS. 
BERLIN, April 23.—The bulletin issued at 
9 o’clock this morning says: ‘Although the 
Emperor was troubled by coughing last night, 


he otherwise passed a tolerably fair night. His 
fever is low.” 


The Emperor’s general condition is satisfac- 
tory. He lay on a sofa this afternoon. The 
discharge from the throat is copious, Some- 
times some of the matter drops downward, caus- 
ing cough. The swelling of the glands has 
decreased. For breakfast to-day the Emperor 
ate some beef and fowl, and an hour later he 
took broth and eggs. During the day he spoke 
cheerfully to the doctors. This afternoon he 
had a conference with Prince Bismarck lasting 
au hour and a half. 

With reference to the adverse comments 
of the newspapers on the treatment of 
the Emperor's case, the Empress has 
written to Dr. Friedberg, the Minister of 
Justice, as follows: ‘Although personally 
indifferent to the attacks of the _ press, 


I cannot bear to see the Emperor's doctors, who 
are attending him with the greatest devotion, 
openly slandered.” Her Majesty requests the 
Minister to interfere in the matter. 

The Emperor rose at noon and spent several 
hours reelining on @ sofa in a room adjoining 
his bedroom, wnhere he received Prince Bismarck 
at 4 o'clock. He fhasja good appetite, and his 
strength is increasing. Toward evening there 
was a slight increase of fever. In the morning 
the doctors informed the Emperor that should 
his favorable progress continue he might re- 
main up all to-morrow, but only on the condi- 
tion that he transacted no business. The Ew- 
peror has not given up hope of recovery, but his 
condition is still critical. 

A bulletin issued at 9 o’clock to-night says 
that the condition of the Emperor during the 
day remained unchanged, and that he left his 
bed for a short time. 


BERLIN, April 24—1_ A. M.—The Emperor 
continues toimprove, His fever is decreasing. 

Most of the papers here welcome Queen Vie- 
toria to Berlin. The Post saya: “The nation 
offers mute yet respectful bomage to the sov- 
ereign of a great and friendly State who has 
come to visit the sick bed of our suffering Em- 
peror.”

-BRITAIN’S HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
THE INCREASE OF SENTENCES IN IRE- 
LAND CAUSES A ROW. 

LonpDon, April 23.—A scene occurred in 
the House of Commons this evening on a ques- 
tion being raised by Mr. Shaw-Lefevre regard- 
ing the increase of sentences in Ireland in ap- 
peal cases. Mr. Matthews, the Home Secretary, 
being pressed, admitted that in his experience 
there was no precedent in England in similar 
cases. Mr. Stuart asked Mr. Madden, the Solicitor- 
General for Ireland, how ,many such cases 
there had been in Ireland in the last decade: 
Mr. Madden evaded the question as not com 
ing before him officially. Mr. Stuart 


having repeated tho question three times with 
the same result, Sir William Vernon-Harcourt 
asked who was responsible in the matter and 
pressed for a definite answer. Mr. Madden 
excitedly replied that he did not 
know, which anewer was received with 
loud cheers by the Opposition and Parnellites. 
Sir William Vernon-Harcourt asked who did 
know, and declared that he wanted this ques- 
tion answered, whereupon Mr. Madden promised 
to get the desired information if a return was 
moved for. The matter was then dropped. 

On the second reading of the Customs Inland 
Revenue bill, Mr. Gladstone moved an amend- 
ment in favor of equalizing death duties, 
A long debate followed. Mr. Glad- 
stone declared that the Unionists would 
be guilty of inconsistency. if they opposed the 
amendment, whereupon Lord Hartington re- 
torted by calling the attention of the House 
to what he termed Mr. Gladstone’s in- 
consistency regarding the Trish ques- 
tion. He declared that he would not 
support the amendment, which, he said, was 
simply intended to overthrow the Government. 
After Mr. Goschen had spoken in defense of his 
proposals, the amendment was rejected by a 
vote of 310 to 217. The announcement of the 
result was received with loud cheers hy the 
Conservatives. The bill then passed the second 
reading. 

Mr. Thomas Soseph Condon. member of Par- 
lirment for East Tipperary, has been urrested 
for offenses under the Crimes act. Mr. Condon 
was admitted to bail. He subsequently ad- 
dressed a crowd at Mitchellstown.

ROBBERS HUNTED DOWN. 


BURNED OUT AND SHOT TO DEATH BY 
THE SHERIFF. 

San Francisco, April 23.—Capt. Burns, 
a Deputy United States Marshal, who has re- 
turned from Arizona, where he went to hunt 
down the Stein Pass train robbers, reports that 
they were burned out and shot down by Sheriff 
Pauland some Mexican soldiers, The robbers 
started from Chihuahua for Stein Pass, 400 
miles away, and, after robbing the train, were 
returning when Pad! intercepted them on Mexi- 
can soi. They took refuge in a Mexican adobe, 
After the shooting through the heart of a Mexi- 
can Sergeant, who tried to force his way into the 
house, the Alcaide ordered the robbers to be 
killed, and, as the adobe was full of women and 
children, a tunnel was dug under the house and 
they were rescued. As they filed out a robber 
tired on them and wounded one woman. 

The Alcalde then fired the roof of the adobe. 
When the fire became hot the desperadoes at- 
tempted to makea break for liberty. Larry 
Sheehan appeared at the door and was riddled 
with bullets. The soldiers kept up their tire 
tarough the door, and killed Hart, whose body 
was afterward found in the building. Johnson 
had the alternative of being roasted or shot, and 
preferred the latter. He suddenly threw open 
the duor and rusbed out with a revolver in each 
hand to be met with a volley from the Sheriff 
and his guards, Johnson fell upon his face, but 
raised himself on his elbows and fired both 
pistols.

FOR CLEVELAND 


THE ANNUAL DINNER OF THE 
IROQUOIS CLUB. 

THE PRESIDENT’S ADMINISTRATION 
WARMLY INDORSED AND HIS TARIFF 
REFORM POLICY SUSTAINED. 

CurcaGo, April 23.—The Chicago Democ- 
racy dined in state to-night, when the fifth an- 
nual banquet of the Iroquois Club was held in 
the great hall of the Palmer House. Three hun- 
dred covers were laid and the hall was decorated 
elaborately and with taste. Flags and banners 
hung upon the walls and surrounded a large oil 
painting of Stephen A. Douglas, in whose honor 
this demonstration was given, to-day being the 
anniversary of the Little Giant’s birth. Col- 
umus and chandeliers were festooned with 
laurel and roses, and the tables were garlanded 
with all manner of greenery and bloom, roses of 
every hue and of the rarest varieties adding 
their beauty and perfume to complete the charm. 

It was a little after 8 o’clock when the guests 
were seated, Gen. J. C. Black, Commissioner of 

Pensions; ex-Gov. J. Sterling Morton of Ne- 

braska, the Hon. T. M. Patterson of Colorado, 

and ex-Civil Service Commissioner L. D. Tho- 
man occupying the places of honor at along 
table which stretched across the entire western 
side of the room It was elevated several 
inches above the level, thus affording excellent 
facilities to the speakers of the evening for 
seeing and being seev. Among the other well- 
known men at the tables were: J. H. McAvery, 

Gen. I. N. Stiles, V. C. Turner, M. J. Russell of

Frow the very first 1t was clear that two 
things especially held the attention of the ban- 
queters. One was the renomination and re- 
election of President Cleveland and the other 
was tariff reform. The President’s name was 
often spokeu and its mention was received with 
applause that bad no half-hearted characteristic 
avoutit. It shook the chandeliers and it made 
the glasses ring an accompaniment to the music 
of the cheering. On the menua there was an in- 
scription which might have been taken as the 
eveuing’s text, and this inscription read: “The 
Natiou’s strength is in the people; the Nation’s 
prosperity !s in their prosperity; the Nation’s 
xloryisin the equality of her justice; the Na- 
tion’s perpetuity isin the patriotism of all her 
people—Grover Cleveland.” 

Nor was tariff reform unheeded by any means. 
{ft was the theme for much of the oratory, and 
the speakers had’ their hearers with them when 
they deciared fora reform that would go deep 
and stop atno half meusures; that would re- 
morselessly end the inequalities that the protec- 
tionists had created and would strike a death- 
blow to the trusts built up under the protection 
of the present tariff. It was all through a Cleve- 
land tariff-for-revenue demonstration, High 
honor was done the memory of the illustrious 
Douglas, but his great successors iu leadership 
were not forgotten, and lost nothing by the com- 
parisons which were suggested, if not made, 

The brains and wealth of the Chicago Democ- 
racy were well represeated, bankers, millionaire 
merchauts, successful lawyers, railroad wen, 
manufacturers, and journalists compusing the 
majority of the feasters. Unuswgal interest was 
felt in the dinner, since it was known that it 
would be made the occasion of sounding the 
keynote of the campaign in Itlinois for tariff re- 
form, while indorsing Cleveland and giving Gen. 
Black a strong lift toward the Vice-Presidency. 
Civil service reform was recognized in the per- 
son of Judge Thoman. «The Hon. Henry Watter- 
son was down for uresponse tothe toast * Ke- 
duced Taxation,” but he could only send a letter 
of regret, family matters requiring his presence 
at Washington. In the letter he sent regretiing 
his absence he spoke eloquently and unreserv- 
edly in support and commendation of the Presi- 
dent’s message which has become the platform 
of his party. 

Walter C. Newberry, President of_the-olub, 
welcomed the guests of the organization in a 
brief address, in which he outlined the 
policy of the club. ‘‘Stephen A. Douglas” was 
the first toast, and the Hon Melville 
W. Fuller, rising to respond to it, 
was greeted by applause which lasted for two 
minutes. He eulogized the Little Giant in 
fitting terms, the keynote of his address 
being “‘equolity of opportunity.” The great 
career of the Lilinois leader in the Senate was re- 
viewed with keen discrimination, the principles 
that moved him were indorsed, and his genius 
and patriotism extolled. ** And while his en- 
vironment may have often led him into 
error,” said the speaker, “time will vindicate 
his adherence to the fundamental tenets of 
his political faith. Those cardinal doctrines 
were predicated upon the capacity of man for 
self-rule, and the attainment; of success 
in that direction on a continental scale required 
the independence of local self-government, 
as contradistinguished from that centralization 
of power which contalus within itself the ole- 
ments of disintegration. The * Young America’ 
which he was charged with representing 
was nothing more than confidence that if 
the masterly scheme of our Government as 
originally framed were preserved essentially 
unchanged, the country was capable of 
indetinite expansion and would ultimately 
dominate the world through the fruits of liberty 
protected by law. Heinmsisted that the destiny 
ot the Republic, however palpably manifest, 
coula only pe accomplished by conceding to 
the people of each distinct political com- 
munity the inalienable right to govern 
themselves in respect to their internal polity, 
subject only to the Constitution, holding those 
communities together as a Federal unit. Thisis 
the principle, the effort to put which into 
operation across the seas, so arouses our syin- 
pathy, and this is the principle to which the 
uame of Douglas is indisputably married.” 

Allusions to Dougias’s devotion to the princi- 
ples of Democracy were cheered, and Mr. Fuller 
closed his address amid prolonged ap- 
plause. Gen. Jobn C. Black spoxe of 
“Triumphant Democracy.” He said it 
was founded in everlasting truth, 
and would endure. It was founded in justice, 
aud established on bases of equality. The vic- 
tory of 1884 was to be repeated in 1888. Even 
a greater victory was possible, for the truths 
of Democracy, he said, are being carried to the 
hearts of the plain people, who will rise 
to vindicate their rights. The National 
Government, he held, has no right to go 
beyond the plain duty of providing for the 
protection of life and property. In alienating 
the people’s lands, in creating monopolies with 
illegal privileges, in empowering the few to tax 
the mwany, it has transcended its func- 
tions. A triumphant Democracy is 
pledged to undo this work. Wheu Gen. 
Black said that the Democracy had held sacred 
the trust of pensioning those who were dis- 
abled in defense of the common country, there 
was great applause, and there was still more 
when he added: “It will lay the hand of 
reform on the system which now prevents our 
commerce from being carried, on in our own 
ships, and once more our flag will float on every 
sea. 

J. Sterling Morton, who had the toast, ‘Be it 
Enacted,” showed no liking for protective tar- 
iffs and the abuses which arise uncer them. He 
said: “A virulent symptom of the existing ten- 
dency toward gregariousness. and barbar- 
ism is descried in the popular demand to 
accomplish health, wealth, and social and 
political prominence by the enactment of 
statutes. It is also seen in the subsidence 
of individuality everywhere from the person 
into the social association, corporation, guild, or 
trades union. The protective tariff has been, 
and is, prominently pernicious and potent iu 
this retrogressive movement. The manufact- 
urers who demanded the protective 
tariff inaugurated the first disastrous 
* strike” which eéver occurred in the 
United States. It was the strike of capital for 
higher profits. It demanded a monopoly of the 
American markets. It shut out competitors 
from all foreign climes. It established, contrary 
to the spirit of our Constitution, a social 
class in America. It bestowed upon it 
no titles, no badges of distinction, but it gave it 
pe tne power oftaxation a title toa part of 
all the earnings of every other citizen, and 
the distinction of having the sovereiguty 
of the State enforce contributions in its behalf. 
It created a pouper subsidy, or bounty fund, for 
the United States, just as in each Common- 
wealth a poor fund is raised by taxation 
for those who are incapabie of making a 
living. This protective taritf, petitioned for by 
mabufacturers proclaiming themselves incapa- 
ble of a levies taxes upon the whole 
country and all the people thereiu forthe main- 
tenance of mendicant millionaires. 

Mr. Morton found in *“ protection to American 
industries” a potent cause of the discon- 
tent, the strikes, tho anarchy, and the 
Socialism which are maddening the mind 
of labor and foreboding destruction to 
popular government. “Be it enacted” 
stamped 70 cents as a dollar. It begat wealth 
for the few, taxes and burdens for the many. 
And now protection he found was being ex- 
teuded to internal questions. The great trusts, 
he held, are the offspring of the existing Morrill 
tariff. But with a tariff laid only for revenue 
no ** trusts” would have been organized and suc- 
cessfully operated in the United States. ‘* We 
tariff.taxed first to protect ourselves from for- 
eigners, and now to protest ourselves from each 
other we attempt in fact the same thing.” 

T. M. Patterson, in responding tv “Grover 
Cleveland,” said: **To my inind, honor, wisdom, 
and seliish intereste all unite to urge upon the 


National Democratic Convention, soon to meet 
at St. Louis, the nomination of Mr. Cleveland 
for the second term. While in his letter of 
acceptance nearly four years ago he advocated 
a8 a meanstotheend of securing a free and 
uncorrupt suffrage, an amendment to the Con- 
stitution disqualifying the President from re- 
election, neither political party has moved in 
Congress to secure that result. Itis questionable if 
he is a candidate for renomination in any sense. 
The nearness of the convention has not swerved 
him in the performance of his duties, from the 
spirit of simple devotion tothe courtry’s welfare, 
which has marked his course, commencing with 
his first official act. But we have a right to be- 
lieve that Mr. Cleveland is the same stanch 
Democrat he was in 1870 when, against 
his wishes, he accepted the nomina- 
tion of his party for Sheriff of Erie 
County. At that time he, in 
substance, declared that no sincere patriot 
could either seek or decline the cares and 
burdens of a pubiic office if his services were 
sought by his fellow-citizens. This, as he isa 
Democrat, must be his .attitude to-day. The 
Democratic Parts can well afford to follow a 
precedent set by the generation in which Wash- 
ington lived, and that was so happily followed 
by the people in their approval by second 
terms of the tirst terms of dJeffer- 
son and Jackson. To do otherwise would 
be to admit that tbe Democratic Party 
had been insincere in its pledges of reform 
made to the people four years ago, ana to con- 
fess failure in the prime objects fot which Demo- 
cratic success was songbht. With honor to all our 
Democratic Statesmen, and with disparagement 
for none, the convention will of its heart 
respond to the pulse-beats of the Democratic 
masses, and without a dissenting voice call 
upon Mr. Cleveland to become our candidate 
once aguin. Under his staunch leadership we 
defeated an enemy fiushed witb the successes of 
twenty-four years, and that had maintained 
itself in power through the theft of 
the Presidency, and openly corrupted 
suffrage, whose ranks were inflamed by 
hate and jealousjy, and the greed of 
spoils, and whose treasury for corruption 
was brimful from forced levies upon a hundred 
thousand office holders and from purse-proud 
toillionaires grown insoleontin their wealth, ex- 
torts from the toiling masses under the protec- 
tion of purchosed legislation. Tue qualities that 
made him the victorious leader then have de- 
veloped to greater splendor through the white 
heat of the Presidential crucible.” 


CARNEGIES STEKL WORKS.

THE OLD MEN GET UNTIL WEDNES- 
DAY TO RETURN TO WORK. 

PITtsBuRG, April 23.—Pinkerton men are 
still on duty at the Edgar Thomson Steel 
Works. There were no strikers about the place 
to-day, and it is evident that they intend to hold 
strictly aloof from the company’s property as 
long as the strike lasts. The situation is some- 
what changed, but each side is confident of 
winning its point. When the whistle soundea 
this morning hundreds of workingmen with 
buckets wended their way to the Edgar ,Thom- 
son Steel Works. There was not the slightest in- 
dication of disorder as they passed along the 
streets. All reported at the Superintendent’s 
otice and were sent to different depart- 
ments, but shortly afterward the bricklayers 


went out, in sympathy with a resolution 
adopted at the meeting on Saturday nizht, 
aud subsequently Knights of Labor machinists 
and blacksmiths went out. No attempt was 
then made to put the mill in actual operation, 
but preparations were made for a general re- 
sumption not later than Wednesday. Superin- 
tendent Jones announced that he would give 
the old men until that day to return to work. 
If they do not resume then 2,000 men who are 
waiting for the command will come from other 
points. This report caused great excitement on 
Ube streets, and the general impression is that 
the strikers will yield rather than aliow out- 
siders to take their places. The company was 
vigorously denounced, however, and somo of 
the strikers said that while the Knights would 
do everything in their power to prevent trouble 
they would not beresponsible for actions of 
— hotheads if the strapgers were brought 
ere. 

Speaking of the possibility of trouble, a mer- 
chant said that the only thing that has caused 
trouble was the posting of the proclamation of 
the Sheritt and the intreductton-of tne Pinker- 
ton men. The latter have made themselves 
obnoxious to all labor organizations not because 
of any overt act on their part, but because they 
are employed to overawe witn maces of un- 
usual 81Ze and revolvers and other firearms. 

The leaders of the Knights were busy during 
the day reguesting all men not to commit any 
breach of the peace, orin any way act toward 
those at workin a manner that might be re- 
garded as intimidation. 
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THE NEW-ORLEANS GOVERNMENT. 

NEW-ORLEANS, April 23.—The members 
of the new City Government, elected on Tues- 
day last, Were sworn in and took charge of their 
offices to-day. At12 o0’clock the new City Coun- 
cil, consisting of twenty-nine Independents ana 
one Regular Democrat, occupied their council 
hall. The retiring Mayor Guillotte adminis- 
tered the oath. The Council selected James G. 


Clark, dealer in naval stores and former Presi- 
dent of the Pickwick Club, President pro tem. 
The returns were then promulgated, and Mayor 
Shakespeare was escorted to the Chamber and 
the oath administered.

“We are here as a family; as freemen, sent 
here to do our duty fearlessly and without fa- 
vor. You have been elected without pledges, 
obligations, or any previous understanding. If 
you make any inistake, it is your own.” 

Controller Thoman, ‘reasurer Hardy. Commis- 
sioner Agnew, and the other new Recorders 
were sworn in, and the Council elected the 
following officers: Major E. T. Manning, Clerk; 
Emile J. O’Brien, Assistant Clerk; John Hurley, 
a one-armed Confederate veteran, Sergeant-at- 
Arms; W. 8. Parkerson, President of the Young 
Men's Democratic Association, City Attorney; 
James D. Taylor, City Notary, (re-elected ;) B. 
M. Harrod, a member of the Mississippi River 
Commission, City Surveyor. Mayor Guillotte, 
before retiring, raised a lauvh by directing his 
battalion of special officera to report # uniform 
tothe new Mayor to-morrow morning. Mayor 
Shakespeare las named Major Wright Schaum- 
berg as his private Secretary and Dave C. Hen- 
Dessey, the well-known Superintendent of De- 
tectives, Chief of Police. 
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THE NORTHERN WILL OUT RATES. 

CuicaGo, April 23.—All speculation as to 
what the Chicago, Burlington and Northern in- 
tends to do was checked to-day by the official 
announcement of that road’s policy con- 
cerning rates to northwestern points. 
Chairman Faithorn was notified by Gen- 
eral Manager MHarris that the proposed 


reduction would be such as to make the all-rail 
rates from New-York to St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis only as much above the rates via 
Duluth as the aijll-rail rates to  Chi- 
cago now exceed the lake and 
rail rates to that point. The present rate 
from New-York to Chicago, all rail, is 75 cents 
per 100 pounds on freight of the first-class, 
while by the lake and rail routesit is but 54 
cents, a difference of 21 cents. The 
rate via Duluth, lake-and-rail, is 80 cents, 
and onthe basis of the twenty-one-cent differ- 
ential, the all-rail rate would be $1 Ol, 
which is precisely the figure to which the 
Chicago, Burlington and Northern proposes 
to cut its rates. The rates on the 
several classes will then be subject to the official 
classification; tirst-class, $1 O1; second, 83 
cents; third, 70; fourth, 50; fifth, 40; sixth, 33. 

Some of the roads, notably the Rock Island 
and the Chicago and Northwestern, will com- 
bat any proposition to meet the cut. The 
others, it is understood, will advocate the 
cutting of local rates to such au extent that the 
sum of the two locals, New-York to Chicago and 
Chicago to St. Paul, will about equal the through 
rate proposed by the Burlington and Northern.

THE GOVERNOR’S THREAT TO REMOVE 
MARTINE IF THE DISTRICT ATTOR- 
NEY DARED TO DO HIS DUTY, 

There was an amused smile on many faces 
inthe throng that sat and stood in Part II. of 
the Superior Court yesterday morning when 
Senator Pierce had shot big bolt. Mr. Pierce is 
a member of the Se:fatorial quintet who Satur- 
day began an investigation of the affairs of the 
Aqueduct Commission. Rollin M. Squire had 
testified Saturday that ne had received several 
letters containing requests for appvintments in 
the Department of Public Works from Gov. Hill. 
He had been ordered to produce the letters and 
had promised to do so. 

It was on account of the demand and the 
promise that every one who felt so inclined 
smiled when Senator Pierce, addressing himselt 
to the audience and not to the committee or ita 
counsel, announced that he had received a tele- 
gram from Gov. Hill in relation to the letters 
spoken of by Squire. The Governor, said Sen- 
ator Pierce, was anxious that his letters tv 
Squire should be produced. 

In strong contrast tothe bounce displayed by 
Senator Pierce was the quiet manner of Senator 
Fassett, as he stated thata formal demand for 
the letters in question had already been made 
by the committee on Squire, who had promised 
to produce them. He permitted himself to smile 
as he assured Senator Pierce that the committee 
would do allinits power to secure the letters. 
All this time the letters were calmly reposiog 
about tbe person of ex-Commissioner Squire, 


who was present, evidently in robust health and 
apparently in the best of humor. 

Among the witnesses who were examined 
yesterday were Aqueduct Commissioner Spen- 
cer, Aqueduct Contractor Heman Clark of the 
firm of O’Brien & Clark, ex-Commissioner 
Squire, who produced the letters; ex-Controller 
Edward V. Loew, City Chamberlain William M. 
Ivins, who danced on Squire, and De Lanccy 
Nicoll, ex-Assistant District Attorney. Among 
those who are directly interested iu the testi- 
mony none are more interested, perhaps, than 
Gov. Hill 

President Spencer, of the Aqueduct Commis- 
sion, opened the regular proceedings by resuin- 
ing his seat on the witness stand To Gen. 
Tracy he said that he had been unable to tind 
the memorandum of the argument he bad made 
before Gov. Hill when he tried to convince the 
Governor that the Aqueduct Commission Reor- 
ganization bill should be vetoed. He remem: 
bered perfectly that the point he had principal- 
ly dwelt upon was that the Controller of New- 
York City should not be removed from the com: 
mission. To this Gov. Hill had replied: “ [7 I 
was as convinced as you are of the necessity of 
retaining the Controller on the commission ] 
wouid veto the bill before you left the city.” 

* Did you hold another interview with the 
Governor on the subject ?” inquired Gen. Tracy. 

“T was to see him again at3 o’clock that after- 
noou,” said Mr. Spencer, ** and called upon him 
at his request. I was told that he was engaged 
on particular business and wouid not be <is- 
turbed, though the appointment had been mada 
by him.” 

Had Mr. Spencer told the Governor that pro- 
tests and petitions in oppusition to the bill were 
in circulation? He had done so, and be had 
asked Gov. Hill not to sign the bill until he had 
seen some of the protests. He told the Gov- 
ernor that the public sentiment of New-York 
was against the bill, aud that the press was a 
unit in its opposition toit. In spite of all this 
Gov. Hill had sigued the bill two or three days 
after Mr. Spencer had talked with him. 

Mr. Spencer was asked to give the names of 
the bidders fur Section 12 of the aqueduct and 
the amounts ofeach bid. His reply ds contained 
in the following table:

Did Mr. Spencer knowthat O’Brien & Clark, 
to whom was awarded the contract, sublet it to 
Beckwith & Quackenbush? He had heard that 
such was the case, but understood the work was 
done under O’Brien & Clark’s supervision. The 
actual work, be thought, was done by Charles 
Peterson, who was considered a superintendent 
for O’Brien & Clark. To Senator McNaugbton, 
the witness said that'the Aqueduct Commission 
recognized only O'Brien & Clark. He was asked 
by the same Senatorif the reorganization bill 
had affected his salary asa Commissioner. He 
sald the bill reduced salaries from $8,000 to 
$5,000 a year. 

Senator Fassett inquired if the Controller had 
any discretion in aqueduct affairs under the re- 
organization bill. Mr. Spencer said that, in his 
opinion, the Controller had none, but he claimed 
to have, and tbe commission submitted to him. 
The Controller’s records would show if thera 
was any difference between the claims paid by 
him aud the estimates approved by the commis- 
sion. To Senator Hendrickxs the witness said 
Engineer Church had been in charge since the 
commission was organized. 

Had the award of Section 12to O’Brien & 
Clark been unanimous? Mayor Grace cast tle 
only negative vote. The witness could give a 
history of the vote, ifit were desired. He was 
told to proceed. The commission, Mr. Spen- 
cer said, advertised for bids for Sections 12, 13, 
and 14, which extended from the north side of 
Harlem River, at Shaft 24, to One Hundred and 
Thirty-fifth-street. Heman Clark had aiready 
received two contracts kKuown as ** A” and * B.”” 
Engineer Chureh said that it was important that 
O’Brien & Clark should get section 12, as Clark 
had the next contract aboveit, had done goud 
work, and it was necessary that the contract 
on Section 12 should have access to Shaft 24. [t 
was decided by the commission, after an examl- 
nation of the matter, both in informal and form- 
al session, to give the contract for Section 12 to 
O’Brien & Clark. The coutractors who got Sec- 
uons l3 and 14, Brunton & Co., had failed, he un- 
derstood, and the work was being done by their 
assignees. 

Was it the custom of the board to accept the 
advice of the chief engineer and to act upon itt 
It was. 

Always? No, not always. 

As Mr. Spencer stepped down from the wit 
ness stand, Gen. Tracy, turning to the person 
who sat immediately behind him, said: ‘Now 
Mr. Squire.” The ex-Commissioner of Publi 
Works walked to the wituess stand and tovok his 
seat there. 

“I merely desire Mr. Squire to produce the 
letters he received from Gov. Hill,” said Gen. 
Tracy, looking at Senator Fassett. The latter 
nodded and Tracy said to Squire: ‘‘Have you 
zot the letters?” 

“T have the letters,” replied Squire. 

“How many letters have you?” 

“A few,” was theanswer. Mr. Squire put his 
left hand inte the inside pocket of his overcoat 
and pulled out seven letters. 

“The first letter I received was in response to 
Gov. Hill regarding the first Aqueduct bill, re- 
quiring the putting on the cowmisslon of a 
seventh man. [I wentin accordance wita the 
rest of the Aqueduct Commissioners, who con- 
vinced me there was no use of a seventh man. 
The letter is as follows: 

EXRCUTIVE MANSION, ALBANY, Feb. 20, 1885. 
Hon. Rollin Df. Squire, Department of Public

MY DEARSIR: Your telegram announcing that you 
did not receive my letter until too late for a personal 
interview is at hand. I desired to see you about 
several thiugs which can wait, and in reference to 
one only willl now speak. The Hon. Henry C. Nelson 
of Westchester County is a personal and political 
frieud of mine. His brother has been removed from 
some position which he held in your department. £ 
should be exceedingly gratified if he could be re- 
stored to his former position held by him, and I take 
the liberty of respectfully requesting you to rein- 
state him; provided you can consistently do so, and 
the public interests will permit of its being done. 
There are several urgent reasons for desiring his 
reinstatement, which I cannot very well explain in 
this hasty lotter.

Senator Pierce having remarked that he saw 
nothing particularly outrageous in the Gover- 
nor’s letters, Squire added, “I don't think any 
one has got the notion from me that there is 
anything criminal in any of the Governors 
letters. I have always given him credit for 
political sagacity. I desira merely to suow the 
terms we were on. The next letter I got was 
dated Noy. 12, 1835, and was as follows:

“Wow long did you receive that letter,” in- 
quired Gen. Tracy, “before you were removed 
from office?’ 

Squire glaneod musingly, yet admiringly, at 
ais left hand and then repiied that charges were 
preferred against him on July 12. ‘ Then,” 
added Squire, ‘‘ bconcluded to slow up a little. 
I anid to Muller that I thought I'd wait until I 
heard from Albany before 1 made the appoint- 
ment. Muller inquired if I was losing my 
courage. I said [rarely did that. Muller as- 
sured me the Governor had said there was noth- 
ing in the charges and would not remove me on 
account of them.” 

“Are those all the letters you received from 
the Governor containing requests for appoint- 
ments ?’’ asked Senator Fassett. 

** Yes,” responded Squire; ‘‘but many re- 
quests of the kind were made outside of these 
letters.” 

“You voted to award the contract for Section 
12 to O’Brien & Clark ?”’ 

“ Yes, Sir. I consulted Chief Engineer Church 
and he advised me to vote tor O’Brien & 
Clark.” 

‘Did Mr. Muller, too, request you to vote for 
O’Brien & Clark?” 

** He dia.” 

“‘ Have you eopies of the letters you wrote to 
Gov. Hill?” asked Senator McNaughton. ~ 

‘T cannot say that I bave,” replied Squire. 

‘“‘ Have you produced all tke letters you re- 
ceived from Gov. Hill on this matter?” inquired 
Senator Pierce. 

*“ Yes, Sir,’”’ was Squire’s response. 

“Have you held a number of interviows with 
hifferent persons regarding your testimony on 
this investigation?” 

“Tmet Mr. Boardman and he spoke to me 
about it. 1 think ali that I Dave testified to has 
been common knowledge in New-York City.” 

Senator Pierce looked rather disappointed. 
Squire, on the other hand, looked excessively 
chipper, and wore a bland smile as he rose from 
the witness stand. 

In response to the first question asked of him 
Edward VY. Loew said that he had been Con- 
troller of New-York City from Dec. 10, 1854, to 
Dee. 31, 1887, and for the same period had been 
a member of the Aqueduct Commission. He 
had been legislated out of the latter oflice under 
the Reorganization bill. 

Did he understand with whom that bill had 
originated? He always supposed it had origin- 
ated with John O’Brien of tie firm of O’Brien 
& Clark. As @ member of the Aqueduct Cow- 
mission he bad not considered it in the interest 
of the city to oppose the award of contracts to 
that firin. 

Tne scheme of lining the aqueduct with brick 
and rubble was brought to his attention before 
it was adopted. It was brought to the attention 
tion of the commission by the chief engineer, 
who said it would make a better job. The wit- 
ness did not agree with him, nor did Mayor 
Grace. He was willing that it should be lined 
wherever the engineer proved it was necessary. 
His motion to that effect was voted down. 8ix 
months later he was removed from office. 


Had Muller seen him regarding the contract 
for section 12 befors it was awarded? He had, 
and had asked the witness, if he could consist- 
ently do 80, to vote the contracta for sections 
12, 13, and 14 to O’Brien & Clark. He told Mul- 
ler he could not do so. Muller said O’Bricn & 
Clark were particular friends, and to give thei 
the contracts weuld benefit. him (Multler.) It 
would also please some friends of Loew, the wit- 
ness said. It was common rumor that Muller 
was very close to Gov. Hill. Muller had men- 
tioned no names. The witness did not know 
Muller was authorized to say what he did say. 
He inferred that Muller, when he spoxe of 
friends of the witness, meant somebody at Al- 
bany. 

Did he not know that Muller referred to Gov. 
Hitl?) He might have inferred so. 

Did he not so infer? Perhaps he did. 

Senator Fassett grew tired of Mr. Loew’s 
Rparring, and curthy said: ‘‘Nobody on earth 
knews what you inferred ¢xespt yourself. 
Now, whom did you infer Muller meant?’ 

“f would rather not answer.” 

“Well, the committee insists that you do 
answer.”’ 

‘‘Well, [inferred it was Gov. Hill who was 
meant. Whetner or not I was correct I do not 
know.” 

“Did Muller make any threats 7” 

“Ho, Sir.” 

“You say it was common talk that you were 
to be removed. Who said so?” 

‘“‘Persons around the Stewart Building. I 
heard contractors had made threats to have me 
out of there in a sbort time because, to use a 
Vang phrase, I was n. g.” 

‘Does n. g& mean no good?” 

“JT presume so.” 

“ Tudge Spencer said you considered this Re- 
organization bill a bit at you; why?” 

“T suppose so because, before I paid any 
Claims, i waited for a report from Engineer Mc- 
Leon, whom I sent over the work. I bad excited 
the hostility of Brown, Howard & Co., O’Brien 
& Clark, and particularly of John O’Brien, 
though { had done nothing against contractors 
except wiat I considered to be my duty to the 
city. Many claimstmade by them were hung up, 
and some wero disallowed.” 

Had they been since paid? He could not say. 
He supposed the committee could secure a 
transcript of his records, but he was not Con- 
troller now. Brunton & Co.’s bid was $140,000 
lower than that of O’Brien & Clark. He had 
voted for O’Brien & Clark because Engineer 
Church had said,and he considered it was for 
the interest of the city to award the contract tor 
Section 12 to O’Brien & Ciark. In no other case 
had he voted to award a contract to any but the 
lowest bidder. He understood that the Jining of 
the aqueduct would cost $1,500,000. He 
thought much of the work was unnecessary. 
He was not an engineer, but was familiar with 
contract work. 

City Chamberlain Ivins was called and was 
about to occupy the witness chair when it was 
decided to hear the testimony of E.C. Robinson, 
son of ex-Gov. Robinson. He was called to 
prove that William L. Muller and Gov. Hill were 
on the most intimate terms. Mr. Robinson had 
Known Muller for about 30 years. Muller was 
in Hill’s law office in 1464. He was either Hill’s 
partner or managing clerk, the witness was not 
sure which. Muller’s name was not in the firm, 
but he seemed to be in charge of the business. 
Since Hill’s election as Governor Muller acemed 
to spend most of his time at Albany and in New- 
York. 

The news that William M. Ivins was to bea 
witness had spread through the publie build- 
ings. Every official who could get away from 
his office and politicians of high and low degree 
flocked into the room until it could hold no more. 
The new-comers were too anxious to hear all 
that Mr. Ivins lad to say to sit down, so they 
kent their feet and stood in solid phalanx, six 
dvep, while he gave his testimony. 

Vhe airof Mr. Squire on the witness stand 
was jaunty; that of Mr. Ivins was composed 
and his manner was deliberate. His enuncia- 
ion was perfect and his voice was strong. He 
said that he was the City Chamberlain and had 
been since May 10,1885. As such he had 
known Rollin M. Squire, when the latter was 
Commissioner of Public Works. 

“T want to ask you,” said Gen. Tracy, 
“ whether you at any time showed to Gov. Hill 
the letter written by Squire to Flynn, and cele- 

brated as the Squire-Flynna letter ?’”’

‘““What was your purpose in showing it ?” con- 
tinued Gen. ‘Tracy. Mr. Ivins said he did not 
feel certain that the question came within the 
scope of the investigation. His conversation 
with the Governor, it seemed to him, was not a 
subject for consideration at this time. He was 
asked if Squire was not out of the Aqueduct 
Commission at the time and replied in the 
afiirmative It was a fact that Squire could not 
be removed from his position as Commissioner 
of Public Works except upon charges preferred 
by the Mayor, unless through forfeiture of office 
upon his conviction in @ criminal court. The 
committee decided that it was proper for Mr. 
Ivins to state the conversation held by him with 
Gov. Hill if it related to Squire and efforts to 
remove him from office,

be removed. Heasked me to co-operate with | 


the Commissioners of Accounts in an investiga- 
tion of Squire’s office, The Commissioners re- 
ported the result of their investigations, and [ 
tound among them several grave irregularities. 

“While the investigation was pending Hubert 
©. Thomnsen came to me, We had not been on 
goo terms, politically. Thompson said he 
wanted to operate with Grace for the remevai 
of Squire. He asked for the result of the inves- 
tigation of the Commissioners of Accounts, and 
I told him. Thompson then toid me that Squire 


|} had written bis resignation, and had given it to 


Richard Newcombe. I told Thompson that 
Squire had come to me and said his resignation 
was of no use, had no validity, and that - in- 
n re- 
sponse Thompson said he had a letter on. which 
Frou his wallet he 
took a copy oi the  Squire-Flynn letter. 
This was in December, 1885. _I told Thompson 
that upon such a letter an indictment could be 
based against him and Flynn as well as against 
Squire. Ho said that the fact made no differ- 
ence; that Squire must go out of office, and if 
necessary he would produce the original letter. 
The latter, he said, was locked up in the vault of 
the Metropolitan Safe Deposit Company. _ I took 
a copy of the copy held by Thompson. This in- 
terview was held at my house, and was solicited 
by Thompson. We sat up late over the discus- 
sion, and we spoke of the matter several times 
afterward, 

“In the early part of January, 1886, I went 
to Albany to see Gov. Hill and to talk with him 
about the condition of affairs in New-York and 
particularly about the case of Squire. I assured 
the Governor that Squire was nota fit person 
for the office he held, and that he should be re- 
moved. Gov. Hill said if there was cause he 
would remove Squire. Was there a cause? I 
explained Squire’s defiance of the civil service 
law. Thisdid not seem to make a strong im- 
pression. Then i told him how Squire had ap- 
pointed and afterward promoted a man named 
Pollard, who had been convicted and served 4 
sentence, to Squire’a knowledge. I spoke of the 
result of the investigavion made by the Com- 
missioners of Accounts and said that it was @ 
matter of public record that Squire had written 
his resignation in escro and then canceled it, 
though the resignation had not reached the 
Mayor. Iremember that Gov. Hill allowed me 
to do nearly all the talking.” 

“Did Gov. Hill give you any assurance of 
what his action might be?’’ asked Senator Fas- 
sett. 

“None whatever,” replied Mr. Ivins. “* Thomp- 
son came to see me several days afterward and 
asked about my conversation with the Governor. 
Thompson did not think there was & strong case 
against Squire unless the Squire-Flynn letter 
was produced. He feared, he said, he would 
have to give me the original letter. On Mareh 
2 [telegraphed to Gov. Hill for an interview. 
I went to Albany on the afternoon train. In the 
evening L met the Governor at the Executive 
Chamber. I told him of the fears entertained of 
the Bruns legislationand of the proposed bill for 
the reorganization of the Aqueduct Commission. 
T alsotold him that he ought to know what man- 
ner of man Squire was, and showed him a copy 
of the letter shown to me by Thompson. We had 
a long and serious talk. After reading the copy 
he said, in general terms, that it was a curious 
document.” 

“Jt would not take long to reach that con- 
clusion,” remarked Gen. Tracy, at which three 
comimitteemsen smiled. 

“| explained to Gov, Hill,” continued Mr. 
Ivins, “where and howI got the letter. If I 
could get the original letter, I assured him, I 
would at onee turn it over to the proper authori- 
ties and have charges brought against Sauire. 
The Governor asked if the original letter was in 
existence. He advised me to be careful, and 
said if he were in my place, ke would not make 
@ move until I got the original letter. He 
asked, too, if was credulous enough 
to suppose I should ever get the 
original letter. That, | replied, was a question. 
He said Thompson would never give up a letter 
that would criminate himself. Had I[ studied 
the matter? Isail Ihad. We moved over to 
the rack and took down two volumes of tho 
Penal Code and studied the question together. 
When we had finished, the Governor said he did 
not think an indictment based on the letter 
could be sustained. Iasked if charges by the 
Mayor of New-York were preferred on the letter 
could not Squire be removed ?” 

“What did he say to that?” was Gen. Tracy’s 
question. ; 

“He said,” replied Mr. Ivins, “‘that he pre- 
ferred not to talk aboutit; that there had boen 
enough scandal in the Democratic Party and 
hoped there would not be any more. He was 
not disposed to co-operate, he said, with me 
unless Sauire was indicted and convicted. He 
felt sure, he said, I would not get the original 
letter. Lasked if he had heard of the letter be- 
fore, and he replied that he had heard rumors of 
its existence. 

*Thavo never,” sald Mr. Ivins, ‘discussed 
politics with the Governor since; never said a 
word to him on this subject since.” 

*“ Was there anything said by the Governor,” 
inqnired Gen. Tracy, ‘* deprecating public dis- 
cussion of the matter ?”’ 

“The Governor,” replied Mr. Ivins, “ ap- 
pealed to my Demoeracy, though he did not 
seem to have much faith in it. He referred to 
the ‘boodle’ scandals and said they were enough. 
This wasa dirty maiter, and he hoped it would 
not be made public. If said there was a way to 
avoidit. Iz the Governor's friends would tell 
Squire to resign, Squire would do so. Squire was 
aware Mayor Grace would remove hiin if ho 
could. Gov. Hill said he did not eare to inter- 
fere in factional troubles.” 

*“ Did he say that a man was not a good party 
man to cause such scandal?’ 

«“ He said he did not think a man who would 
agitate such amatter Was a good party man, 
and he added that such a man would be held re- 
sponsible by his party. I did not agree with 
him, aud nointed to Tilden for an example. He 
replied that timea and conditions had changed 
and that there,had been too much of that done 
already,” 

“ Did you see Flynn about the letter ?”’ 

* Several times. Thompson said he coulé not 
deliver the original letter without Flynn’s con- 
sent.” 

“Did 
hands?” 

“It did. Thompson told me from day to day 
that he would give me the letter, but from day 
to day Flynn would not givo his assent. This 
was in the Spring and Summer of 1886. In the 
meantime the Aqueduct Commission had been 
reorganized, though Squire Was still a wember. 
J saw Thompson aud Flynu ropeatedly, but they 
could not agree. Thompson finally grew angry 
with Flynn, and [ told Flynn so at Delmonico’s 
one night at tea. Flynn admi ted that Squire 
had proved faithless to all his friends, and that 
Thompson was right; still he could not agree to 
give up the letter until he had seen Gov. Hill. 
He afterward saw me and said he had concluded 
it was begéter not to giveup the lotter, Then 
Thompson said he was determined to stop such 
foolishness. 

““T went to Thompson’s rooms, and there met 
Flynn and District Attorney Martine. Flynn 
said he would not agree to give up the letter, 
but could prove that Squire had been bribed on 
several occasions; that he had borrowed money 
aud had done nothing forit. Both Martine and 
Isaid that was not enough. Flynn said he 
could not give up the letter, for if he did he 
would be compelled toleave the town, aud his 
testimony was necessary to make a criminal 
ease. After Flynn had gone Thompson prom- 
ised to give me the letter on the following Mon- 
day.” 

“Did Flynn deliver any message at the meet- 
ing you refer to from Gov. Hilland touching 
Martine?’ 

The question was asked by Gen. Tracy. It 
Was no sooner asked than Senator Pierce said: 
** Now, General, you know the bulk of this evi- 
dence 1s irrelevant and inadmissible.” 

“The Senator will bear in mind,” replied Gen. 
Tracy, ‘‘that this testimony rejates to Squire, 
who was a member of the Aqueduct Commis- 
sion.” 

“ Besides,” added Senator Fassett, ‘‘this is not 
a trial, but a legislative inquiry. ‘The rules of 
evidence are not to be coustrued for prosecut- 
ing, but for getting evidence.” 

Mr. Ivins was then asked if Flynn had deliv- 
ered a message from Gov. Hill. 

“He assumed to do so,” replied Mr. Ivins, 
“put whether rightly or not I do not know. 
Flynn said he came from the Governor and that 
the Governor said the letter ought not to be 
used, and that if a prosecution were based upon 
it he might have something to say. 

“ Martine asked him what he meant. 

“Flynn replied that Martine should remember 
the Governor had power to remove a District 
Attorney. 

“Martine said: ‘Do you mean to tell me that 
if [ see fit in tbe course of duty to present an in- 
dictment that the Governor would think of re- 
moving me?’ 

“Flynn said ‘Yes.’ 

“Then Martine lost his temper and said that 
if the Governor sent such a message to him he 
had made a mistake. If he got the letter he 
would secure an indictment, and then the pub- 
lic could judge between him and the Governor. 

“Thompson finally gave me the letter, and I 
think died on the following Monday. Charges 
were served against Squire on the Wednesday 
following Thompson’s death and on the same 
day the letter was published. Squire was re- 
moved from office. 

“Now,” added Mr. Ivins, “I would like to 
place myself straight on the record before I 
finish. Ibave h but two conversations with 
Squire in my life. Regarding one I have testi- 
tied. The other was held at my office. Squire 
came to me about his water-meter acheme, He 
hoped I would not use my influence against it. 
I assured him that any influence I had would 
not be for him. That was about all that oc- 
curred, and every word that Squire has testified 
to regarding my alleged offer ta him is absolute- 
ly and unqualiledly false and perjurious.” 

Squire was in the room, heard Mr. Ivins’s 
words, and maintained his color and an unem- 
barrassed air. 

Squire’s testimony regarding alleged conver- 
gations with Mr. Ivins was read to the latter, 
who said: “ My only surprise is that he did not

Did he say for whom he wanted the money? 
He said the money was for Goy. Hill Mr. 
Muller was the first indorser. O’Brien was the 
second indorser. Clark hesitated about indors- 
ing it, but did so, and O’Brien got the money. 
The note was signed by Gov. Hill. When the 
note matured on March 3, 1886, it was paid 
by another note of the same amount. The 
last nore was signed by John O’Brien and was 
indorsed by Maurice B. Fiynn. Another note 
Was substituted for that at maturity. Another 
note was substituted forthat. Then $1,000 was 
paid and a note for $9,000 was given. The 
$1.000 was charged on the books of O’Brien & 
Clark to O’Brien. The nine-tkhousand-dollar note 
was renewed in March, 1887, and was renewed. 
It was cut down to $8,000 and was indorsed by 
O’Brien & Clark. By various renewals the note 
was reduced to $6,000. The last note was 
finally paid on Oct. 21, 1887. The money was 
charged to the account of John O’Brien. 

Did the witness remember when the contract 
for Section 12 of the aqueduct was awarded to 
O’Brien & Clark? He did not. The contract 
was not given to another. The work was done 
by Charles Peterson & Co., under the super- 
vision of O’Brien & Clark. Beckwith & Quack- 
enbush bad putinabid. O’Brien & Clark told 
them that if they could do the work and leave 
O’Brien & Clark 10 per cent. that would be. sat- 
isfactory. The 10 per cent. was in considera- 
tion of the assignment of the contract and for 
money advanced. The witness expected that 
his firm would make 10 per cent. on the money 
paid by the city for the work. 

The witness did not remember that any mem- 
ber of the firm of Peterson & Co. paid $2,500 for 
political purposes. Peterson had toid him that 
he had been asked to contribute $1,500, and 
had done so. Clark told him to come to his 
offices and get the money, and he did 50. The 
witness told O’Brien the $1,500 must be refund- 
ed to Peterson. The witness told his partper 
that he would not be responsible for political 
assessments. He was emphatic in his belief that 
politics should be kept separate from  busi- 
ness. The witness had been a good deal excited 
at the occurrence. The witness was perfectly 
satistied with the original Aqueduct Commis- 
sion, and took no part in securing its reorgan- 
ization. Jobn O’Brien had disclaimed having 
any part in it. The witness had heard rumors 
to the contrary. 

Had John O’Brien told him who would be the 
new Oommissioners? The witnvess did not re- 
member, bat would not say that O’Brien did 
not say that the new board would be more satis- 
factory than the old one. 

O'Brien had said he would take care of Gov, 
Hill’s note when it fell!due. He had a lot of 
money tied up in work he was doing in Penn- 
sylvania and Canada, he said. O’Brien said 
that his political assessments were @ burden, 
and he thought the firm might contribute a por- 
tion of them; that his expenses from day to 
day were heavy, as he did the outside work, 
but the witness would not agree. O’Brien 
thought it was a good thing for the firm to pay 
political assessments, but the witness did not 
think so. O’Brien told witness the party in 
power was friendly, and the firm ought to con- 
tribute something toward his political assess- 
ments. The witness said in reply that he be- 
longed to the other side in politics and would 
not contribute. O’Brien, in tatking of the ten- 
thonsand-dollar note, said the Democratic State 
Committee needed funds. 

What reason had O’Brien given for asking po- 
litical help from the firm? O’Brien had said the 
party in power was friendly to him. The wit- 
ness was angry and did not want to argue the 
matter. He did not want to give money to 
O'Brien’s politi8al friends while the witness’s 
side was not considered. The witness insisted 
that O’Brien should settle for the teti-thousand- 
dollar note. Mr. Muller had never asked the 
witness tor money. All the money spent by the 
tirm for political assessments wus $2,500. It 
was paid within a year, and to the Chairman of 
some Democratic committee. 

Up to date O’Brien & Clark had received about 
$200,000 on Section 12. That was turned over 
to Peterson. The city reserved 10 per cent. on 
all contracts until they were finished, and this 
10 per cent. will belong to O’Brien & Clark. 

Both members of the firm had reason to com- 
plain of Cuntroller Loew’s treatment. The dif- 
ference between them was sinall—apout $1,500 
—andit had been certified to as correct by the 
engineers and passed by the Commissioners. 
The witness felt that Loew might have paid 
bills on time. The trouble with Loew occurred 
after he had been superseded on the commis- 
sion, but was still Controlier. Loew acted as 
if he were aggrieved. 

Had O’Brien much business at Albany? 

“* Well,” satd Mr. Clark, ‘‘ to hear him talk you 
would imagine be had a good deal of business 
there.” 

Even the members of the committee snick- 
ered. Mr. Clark said that before Loew went out 
of office he cleaned up all claims made by 
O’Brien & Clark. Mr. Clark, in response to a 
question put by his counsel, E. T. Lovatt, said 
he was notin favor of lining the aqueduct with 
brick | caameaa the price offered was not high 
enough. 

H{ad O’Brien & Clark or Mr. Clark been called 
upon to pay Republican political assessments? 
Mr. Clark smiled cheerfully, and said, * No.” 
He first heard of Gov. Hill’s ten-thoussand-dol- 
lar note about the time it was cut down to 
$5,000. 

O'Brien & Clark had not paid much attention 
to Section 12. If the work was satisfactory to 
the engineers that was all O’Brien & Clark re- 
quired. O’Brien & Clark had Sections 12, 6, 7, 
8,and 9. Sectiouos A and B were in Hemwan 
Clark’s name. McLaughlin & Reilly did the 
work on Seetion 6, andi ont of the work O’Brien 
& Clark were to receive 20 per cent. Page & 
Carey were doing the work on Section 7. There 
was no Written agreement between O’Brien & 
Clark and McLaughlin & Reiliy, or between 
them and Peterson & Co. O’Brien & Clark pos- 
sessed a lotter wriiten to them by Pave & Carey 
regarding the manner in which the work should 
be done and paid for. Mr. Clark promised to 
produce this letter, and to place the books of 
his firm at the disposal of the committee’s 
counsel. 

A messenger was sentin search of De Lancey 
Nicoll. There was an impression that he might 
be able to tellan interesting story. His story, 
however, was short and not particularly meaty. 

Mr. Nicoll said the indictment against Squire 
and Flynn was found while he was Assistant 
District Attorney. A few days after the indict- 
ment was found he had an interview at Albany 
with Gov. Hill. On the day before, Messrs. In- 
gersoll, Strahan, and Newcombe called at the 
District Attorney’s office and told him they in- 
tended to ask the Governor to put the 
prosecution of Squire and Flynn into the 
hands of the Attorney-General. “TI gaid 
the proposition that defendants should be 
allowed to choose their own prosecutor was 
a novel one.” Said Mr. Nicoll: “The next 
day I went to Albany, taking a copy of 
the indictment with me. I showed it to the 
Governor and told him of the proposition that 
had been made. He said the people of New- 
York had confidence in the District Attorney’s 
office and that he certainly should not take the 
matter out of the District Attorney’s hanis. [ 
explained the gross abuse of trust on Squire’s 
part; how Flynn had used Squire. The Governor 
afterward sent for me several times; asked that 
it be pressed for trial; that psople were ac- 
cusing him of trying to postpone trial. I prom- 
ised to get it ready for trial, but on account of 
the boodle cases no court could be found for it. 
We talked about Squire’s removal, but whether 
it was before or after Squire’s removal by the 
Mayor Icannotsay. The Governor dia not hint 
athis probab’e action on the application for 
Squire's removal.” 

senator Pierce kept a handkerchief pressed 
against the off side of his face while Mr. Nicoll 
was testifying. On his hign cheek asmile was 
plainly visible. The committee had intended to 
sit until 5 o’clock, but, as there were no wit- 
nesses ready to follow Mr. Nicoll, an adjourn- 
ment was taken at 4:15, Senator Fassett an- 
nouncing that the committee would hold its 
next session on Saturday. 

The investigation, according to: Senator Fas- 
sett, will probably last until the weather be- 
comes exceedingly warm, not only for those di- 
rectly interested init, but for everybody. The 
committee will hardly hold another session 
after Saturday until subsequent to the adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature. Something might 
occur, Senator Fassett said, to change this pro- 
gramme, but, at any rate, just as soon as the 
committee had any time at its disposal it would 
give it up to an investigation that was evident- 
ly — and that promised most important re- 
sults.

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THE PROPERTY IN BOOKS 
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DISOUSSING INTERNATIONAL 
COPYRIGHT LAW. 

THE COMMONWEALTH CLUB LISTENS TO 
VIEWS OF PUBLISHER, WRITER, DRA- 
MATIC AUTHOR, AND PRINTER. 

International copyright was discussed at 
the Commonwealth Club’s dinner last evening 
at the Metropolitan Hotel. D. Willis James 
presided, and among the other prominent 
gentlemen present were the Rev. Dr. Hen-

The speakers were happily selected as repre- 
sentatives of various interests concerned in 
the International Copyright bill now pending in 
Congress. Mr. Putnam spoke from the publish- 
ers’ point of view; Dr. Van Dyke from the 
authors’; Mr. Cummin from the journeyman 


| printer’s, and Mr. Howard from the dramatic 


autnor’a, 

“Our olub, from the beginning of its work,” 
said Mr. Putnam, “ has taken upon itself an es- 
pecial responsibility for the questions of the 
day. We have brought to the attention of 
the community the use of money at the 
ballot box and other great subjects and 
forced action upon them. International 
copyright is a question or the day, and 
itis eminently fit that we should express our 
opinion upon it. The International Copyrignt 
bill, introduced by Senator Chace of Rhode I[sl- 
and, in the Senate, a Republican and protec- 
tionist, and by Col. Breckinridge of Kentucky, 
® Democrat and free trader, in the House, 
willbe passed in a few days in the Senate. and 
will then come up for the consideration of 
the House. It is for us to bring what 
influence we can upon the House. Thore of 
course can be no discussion of the prupriety 
of an international copyright among the mem- 
bers of the Commonwealth Club. It would bea 
jug-handle contest, for we are all of one mind. 
But the influence of the club is great, and the 
presentation of its merits ata meeting of this 
club is an important thing at this time. 

“Whatis international copyright? lt is the 
recognition by foreign countries of the right 
which an author residing in one country has to 
the proceeds of his work. In England this right 
has been conceded to some extent by certain 
great publishers. Messrs. Longmans, Green 
& Co., whose representative is with us to-night, 
and the Macmillans have always paid American 
authors a proportion of the sale of their works. 
[Applause.] And there is one curious instance 
of the recognition of authors. Tunis, which De- 
catur once bombarded for piracy, has had a del- 
egate at the International Copyright Convention 
at Berne, and stands away ahead of us to-day on 
this question. How singular it would if Tunia, 
outraged at our literary piracy, should senda 
Decatur to bombard us with civilized decency. 
{Laughter and applause. } 

“International copyright is only an exten- 
sion of the international comity which 
has grown up in the nineteenth century 
among the great countries of the world. 
Of course we have the most interest 
in an international copyright with 
England, on account of the immense multituds 
ot readers of the same books in both countries. 
Millions of English men and women read Amer- 
ican books, and millions of Americans read 
English books. This question has unfortu- 
nutely been complicated with the  ques- 
tions of protection and revenue _ re- 
form, and I[ think its true _ relation 
to thesé great questions has been misunderstood, 
For instance, a Philadeiphian once said to me: 
“ What! will you allow Von Holtz, the author of 
the great work on the American Constitution, to 
make money out of the facts which he 
gathered in this country?’ Free trad- 
ers have opposed an international copyright 
law for the reason that they have said: “ We 
must have free trade in books as well asin 
everything else. We must have no monopolies.” 
Now, the ownership by an author of the produot 
of his brain is not a monopoly. A man who 
writes about Egypf and publishes a book there- 
on does not monopolize Egypt. Any one else 
can write about it too. If a man got the con- 
trol of a subject by writing about it that would 
be a monopoly. - But, of course, no such thing ig. 
designed or ean be thougkt of it. 

“No ohe will dispute that our American peo- 
ple must have the enjoyment of the best litera- 
ture of the world. That can only be attained by 
giving to publishers the title to the works they 
publish. Now, unless @ publisher in America 
can be enabled to make an absolute contract 
with a foreign author by whitch he alone oan pub- 
lish this book in America he will not dare to 
put his money—a large amount in nearly every 
case—into the enterprise. By an international 
copyright law Americans will have the oppor- 
tunity to read the best books written in other 
countries, aud in no other way. 

“Tt is rather a to say that we are 
behind most civilized nations in regard to this 
crusade, ulainly because the various parties in 
interest have not ‘pooled their issues’ hitherto. 
The publishers, the printers, and the authors 
have not been able to go to Congress and say 
that they were agreed upon any bill. But last 
December a restricted copyright bill was 
agreed upon by all the parties in interest. 
It is by no weans an ideal measure, but it will 
make a very decided advance upon the present 
state of things. It will secure for American au- 
thors a freedom from the competition of foreign 
authors whose works have not been paid 
for by American publishers. For many years 
it has been very hard indeed for a 
new American writer to get an Ameri- 
can publisher to look at his work. This 
bill willdo much to prevent the flood of bad 
foreign works, and it will also cause American 
autbors to get some reward for the publication 
of their works in Europe. This is certainly a 
greatstep ahead. By and by we can do better. 
We can have ® commission which will extend 
the term of ah author’s copyright in America 
for 2& years or a possible 42 to 50 years. Itisa 
comniission which we need to consider this 
great subject finally, and not a hurried Congres- 
sional committee.” 

Dr. Van Dyke's view of the subject as an 
author was simply this: That an author hasa 
right to his property and to deprive him of that 
right Was a copy wrong. He said that while 
there was not a property in ideas, there 
was 2 property in the product of those 
ideas. An inventor had a property in 
the machine he invented. Why shoud 
not an author have aproperty in the book which 
he constructed? He believed that the quality 
of authorship would be improved by an inter- 
national copyright iaw. For himself, he said 
he had wished never to purchase a foreign book 
published in this country without paying the 
Teecian author, and should stick to the resolve 
even if he never read a novelof Zola or Gabo- 
rau all his life. ({Laughter.] 

Mr. Cummin said: “If Mr. Van Dyke had been 
a teades unionist, as [am, when he spoke about 
not buying any more foreign books he would 
have used the word boycott; he would have 
said, ‘I will boycott them,’ and then he would 
nave been guilty of violuting the conspiracy law. 
{Laughter.] Hitherto the 75,000 printers and 
affiliated trades have opposed the international 
copyright law because they thought they saw 
in 1t no manner of protection to their interests. 
Whether this is theoretioally unjust or not, you 
cannot blame men who have been taught for 
Many years past that protection to American 
labor was the great object of government. As 
things are now, a book—American or foreign— 
can be set up in Engiand or Scotland 
more cheaply than here, and then the plates 
can be sent back here to nave the impressions 
struck off, thus leaving the American typesetter 
nothing to do. That is why the printers had 
their especial elause put into the pending Inter- 
national Copyright bill. Youcannot blame the 
printers. They want their weekly stipend. They 
want protection for their industry as well as 
the author. We do not desire to be placed in the 
same position by the passage of an internation- 
al copyright law as the mechanics who worked 
on wooden ships have been thrown into by the 
flourishing iron ship builder. 

“It bas been said that trades unionists were 
opposed to machinery. Thisis notso. But we 
want to reap the advantages which come from 
machinery as well as the makers of the ma- 
chinery. This idea did exist sta time among 
the weavers in England, but it does not exist 
now. Printers have profited hitherto by ma- 
chiuery, although as yet typesetting itself has 
not been interfered with materially by ma- 
chinery. We welcome that when it comes, but 
we desire to do the work on the machines. We 
don’t wish to have ‘ business colleges’ springing 
up all over the country to do our work while we 
walk the pavements with nothing todo, a. > 
ter.] The book printing office 8 the 
nursery of printers. If we allow a section 
that would permit the book work to be done out 
of the country, the printers trade would deteri- 
orate very greatly and cause great injury to the 
country. We must have good typesetters for 
the present at least. Newspapers could not, to- 
day, be published if it were not for the skilled 
printers which the book offices turned out.

FAREWELL TO MR. MILLER AND HB 
FAMOUS BEEFSTEAKS. 


Since 1785, the sharp corner caused wh 
the junetion of Monroe, Market, and Hamilto1 
streets has been ocoupied as a tavern. Unti 
1855 the building was a quaint old frame struct 
ure. Since then it has been a tall brick affalz 
On April 14, Anton W. Miller, who had 
been its proprietor for 45 years, eloseé 


its doors to the public, During the 45 year 
that it has been under Mr, Miller’s manage 
ment it has been one of the most unique place 
of resort that New-York has ever had. Thera 
night after night, Mr. Miller has gerved beef 


steaks to parties who, as a rule, had booked thi 
time weeks ahead. 


The steaks were cooked by Mr. Miller himsel: 
in a quaint old sheet-iron stove and on the em 


bers of hickory wood. Sometimes in Winter the 
steaks would be kept three weegs before being 
cooked in order to improve their flavor. Afte; 
being cooked the meat would be cut into strips 
and sandwiched between slices of buttered 
bread. The guests sat around on plain boxer 
in which liquers had been packed and ate 
the meat without the use of either knife 
or fork. Frequent draughts of ale improved 
the flavor of the beef. Champagne was tried 
With the beef, but 1t did not answer the pur 
pose. English ale was gvod, but it was found 
that good American ale, tecause iighter, en. 
abled the guests to consume wore beef and ta 
obtain inere satisfaction from it. Those whe 
have feasted at Miller's tavern say that thay 
never before realized wiat an exquisite flavor 
beefsteak had, and they never before bad heen 
able to consume as much of it. For some years 
Mr. Miller kept a record of every pound of steak 
and every pint of ale that was consumed by his 
guests. It frequently happened that a party of 
12 or 15 would consume 60 or 70 pounds of bee! 
at a sitting, and would dispose of good American 
ale in preportion. 

The old stove in whieh Mr. Miller cooked the 
steaks was in use in the ola tavern in 1800. Mr. 
Miller says that he intends to keep the stove aa 
arelic. Many prominent statesmen and jour- 
nalists have been among Mr. Miller’s guests. He 
has always been very particular about the per- 
8008 whom he has treated tohis beefsteak feasts. 
He would allow none whom he did not know te 
hook an evening at hia place. People of wealth 
and standing have called oo Mr. Miller and asked 
to book an evening. 

‘I don’t know you,” Mr. Miller would reply. 

“T am so-and-so,” giving his name, 

“ That may be,” Mr. Miller would reply; “but 
still I don’t know you.” 

Bets have been made and lest by wealthy peo- 
ple unknown to Mr. Miller, who vainly faneled 
that their money alons would secure them on¢ 
of the unique beefsteak fearets for which the old 
tavern has been so long renowned. 

Mr. Miller occupies a handsome house at 244 
Madison-street. He retires from nia unique 
business wlth a comfortable fertune,

The offers of bonds te the Government 
yesterday, in reeponse to the invitation of 
April 17, were not large—a little under 
51,90C,000 in all. Of these, 5635,000 were 
of 4 per cent. bonds, at prices ranging from 
5124 70 to $125 50. The Secretary accepted 
$85,000 only atfrom $124 70to $125. The 
remainder offered wore 41) percent. bonds at 
from $107 50 to $108 50, of which the Secre- 
tary bought nono. These offers and accept- 
ances were necessarily tentative, and show 
that there is not at present a sufficiently 
mrgent need of money to induce bondholders 
to sell at the price the Secretary thinks 
the Government shculd pay. The invita- 
tion by the Treasury is epen indefinitely, 
ynd offers will bs watched with interest. 


A novel but certainly practical way: of 
dealing with the fisheries treaty was pro- 
posed in the Democratic Senate caucus 
yesterday, and will be duly presented to the 


Republican Senators. It is that the vote 
on the treaty be postponed until next Win- 
ter, the fishermen in the meantime having 
the chance to try how the treaty would 
work under the modus vivendi 
by the British Commissioners 
payment of a license fee. This seems 
a fair proposition, for if the treaty 
be as unfavorable to American interests 
as its opponents claim that it is, tho 
fishermen wil! only be confirmed in their 
hostility to it during the ensuing season. If, 
on the contrary, they are suited with the 
previsions, ever when they have to pay a 
license in order to enjoy them, they will be 
allthe moreso next Winter, and the Repub- 
lican Senators will be relieved of the neces- 
sity of opposing the treaty.

Jadge PATTERSON was not convinced 

that there would be any difficulty in find- 
ing in this city a jary which could fairly 
try the case of Mr. THomMAsS B. Kerk, Treas- 
urer of JAKE Snarp’s Broadway Railroad 
Company, who was indicted for taking part 
jn the bribery of the Aldermen of 1884. 
Even supposing that every man in the city 
qualified to serve on juries had formed an 
opinion regarding Mr. Kerr’s guilt, the law 
no longer requires that such men shall be 
excluded, But asa matter of fact there are 
probably comparatively few men in the city 
who atthe present time have any definiteim- 
pression even in regard to Mr. KERR’s par- 
ticipation in the bribery. While they be- 
lieve the bribery was committed, and know 
that Mr. Kerr held close relations with 
Buarp, they are not;at present aware 
of what evidence there may be connecting 
him with the crime. It was contended that 
there was a prejudice in the community 
against the defendant, due to newspaper 
criticisms, which would prevent him from 
receiving a fair trial. Judge PATTERSON 
firds no reason for believing this, and in 
point of fact Mr. Kerr personally has been 
the subject of comparatively little com- 
ment. It is hard to say why any one should 
be prejudiced against him. Any opinion 
that exists or is likely to be formed must rest 
-on the evidenco showing whether or not he 
was concerned in the bribery. There was 
not the slightest ground for supposing that 
she would not have a fair trial by an impar- 
tial jury in this county, and the motion for 
a change of venue was little more than a 
formality. 


The bill providing for the appointment 
‘of fourteen additional deputy factory in- 
spectors, six of whom shall be women, 
‘passed the Assembly two weeks ago with- 
‘ out opposition, but has not been heard from 
‘in the Senate. The bill also limits the time 
during which women may be compelled to 
work in factories to ten hours a day and 
requires that those employed at night shall 
be allowed at least forty-five minutes 
for moals, If the law providing for 


the inspection of factories is to be 
fully enforced, it is evident that 
a larger number-of inspectors than are 
now provided for must be employed, and 
it is especially desirable that a part of these 
shall be women interested in the enforce- 
ment of the requirements in regard to the 
employment of women and children. We 
do not know that there is any opposition to 
this bill in the Senate, but it ought not to 
be allowed to lie neglected until its enact- 
ment is imperiled by the approach of the 
end of the session. 


Not many names of Union naval com- 
manders will be surer of prolonged celeb- 
rity in the country’s annals than that of 
tho brave.old sailor whose funeral ceremo- 
nies take, place ta-day. An active service 
of forty-seven years had well earned Rear- 
Admiral CHARLES §. BoGGs his retirement 
fifteen or sixteen years ago, but as ‘‘ BoGGs 
of the Varuna,” his partin the great river 
battle with Forts St. Philip and Jackson 
will dwarf in history his other exploits, 
though these are by no means to be forgot- 
ten. Perhaps the simplest and most telling 
account of the way he pushed his vessel 
and fought her below New-Orleans is given 
in. Admiral. FarraGuT’s official report: 
‘‘We were now fairly past the forts, and 
the victory was ours, but still here and 
there a gunboat making resistance. Two 
of them had attacked the Varuna, which 
vessel, by ‘her’ greater-speed was much in 
advance of us. They ran into her and 
caused her to sink, but not before she had 
destroyed her adversaries; and their wrecks 
now lie side by. side, a monument to the 
gallantry of Capt. Boaas, his officers and 
crew.” Rear-Admiral BoGGs must always 
remain the hero of a thrilling episode in 
one of the most memorable of our naval 
battles. 





The prolonged investigation of affairs at 
the Chippewa Agency before the Senate 
Committee on Indian Traders has substan- 
tially come to a close, and with its ending 
Agent GREGORY has resigned his office. 
While the report of the committee must be 
awaited in order to ascertain the exact 
condition of affairs on the Chippewa 
Reservation, and to do full justice in the 
case, it was developed at an early stage of 
the proceedings that large lumbering oper- 
ations were going on there under contracts 
not then. approved by the Indian Com- 
missioner. ~ This intrusion of whites was 
contrary tolaw. Mr. GREGORY’S memory 
also proved to be singularly defective as to 
whether he had signed any contracts since 
he had been subpeenaed as a witness, and, 
although this was a subject quite worth 
having some recollection about, he failed 
to give the committee the desired light on 
it. The testimony as to the cutting of 
timber on the reservation and the sawing 
of logs also showed questionable methods. 
Without prejudging the case, itis at least 
quite evident that the investigation was 
called for, and the committee will probably 
seek to put the blame where it belongs. 


THE GAME OF DELEGATES. 


The convention of Republicans that is to 
meetin Chicago in June is supposed to be 
meant to give effect to the sound and care- 
ful and free judgment of the members of 
the party as to the candidate who will 
best present the principles of the party, 
who will be likely to be the strongest before 
the people, and the best President if he be 
elected. We have been told over and again 
in every tone known to the party organ 
or the party manager that, asthe conven- 
tion will be made up of men whose choice 
will not be dictated and cannot be swayed 
by offices, since there are no offices with 
which to sway it, it is the duty of those 
voters who formerly acted with the Repub- 
lican Party to accept the action of the con- 
vention and support any man whom it may 
name for the Prosidency, whether it be 
ALLISON or SHERMAN or GRESHAM or HaR- 
RISON or DEPEW or HAWLEY, or our own 
HISCOCK, or even theinexpensive FORAKER. 
That isan argument that assumes much. 
In the first place, it assumes that the Re- 
publican Party now has certain definite 
principles, which it is its aim to apply ina 
direct and honest fashion by a known pol- 
icy to the affairs of the Nation, and that 
this end is one that all who have ever been 
Republicans must still wish to see gained. 
Next, it assumes tiat the action of the con- 
vention being free, will, as a matter of 
course, result inthe naming of a man who 
will be chosen to attain this end, and for no 
other purpose, and that, if elected, with a 
Republican Congress to back him, he will 
attain it. There is no other way of look- 
ing at the work of the convention that 
gives any force to the reasoning we have 
referred to. If these assumptions cannot 
be sustained, the voters who left the Re- 
publican Party four years ago cannot, with 
any pertinency, be asked to come back to 
it, and certainly men who have never acted 
with the party cannot be expected to join it. 

We need hardly say that these assump- 
tions cannot be sustained. The Republican 
principles areso far from being defined that 
they are cenceived in entirely different 
fashions in difterent parts of the country, 
and even by the same leaders at different 
times within a few months of each other. 
For instance, in Ohio tho issue of the sup- 
pressed vote of the South is made very 
much of, while by Southern Republicans it 
is wholly rejected, and Senator SHERMAN 
has been known to take one view of it in 
Tennessee and the opposite one in Illinois 
within ‘‘a little month.” For another in- 
stance, protection for protection’s sake—the 
fetish notion of protection—is held by Re- 
publicans in Ohio, while something very 
like frec trade is held in Minnesota and in 
Wisconsin, as was shown last week by the 
call for the State Convention; the party 
seems to hold both, wanting general pro- 
tection to be confined to luxuries, with high 
taxes on everything, and all the necessaries 
of life and labor on the free list. How in 
the name of common sense can a former Re- 
publican, with brains enough to know 
black from white, find out what Ropub- 
lican principles are when they are 


black in one place, white in another, 


and gray in the region between? 
The principles of the party being 
thus a chaos without form and void, how 
can he be asked to believe that the party 


has, or will, or can have any practical policy. 


by which to carry them out? Or how can 
he be expected to pin his faith on the nomi- 
nee of the convention in tho blind hope that 
ho will evolve some effective way of giving 
effect to something he cannot define for a 
purpose he cannot name? But even if the 
party had principles and a policy, thero re- 


‘mains the most violent assumption of all, 


that the convention is to be a gathering of 
unpledged delegates, not only free, but sure 
to express in their action what they think, 
after careful study, is the will of the party, 
and to choose the man who-will best repre- 
sent it. _Does Mr. BLAINE, or do any of his 
nearest friends, who aro ‘on the outside,” 
believe that this will be thecase? Does 
Mr. SHERMAN, fresh from the weary strug- 
gle for “instructed” delegates from Ohio, 
believe it? Does Gov. FoRAKER or any of 
his agents in the work of securing Sherman 
delegates, who will break away-from him 
at the earliest favorable moment, believe 
it? Does any one who knows how the cau- 
cuses and conventions in this State are being 
handled, Mr. Tom Puatt, for instance, be- 
lieve it? Certainly not. ‘They would re- 
gard such a tale with amusement, tinged 
with a sense of resentment that they should 
be supposed to be that kind of fools. 

It is true, as we have already remarked, 
that the Federal offices cannot now be used 
by the Republican managers to any great 
extentin “fixing” the delegations, though 
Mr. SHERMAN has contrived to find snug 
places in the Senate in which some of his 
chief agents can be comfortably supported. 
But there is still the memory of offices held 
not long ago, and that gratitude that comes 
ot favors to be conferred; there are certain 
amounts of patronage in the various States, 
and thereisthe fund made up by the pro- 
tected manufacturers for the “necessary” 
expenses of promoting their political plans. 
Apart from these, there is the organization 
built up when the party was in power, 
which still has a very strong hold upon the 
professional politicians. No one in this 
State, at any rate, who knows the way in 
which the party is run, and who traces to 
its source the jobbery in the Legislature 
and the utter want of any sense of public 
duty or political honor thatis shown bya 
good part of the Republicans there, can 
believe for 2 moment that there is any less 
of a machine or of aJl the evils of machine 
management than there was before the 
party lost power in the Nation. To some 
extent these evils cannot be gotrid of. To 
a still greater extent they are to be found 
in both parties at the present moment, and 
they are no less evils in one than inthe 
other. Butin tho Republican Party, inthis 
contest, they have this in them that no 
sensible men can ignore, ramely, that the 
party management which they pervert and 
corrupt would not, if it were successful, re- 
sult in any good for the country, that the 
game that is being played is a low personal 
game, and whoever wins it, he and his fac- 
tion cannot be looked to for a National 
Administration in the public interest. 
That is avery: grave feature of the situa- 
tion, anditis one that is not only plain, 
but controlling. 


HILL AND SQUIRE. 

For the last two years Gov. Hiri. has 
taken every opportunity to pose as the 
champion of home rule for the city of New- 
York, but the most outrageous interference 
with the udministration of its affairs that 
has been known in recent times has come 
mainly from him. The infamous scheme 
for turning the construction of the new 
aqueduct into scandaleus political jobbery 
had his support, and he did his utmost to 
derive all possible benefit from it. Know- 
ing the character of Commissioner SQUIRE 
thoroughly, he made friends with him and 
tried to use him for his own purposes, prom- 
ising at the same time to protect him 
against efforts to get him out of office. 
WILLIAM L. MULLER, whom he had ap- 
pointed a member of the Board of Claims, 
he used as his political agent and go-be- 
tween, thus prostituting the public service 
to his own partisan ends. 

The evidence before the Senate investi- 
gating committee shows several things 
very clearly. In 1885, when the Governor 
was seeking a re-election, he asked Com- 
missioner SQUIRE for his support and prom- 
ised to stand by him. SQUIRE promised 
him any favors he might ask aud had a dis- 
tinct understanding that all communica- 
tions from MULLER came from the Governor. 
The latter was evidently not slow to avail 
himself of the promise, for SQUIRE testified 
that many appointments in the Department 
of Public Works were made at the request 
of HILL, who was thus aiding the Commis- 
sioner in his violation of the civil service 
law. Ono discharged employé was restored 
because the Governor asked it to secure the 
political favor of Senator NELSON. It was 
in this way that Gov. HILL exemplified his 
anxiety for home rule in New-York even 
before the infamous aqueduct ‘‘ deal.” 

The Governor’s share in that ‘‘deal” is 
indicated by many ineidents brought out in 
the testimony. MULLER camo to SQUIRE to 
bespeak his favor for the Aqueduct bill 
after the latter’s pet scheme (the Bruns bill) 
had been abandoned. He told him in ad- 
vance that the Mayor and Controller were 
to be dropped from the commission, and 
gave him the names of the three men who 
were to be added, and who, with himself, 
would control the action of the board. 
This shows plainly enough how closely 
identified the Governor was with the deal 
that was to be carried out. The Governor 
also knew that this was in favor of the 
contractors and against the interests of the 
city. One of the men working with him 
was Contractor JOHN O’BRIEN, and 
MULLER, as the Governors repre- 
sentative, had beon exerting himself 
both with Squire and Controller Lorw 
to secure the award of the contract for Sec- 
tion 12to O'BRIEN & CLARK. This was the 
contract from which the money is supposed 
to have come for political purposes, part of 
which was raised on Gov. HILL’s notes. 
After making the note’ which O’BRIEN in- 
dorsed and caused to be cashed and after- 
ward to be taken up, the Governor inter- 
fered with all his influence to secure a 
favorable contract: for O’BrRIEN from the 
Aqueduct Commission. The fact that Mr. 
LoEw was not as subservient as he and 
O’Brien wiahed was one of the motives for 


legislating the Controller-off the Aqueduct 
Board. 

After the Aqueduct Commission was re- 
organized it was from the Governor through 
his man MULLER that the demand came for 
the removal of its faithful and competent 
Secretary, Mr. McCuiion, and the appoint- 


ment in his place of the brother of the 


Governor’s stanch political supporter, As- 
semblyman SHEEHAN. This was accom- 
plished by the votes of the three new 
members and of SQUIRE, MULLER Visiting the 
latter to secure his co-operation. By the 
same process the Committce on Construc- 
tion was reorganized. The Governor's 
factotum seemed to be engineering these 
changes to carry out the objects of the deal. 

The Governor’s course in regard to the re- 
moval of SqurrE from the office for which 
he was s0 conspicuously unfit and which he 
had taken under a pledge to allow it to be 
controlled by Maurice B. FLYNN is the 
most damaging of all the revelations-of the 
investigation thus far. Knowing SquirE 
as he did and being made acquainted with 
all the compromising circumstances of his 
appointment, he tried to use him as a tool, 
all the more convenient because he was un- 
scrupulous and because he was depend- 
ent on the Governors favor for the 
retention of his place. Personally and 


‘through both MULLER and O'BRIEN the 


Commissioner was more than once assured 
that the Governor did not regard the 
charges against him as of any importance, 
and that he was safe. When Chamberlain 
Ivins tried to convince the Governor of 
SQUIRE’s unworthiness he failed to be im- 
pressed, and showed an evident desire to 
have the Flynn letter suppressed. In fact, 
he appealed to Mr. Ivins as » Democrat not 
to make the matter public, assuming that 
it was for the good of the party-to cover up 
such ‘dirty’ matters. It appears from Mr. 
Ivins’s testimony that FLYNN refused to 
give up the letter after having, as he said, 
consulted with the Governor asto the ex- 
pediency of doing so, and even went so 
far as to threaten the District Attorney 
with removal if he made that letter the 
ground for an indictment against SQUIRE. 
In short, so long as he could, without com- 
promising himself before the public, Gov. 
HILt tried to retain Squire in office that 
he might continue to use him. The record 
against the Governor in this whole business 
is so damning that it ought to end forever 
his chance of support for any official trust 
and makes it imperative upon his party to 
unload him at the earliest opportunity. 

Mr. Ivins’s emphatic denial of SQUIRE’s 
statements as to an attempt to bribe the 
latter to vacate his office was not necessary 
to convince any one who knows the two 
men that SQUIRE was uttering an auda- 
cious falsehood, but it was well to put the 
denial on record. No reasonable person 
will for a moment hesitate to accept the 
Chamberlain’s version of his relations with 
SQUIRE and his efforts to get rid of him by 
removal upon regular charges. 


HIS IDEA OF A HARBOR. 

Two days of monotonous reading and 
profitless discussion had brought the House, 
in Committee of the Whole, on Saturday 
last, to the eleventh page of the River and 
Harbor bill, and the appropriation under 
consideration was one for the improvement 
of the harbor at Biloxi Bay, when an offered 
amendment drew from the Chairman of the 
River and Harbor Committee some notable 
remarks. No ono objected to the Biloxi 
appropriation, but Mr. Crain of Texas 
moved that there should also be an appro- 
priation of $50,000 for improving Pass Ca- 
ballo, on the Texas coast. In the distribu- 
tion of favors Pass Caballo had been neg- 
lected, to his great dissatisfaction. The 
Chairman of the committce, Mr. BLANCH- 
ARD, explained that the engineer’s report 
did not “justify an appropriation for this 
harbor.” He also said: 


“My idea of a harbor is you must not only 
have water which will permit the entrance of 
vessels from the ocean and passage out tothe 
ocean, but there must be somsthing there in the 
way of people and commerce to bo bDonefited. 
Thatis what I take a harbor to be.” 


He asserted that Pass Caballo was not 
such a harbor. Thére was substantially no 
commerce there, because the town of In- 
dianola had been abandoned. This town 
had suffered so great injury from storms that 
its inhabitants were forced to seek a safer 
location. The committee could not favor 
a project of improvement which would cost 
‘the enormous sum of $1,360,000,” where 
there was ‘“‘no town and no commerce.” 

This official definition of a harbor worthy 
of improvement was givon to the House 
when line 236 of the bill was under con- 
sideration. On the same page, at line 244, 
is the following paragraph: 


“Improving Sabine Pass and Blue Buck Bar, 
Texas: Continuing improvement, $250,000.” 


It does not appear that when this para- 
graph was reached any one attempted to 
subject it to the test of Mr. BLANCHARD’S 
definition. The appropriation slipped 
through without difficulty. And yet Mr. 
BLANCHARD’S definition so clearly excludes 
Sabine Pass that one is tempted to believe 
that it was formulated after contemplation 
of the peculiarities of this bit of water. 
“‘There must be something there in the way 
of people and commerce to be benefited.” 
Well, where are the people and the com- 
merce of Sabine Pass? ‘‘No town and no 
commerce” at Pass Caballo? What town 
has the Chairman found on the banks 
of Sabine Pass? Was it not Sabine 
Pass. that Mr. Crain had in mind 


when, seeing that the committee would’ 


give nothing to Pass Caballo, he declared 
to the House, *“‘I say that this bill contains 
appropriations of $250,000 for places into 
which not five vessels have entered fora 
hundred years” ¢ 

Sabine Pass lies between two counties, 
one of which is in Louisiana, while the 
other isin Texas, The entire population of 
these two counties—which together are al- 
most as large as the State of Connecticut— 
was less than 6,000 in 1880. There was on 
the shore of the pass a little settloment of 
460 persons called Sabine City. An officer 
of the Coast Survey in 1885 described this 
settlement as follows: “‘ Its population is 
variously estimated at from 200 to 500. 
There are four stores, two barrooms, 
&® newspaper, one hotel, and a 
Post Office with a tri-weekly mail.” 
There wae such a settlamant in 1885, But 


the great inundation of October, 1886, 
swept it away. More than sixty lives wera, 
lost, and the town ceased to exist. When 
the waves of the Gulf, driven northward by 
the hurricane, met the waves of the lake 
driven southward by the gale, tho low- 
lying ridges on the side of the pass were 
submerged under ten feet of water. Before 
this disaster there was substantially no 
commerce there, but from $500,000 to 
$1,000,000 had been spent by the Govern- 
ment in making improvements. In support 
of an appropriation of $265,000 in the bill 
of 1886 the generous Senate committee 
could say no more than this: ‘‘The amount 
of commerce passing Sabine Pass is not 
exactly or even approximately known. 
One or two very- small schooners per week 
pass in or out carrying lumber or stores. 
Any increase in commerce at this place is 
purely prospective.” When that report 


‘was made, the waves had notrolled over 


the little settlement of Sabine City. 

For the improvement of this pass the 
Government, under the: direction of Con- 
gress, proposes to spend $3,177,606. That 
is the estimated cost of the project upon 
which the engineers are engaged. It is re- 
ported that the interests to be served are 
those of a syndicate of speculators who 
have bought land on both sides of the pass 
and hope to sell this land at a profit after 
the Government. shall have completed its 
work. 

Chairman. BLANCHARD would give noth- 
ing to Pass Caballo because his idea of a 
harbor included not only water, but also 
“‘something in the way of commerce and 
people to be benefited.” He was shocked 
by the proposition that ‘“‘the enormous sum 
of $1,360,000” should be spent ‘where 
there is no town and nocommerce.” But 
the expenditure of ‘‘the enormous sum” of 
$3,177,606 in Sabine Pass is in his opinion 
& wise use of the people’s money. The 
pending bill contains no worse job than 
this. 


CLASS LEGISLATION. 

Examples multiply of the folly and futil- 
ity of legislation in the interest of “the 
laboring class.” It is not more foolish than 
legislation in behalf of any other class, as, 
for instance, the class of hereditary land- 
owners, but itis more futile. In this coun- 
try it is certainly more dangerous, since any 
laws passed to conciliate the labor vote 
tend to impair the confidence of investors 
and to make them shy of putting their 
money in enterprises in which the greater 
part of it must be spent in the payment of 
wages. 

In this State the evil effect of class legis- 
lation has been recently shown by the 
harangue which Mr. PEcK, the head of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, has had printed 
at the public cost. In this report Mr. Peck, 
under pretense of extracting morals from 
his figures, has delivered himself of his 
personalsentiments about a variety of topics 
upon which his sentiments do more credit 
to his heart than to his head. They owe 
nothing to the statistics, and are such as 
many well-meaning but not very wise men 
entertain, but do not get the opportunity 
of diffusing as public documents. 

The visit of the State Board of Arbitra- 
tion to this-city iast week was a sign of tho 
same kind as Mr. PrcK’s report. Some 
manufacturers, for reasons satisfactory to 
themselves, had: “‘Jocked ont?” all the men 
in their employ for the purpose of ‘‘reor- 
ganizing their working force.” There was, 
as these employers justly said, nothing to 
arbitrate. Possibly some of the locked-out 
men had expressed a willingness to be re- 
employed by arbitration if they could not 
be re-employed in any other way. Yet the 
Commissioners had received no invitation 
from both sides, or from either side, to hear 
argument ortoarbitrate. Nevertheless they 
come to New-York upon their own motion 
to find that the trouble was over, that the 
breweries were in full operation, and that 
nobody had any use for them. All that 
they had achieved by their undignified ex- 
cursion was to show their sympathy with 
one party to a dispute of the merits of 
which they were ignorant, and to indicate 
that they would have delivered judgment 
in favor of that side if they had been in- 
vited or permitted to deliver judgment at 
all. 

These are two cases of labor legislation, 
sympathetically administered, such as some 
laborers fondly suppose is calculated to do 
them good. In fact, the effect upon labor 
of the magnifying of their several offices by 
the Commissioner of Labor Statistics and 
by the Commissioners of Arbitration is 
nothing at all to labor, though to the offi- 
cials in question it may be advantageous 
as securing them in advance the “labor 
vote” in case they should hereafter be can- 
didates for elective offices. 

It is very undesirable that the State of 
New-York should be made ridiculous by the 
acts of its Legislature. Itis still more un- 
desirable that the United States should be 
made ridiculous by act of Congress. Yet 
this was done very effectually yesterday by 


_the argument in the case of the Rev. WAL- 


POLE WARREN, which is fully reported in 
our news columns. Counsel for the church 
that had “imported” Mr. WARREN insisted 
that his case did not come under the law 
against assisted immigration of laborers un- 
der contract. The District Attorney insisted 
thatitdid. Yet neither counsel concealed 
his contempt for tho act of Congress and 
for the motives of the men who passed it. 
There is a very valid objection to the im- 
portation of gangs of laborers under condi- 
tions that reduce them to a condition in 
any degree resembling servitude or serf- 
dom. Legislation to prevent this might 
easily be framed, and it would be legis- 
lation in the interest of the public. 
It is as important that American 
citizenship should not be degraded by 
immigration as that the economic necds 
of the country should be answered by it. 
When Congress went beyond this public 
purpose, for the purpose of “‘ protecting” the 
man who had landed a month before the 
act was passed against the competition of 
the man who was to land a month after it 
had passed, it engaged in class legislation. 
The District Attorney yesterday put the 
case strongly, but not too strongly, when 
he said that the act under which it is 
sought to prevent o clergyman from min- 
istering toa congregation that desires his

services. “is due to the fear of the voting 
power of labor organizations as operating 
on, not to say terrorizing, our legislative 
assemblies.” It is monstrous that a cler- 
gyman should be prevented from coming 
to this country to take charge of a 
parish. But it is no more monstrous 
than that a gardener or a coachman or a 
domestic servant should be prevented from 
coming for the express purpose of hiring 
his services to an employer who is willing 
to make an express agreement to take them, 
and who has advanced money on that agree- 
ment. Members of Congress who voted for 
the law under which it is sought to exclude 
Mr. WARREN had no intenticn of doing any- 
thing more than to avoid a political boycott 
from the Knights of Labor: among their 
constituents. They may see in the contempt 
of the counsel in the Warren case the light 
in which their action is regarded by sen- 
sible citizens, for whose opinion they ap- 
parently care nothing.

The owners of fast horses who desired 
that a race course should be laid out for 
them in Central Park dwindled under search- 
ing analysis to Mr. Lawson N. FULuer. 
All those who were originally associated 
with him in urging the project were either 
convinced or shamed out of appearing to 
advocate it when it came up for action. 
Although the city cannot afford to spoil the 
Park for the sake of the trotting men, they 
are entitled to consideration. The schsme 
for the improvement of Jerome-avenue 
so as to make it servo both the ordinary 
purpose of a highway and that ofaspeeding 
ground seems reasonable and practicable. It 
can be effected now at a moderate expense, 
while if it is delayed a few years it will be 
necessary for horsemen to take along drive 
before reaching a bit of road where horses 
may safely be speeded. If their original 
demand had been as moderate as this, no 


objection to granting it would have been 
raised. 


SEASICK, BUT FUNNY. 


REMARKABLE ACTORS OF THE MONKEY 
TRIBE AT THE STAR. 

It would not be remarkable if there should 
be many converts to the Darwinian theory as to 
the origin of man in this city during this week 
atleast among those who will attend the per- 
formances at the Star Theatre. This premise is 
based upon the acting seen at a private re- 
hearsal therelast night. The actors and actresses 
are members of Brockmann’s Monkey Theatre 
Company, which arrived here from Berlin on 
Saturday. It was intended to give the opening 
performance last night, but several of the lead- 
ing monkeys had not recovered from the effects 
of the seasickness from which they suffered 
during their long voyage, and instead of a regu- 


lar performance, a private rehearsal was given, 
to which members of the press and friends of 
the management were invited. 

It woulda be unfair to judge Mr. Brockmann’s 
monkeys by what they did last evening, but it is 
only just ta them to say that, still seasick as 
they were, their performance compared very 
favorably with that which has been seen at the 
same theatre for afortnight. In fact, there aro 
many points of similarity. One of these 1s that 
when the monkeys promenade acruss the stage 
in a perpendicular position they walk upon 
parenthetical legs. Mr. O’Connor did this too, 
and he made his audience laugh quite as heartily 
as Mr. BrucKmann’s actors do. The monkeys, 
however, play comedy, and it is funny. Mr. 
O’Connor played tragedy, and that was funny, 
too. 

Poor Mr. Brockmann had a terrible time with 
his company last night. His leading man was 
dizzy and didn’t feel like acting, while his lead- 
ing lady would have preferred that the curtain 
should have been rung down and the announce- 
ment made over the footlightsa that ‘‘owing to 
the sudden indisposition of Miss Monche the per- 
formances will have to be pratponed.” Mr. 
Brockmann would permit no trifling, however, 
and the monkeys went through tne performance 
inamanner tbat would have reflected credit 
upon monkeys who were not sick; but after it 
was over he wiped the perspiration from his 
brow and said that a sick monkey was enough to 
give a man a nightmare, 

The opening scene is entitled “‘ African Friends 
Meet—A Dinner at Delmonico’s.” Seated at a 
table on the stage are discovered, when the cur- 
tain rises, three monkeys, dressed in the height 
of fashion. They are Mr. Blackberry, a dude; 
Colonel Axletree, aretired army officer, and Miss 
Terrini, from the Darwinian Theatre. Mr. 
Blackberry rings a bell which summons a watt- 
ress, Miss This Debar. The waitress hands the 
diners a bill of fare and dach gives an order. 
Presently, M. Bouillon, a fifty-thousand-dollar 
imported cook, comes in to consult the feasters, 
who explain jnst how they want every- 
thing served. The monkey cook bows in inimi- 
table French etyle and departs. In a moment 
or two the dinner is served, with champagne on 
ice, the only unusual thing in the act being the 
fact that each monkey steals a portion ef each 
other monkey’s food. All this time the dude is 
flirting with Miss This Debar, who is evidently 
trving to mesmerize him on the presumptioa 
that he has a dollar and a quarter in his. waist- 
coat pocket, which in these hard times 1s worth 
havibg. The pantomime is excellent, and the 
apes do almost everything but speak. 

The adventures of Robert Macaire are {)lus- 
trated by two monkeys known as CadJeux and 
Ravennes, while another called Robinson 
does several clever acts as a cireus rider. 
Mr. Robinson was formerly Prime Minister of 
King Mptasi's court, and is very intelligent. 
He rides upright upon a pony's back, jumps 
through rings and over hurdies. Other monkeys 
stand on their heads, walk tight ropes with 
balancing rods, turn somersaults, and do acts on 
the flying trapeze. 

The show also inclades trick dogs, ponies, and 
goats, all of which dance and de other remarka- 
bie things. It will be an entertaining perform- 
ance, especially for children, and older people 
will think it clever; but for a few days the 
monkeys may show the effects of tbeir recent 
severe Sickness. As itis they aro vary funny.

NO PAY FOR THESE SOLDIERS. 

ATLANTA, Ga., April 23.—The effort now 
being made in Washington to seoure recogni- 
tion for the only Geore1s regiment which fought 
onthe Union sicte during the late war is not 
meeting with success. Frem official reports it 
appears that this command was organized upon 
authority of Major-Gen. Thomas, commanding 
the Army of the Cumberland, but the order 


of Gen. Thomas was afterward disapproved by 
the War Office at Washington on the ground that 
no troops would be enlisted in the United States 
service with the stipulation that their service 
be confined to the limits of any State. Tha 
correspondence between Gens. Thomas and 
Sherman and the War Office in reference to this 
Georgia command is quite interesting reading, 
but the desire of army commanders to organize 
these home guards was finally overruled, and, 
notwithstanding this first regiment bad been 
untformed and armed and had been engaged in 
anumber of combats, they were never recog- 
nized as @ regular military. corps and conse- 
sequently received no pay. The present Secre- 
tary of War has rotitied the Georgia Represent- 
atives that he cannot recummend the payment 
of these scidiers now, and it is probable that his 
bill for their relief will fail.

A BIG FIRM EMBARRASSED. 


THE PEOPLE’S SAVINGS BANK OF DE« 
TROIT HOLDS A CHATTEL .ORTGAGE. 
DETROIT, Mich., April 23.—There has been 

current & report for several days that the well 

known and extensive dry goods house of Met 
calf Brothers & Co. of this city was financially 
embarrassed, This was corroborated this morm 
ing when the firm filed a chattel mortgage for 
$75,000 to the People’s Savings Bank of Detroit. 

This conditional transfer of property as 

collateral security covers all of the im 

mense stock of goods, shelving, fixtures, 

and furniture, the complete’ electria 
light plant, with two dynamos and twa 
engines. The indebtedness thus secured is ovi- 
denced by 13 promissory notes, all givon by the 
firm to the People’s Saving Bank. They bear 


dato Feb. 4, 11, 15,18, and 25, March 16 and 
26, April 3,10,and 21. These notas, four of 
which were given Saturday, April 21, run for 
threo months, and are for $5,000. each except 
that of Feb. 18, which is for $10,000, inaking a 
total of $75,000 as covered in the mortgage. 

Mr. Henry T. Thurber, the attorney forthe firm 
and also a stockholder in it, when questionca 
this afternoon regarding the transaction ra 
plied: ‘Yes, Sir, the firm has filed a seventy- 
tive-thousand-dollar chattel mortgage, but this 
does not foreshadow an assigniuent, as has been 
reported. The sales of the house have not met 
their expectations this Spring, due, I think, toa 
prevalent depression in business and to hack: 
ward weather. Asaresult bills fell due with. 
out the expected realizations from trade to meet 
them. The carpet department proved a losing 
venture. They lost heavily on that venture, hav- 
ing about 100,000 yards of carpets that bad tobe 
disposed of at a sacritice. The credit of the firm 
was overdrawn at the People’s Savings Bank, 
and when it came to an arrangement for. the 
renewal of the paper carried by the bank it re- 
fused to grant further extension on any without 
security upon all. This condition was promptly 
complied with. and the firm puts itself in shape 
to tide over the temporary embarrassment en- 
countered. Thereis no ideaof an assignment, 
and you will tind that none will be made.” 

When Freedman Brothers of this city went 
tothe wall some seven years ago, their stock 
of goods was bought in by Bates, Reed & Cooley 
of New-York, as principal oreditors, Meitcait 
Brothers were then doing business at Adrian, 
but were induced by the New-York house to 
locate in Detroit, and take charge of the store 
received from Freedman Brothers. They acted 
under this commission, doing a fine busineas 
and establishing alarge trade up to the time 
that the present firm was organized. 

The tirm of Metcalf Brothers & Co. was incor 
porated in October, 1885, with a capital stock 
of $250,000, divided into 10,000 shares. Eighty- 
six per cent, of the stock, or $215,000, was paid 
in. The original stockholders numbered 14, the 
two Metcalf brothers taking @€,640 sharer and 
the rest being mainly inlots of 200 shares, Con- 
siderable of the stock has since changed hands, 
-ndinthe snnual report filed last February 
Reed & Cooley of New-York are down for 1,000 
shares. 

The annual report filed in January, 1886, 
showed the personal property to be $424,- 
412 40; dents, $162,839 72; credits, $59.312 39. 
The annual feport filed February, 1887, showed 
the condition of the firm te be as follows: Per- 
sonal property, $525,489 47; debts, $259,- 
409 26; credits, $36,991 28. The last report, 
tiled Jast February, shows: Personal property, 
$429,637 03; debts, $282,067 19; credits, 
$73,037 38. 

Charies H. Metcalf, member and Secretary of 
the firm, was seen regarding reports of aa ap. 
proaching assignment. He did not care to ga 
into details, but sald that any statement made 
by Mr. Thurber, their attorney, was reliable. 
“We are affected only by a temporary embar- 
rassment aud expect to get through all mght 
It is soly temporary, or at lJeast we sincerely 
hope so, and have every reason to hope so.” 

James T. Keena of the People’s Savings Bank 
said the bank regretted having to take this 
course, but it was the only one left open ta 
them under the circumstances, 

“ Have not chattel mortgages of this kind been 
set aside sometimes, Mr. Keena?”’ 

“Yes, they have; but that was only when 
there was fraud of some kind in making it. 
This was done regularly by the Board of Direct- 
ora ata meeting called pursuant to law.” 

‘*Do not Eastern creditors sometimes come in 
and replevin goods sold to a firm after the firm 
has become involved?” 

“Yes, but that, also,is only in case of fraud 
or fraudulent representations when the goods 
were purchased. You often find that in amall 
houses, because when they go to New-York to 
buy goods they are generally required to make a 
statement of their financial resources and liabili- 
ties. If the statement turns out to be incorrect, 
then they can replevin such of the goods sold as 
they can get hold of. But when Mr. Metcalf or 
the representative of any other big concern goes 
to New-York to buy goods the houses there are 
only too anxious to sell him, and they do not, aa 
@ general thing, askfor a financial statement. 
Consequently, ifno representations are made, 
there can be no false ones. [hope the tirm will 
puli through, and think probably they will.” 


DR. LORINGS SUDDEN DEATH. 


DROPPING IN THE STREET WHILE ON 


HIS WAY HOME. 

Dr. Edward G. Loring, the eminent 
occulist, fell dead at 6 o’vlock last evening at 
Fourth-avenue and Seventy-fourth-street. Lis 
body was taken to & carpentor’s shop near by 
and then removed to the Twenty-fifth 
Precinct Police Station, in Sixty-seventh- 
street, where it was identified by 
papers found on it. Mrs. Loring was given 
notice and with friends went to the station 
house and made sure that it was the body of her 


husband. A permit was secured from Coroner 
Levy, and lates in the evening the body was 
taken to Dr. Loring’s residency, 128 Madison- 
avenue. 

Dr. Loring’s death was probably duo to heart 
disease. He left his*house soon after 1 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, apparentiy in the best of 
health, to go up town to look at a boat some 
where on the East River, near Seventy-fourth- 
Street. For a day or two he had com- 
plained of a slight pain in the = chest, 
but neither he nor his friends had at- 
tached any significance to it. Yesterday he 
was feeling perfectly well, and told his wife 
that he should be back todinner soon after6G 
o'clock. He was evidently hurrying home 
when he fell dead as he was crossiug Fourth- 
avenue from the east side, probably intending 
to take a Madison-avenue car down town. 
Mrs. Loring grew anxious as the tims 
passed and her husband ¢id not return, and 
when a policeman trom the station house who 
Was sent to inrorm her of Dr. Lorirg’s sudden 
death reached the house she was standing ab 
the window watching for his coming. She wes 
nearly prostrated by the shock of the bad news. 

Dr. Loring was one of the most prominent 
occulists of this city. He was about 50 years 
old and a graduate of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons. He was a devoted foilower of 
yachting snd @ popular member of the New- 
York Yacht Club. He was iwice married, his 
seconé wife being Miss Swift, a neice of Judgo 
Rapalio.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL TABOR OBJEOTS. 
ALBANY, April 23—It was thought that 

after the Legislature had passed a bill directing 
the Board of Claims to determine the amounts 
due employes on Swinburne Island and on-th 
Quarantice Commissioners’ boats during the 


conflict of authority between the Health Officer 
and Quarantino Commissioners in 1875, 1873, 
and the Board of Claims had passed upon the 
rightful sums, this would be the end of the mat 
ter, butitis not. The Board of Claims recently 
awarded the sixtcen claimants $7.000 in the 
aggregate, and interest for their services. 
Attorney-General Tabor has since given 
notics tbat he will carry the cases to the

‘The State 
does not owe these men a cent, Mr. Tabor says. 
It has already appropriated the money and 
paid the men who bad the right to employ tha 
claimants, and this hoare should hold and de 
cide asthe Board of Audit did. There is no 
reason why this board shouta cverrnie that 
board. The Legislature violates the Constitu- 
tion by dirscting the Board of Claims to allow 
the award.

TO TEST THE NEW TREATY 


DEMOORATIO SENATORS MAKE 
A NOVEL PROPOSITION. 
THEY ASK THE REPUBLICANS TO LAY 

THE TREATY OVER TILL DECEMBER 

—THE TARIFF DEBATE, 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—It will not be 
the fault of the Democratic Senators if the fish- 
eries treaty is defeated this year. They have 
given up hope of any Republican votes for 
ratification as the case now stands, and 
it was agreed in a party caucus 
held this morning that if a vote was 
had at this session, the treaty would not be 
ratified. After a long discussion as to the best 
course to pursue it was finally decided to ask the 
Republicans to let the treaty lie over until next 
Wipter. The request will be made on the 
ground that the American fishermen directly In- 
terested in the subject can give the provisions of 
the treaty a practical trial during the coming 
fishing season under the terms of the modus 
vivendi agreed to pending the ratification of the 
treaty. It was pointed out in the caucus 
that by the provisions of this protocol 
American fisherman can obtain substan- 
tially all the benefits of the treaty 
for the coming two years by the payment of a 
small license fee, and it was argued that such a 
test would be the best possible method for the 
fishermen to follow in deciding whether or 
not the treaty would be helpful or 
harmful to their Interests. A com- 
mittee of Democrats will present this 
proposition to the Republicans and report 
the result at snother caucus ina few days. Re- 
publican Senators are not inclined to say to-day 
what they think of the proposed practical test 


of the treaty. It strikes them as a rather novel 
suggestion, and they want a little time 
to think it over before giving an an- 
ewer. The Democrats think the fairness 
of the proposition will commend it to fair-mind- 
ed Senators, and they hope to see it agreed to. 
They make no threats as to what they will doif 
their request is not granted, but some of them 
Intimate that under the unlimited freedom of 
speech inthe Senate itis quite possible to talk 
pn any subject from now until the end of the 
session without reaching a vote. 


The debate on the Tariff bill will be resumed 
to-morrow, Mr. McMillin of Tennessee making 
the opening speech and Mr. Burrows of Michi- 


gan following him. The debate will then continue 
from day to day without any limit yet fixed for 
concluding it. When the Ways and Means 
Committee met this morning, the Republicans 
proposed totheir Democratic associates that 
the minority be accorded 10 days of 5 
hours each for opposing the Dill. The 
Democrats did not want 80 much 
time and frankly answered that they 
considered it too much. The Republicans also 
objected to having night sessions for debate on 
the taritf. As the Democrats had concluded that 
they would have night sessions,in order to 
afford an opportunity to the largest number 
of speakers, this proposition of the Republicans 
was not favorably received. A caucus of about 
125 Democrats was heid to-night, which Mr. 
Randall did not attend. The proposition of the 
Republicans was reported, and the dissatisfac- 
tion expressed by the majority of the Ways and 
Means Cowuwwitice was found toagree with the 
opinions of a larg» majority of the caucus. That 
there was no disposition, however, too strictly 
to restrict debate was shown in the declination 
to approve .a motion by Mr. Townshend of 
Illinois to confines each side to _ five 
days of speechmaiing. Ths resolution that 
was finally adopted calls for an amicable con- 
tinuance of the debate, with a compremise ofter 
in regard to night sessions, by which they are 
to be devoted to general legislation in case there 
are no speeches to be made on the Tariff bill. 
The caucus failed to do anything more 
fecisive, but it was animated by a degree of 
unanimity that was accepted as very gratifying 
by the friends of the Lariff bill. It may be neo- 
ssSary to call another caucus later to determine 
when to conclude the tariff general discussion. 


Col. W. P. Tomlinson of Topeka, Kan.,now a 
Democrat but formerly a Republican, and re- 
cently a person who has haunted the columns of 


the Sun in letters denouncing the attempts 
to renominate President Cleveland and setting 
forth the superior attractions of one D. B. 
Hill, has geen the error of his ways. He had 
stopped at Albany on arecent visit to his Kan- 
gas; bome, and in Topeka had given way 
to @ great deal of idle gossip concern- 
ing the Administration, expressing his 
determination to come East again and 
“make it hot for Grover.” He has suddenly 
changed his tune, and to-night is endeavoring to 
give genera) circulation to his determination to 
have the Topeka Democrat, of which he is editor, 
take down the name of Hull for President 
and run up that of Cleveland. “Col.” Tomlin- 
so0n’s information, however, goes further. He 
tells his friends that the Hiil men in New-York 
are ‘‘in @ quandary,” and that the Governor 
is uncertain whether he will go to St. Louis 
at the head of the New-York delegation, 
to present the name of Cleveland as a candidate 
and afterward take a renomination for Gov- 
ernor, or whether he will decline to be eithera 
delegate or the candidate for Governor, and re- 
tire from political lire. As the Sun has highly 
complimented Mr. Towlinson’s discernment ana 
judgment these statements from him have at 
least @ grotesque interest. 


Mr. Chace succecded in calling up the Inter- 
national Copyright bill in the Senate to-day, and 
enough progress was made in its consideration 


to warrant the expectation that it will pass to- 
morrow. Afies @& number of verbal amend- 
ments had been made and the usuai number of 
typographical blunders corrected, Mr. Chace 
mado an earnest plea for the passage of the biil 
and detined some of the benefits to authors and 
readers tbutits enactment would bring about. 
Mr. Morrill offered an amendment which had 
been suggested to him, he said, and which he 
thought worthy of consideration. This was 
to insert a provision that publishers 
of American newspapers or other periodicals 
should be allowed to copy articles from any 
foreign paper or periodical, and for that pur- 
pose to import such publications. Mr. Vance 
promptly proposed to put in a clause withhold- 
ing the right to copyright from foreign news- 

apers, magazines, and periodicals. This led 
Mr Beck to ask why it wouldn’t be a good 
thing to have free trade in books, adding that 
that would be fair all round. Mr. Hiscock 
made a spirited speech in support of the bill 
andthen the measure went over until to-mor- 
row, with the Morrill and Vance amendments 
awaiting action.

Mr. arris objected and Mr. Chace 
asked that the petition be printed as a public 
document. Mr. Harris objected to this, and 
Mr. Chace moved to print the petition. As Mr. 
Harris is a Democrat, all the Democrais voted 
against ye and as Mr. Chace is a Repub- 
lican, all the Republicans voted for his motion. 
By a strict party vote, therefore, the petition 
will be printed as a public document.

THE THEATRES. 


Mr. Neil Burgess’s caricature of the Yankee 
woman is irresistibly amusing. Her thrift, 
energy, and volubility are depicted with bold 
strokes. Her traits are all exaggerated, of 
course, but there are scenes in the farce of 
“Vim,” such asthe interview between Josiah 
Puffy and his wife in Act II. that 
are amazingly like the truth of every day life. 
This division of the piece, which affords also 
a view of amiable Mrs. Puffy in the 
light of a dispenser of charity, contains all the 
best material. The third act is of a very 
slender texture, and a quartet of singers are 
called in to heip sustain the interest. Here, 
also, the action degenerates into the wildest 
kind of burlesque, for Josiah Puffy, having 
eaten too much pie at a picnic, falls asleap and 
dreams a dream which 1s pictured before the 
spectators. Heis at the circus playing clown 
and eluding the ringmaster’s whip, while his 
portly wife figures as a rider in abbreviated 
skirts. The device by which a live horse is 
made to go through the motions of running 
without changing his position in the scene has 


at least the merit of originality. There was a 
full house at the Standard Theatre last evening 
when Mr. Burgess began his engagement there, 
and the laughter of the spectators was hearty 
and continuous.

The Othello of Mr. Louis James, secn at the 
Fifth-Avenue Theatre last evening, is a pictur- 
esque and interesting performance, though by 
no means agreatone. Mr. James is au efticient 
actor, and can always’. be relied upon 
for conscientious work, Miss Marie 
Wainwright is a pleasing Desdemona, 
and Miss Kate Meek meets the 
requirements of Emilia. The Iago of F. C. 
Mosely and the Cassio of William Harris 
are as good as any one ought to expect. There 
was alargeand appreciative audience in the 
theatre last night. ‘‘ Othello” will be repeated 
to-night and Saturday, and on the remaining 
nights of the week “‘Much Ado About Nothing” 
will be the play. 

“Upside Down” is the appropriate if rather 
vague name of a musical melange and dramatic 
crazy quilt, with a flavor of antiquity and limit- 
ed express action, that may be seen at Niblo’s 
this week. There are among the dramatis 
persons two pretty, pert, and peculiar 
young ladies; a maiden lady, timid, modest, and 
retiring; two lively young men who would 
rather travel with a circus than go to college, 
an impecunious Professor and a “ ¢rank” on 
whom the inventor experiments, besides one or 
two other characters. There is a farcical circus 
scenein the second act,during which theathletes, 
the Lenton Brothers, give an exhibitiou and the 
trick elephanot ‘‘ Banjo” performs. The princi- 
pal members of the company are Thomas A., 

aniel, and Lizzie Derious Daly, Grace Sher- 
wood, Marion Fiske, Aaron Woodhull, and 
George W. Derious. 

Miss Clara Morris presented Mr. Clinton 
Stuart’s adaptation of ‘Martyre,” entitled 
‘Renée de Moray,” at the Grand Opera House 
last evening before a numerous and interested 
audience. The cast has not been changed since 
the play was produced by Miss Morris at the 
same theatre early in the season, and the per- 
formance does not call for comment. 

‘“‘Amannuensis,” which was performed for 
the first time at Dockstader’s last evening, isa 
mixture of songs, dances, and ‘‘variety busi- 
ness” of the kind that has been made to do duty 
often during the past five years. The present 
concoction is, however, just a little worse aud 
more inane than any of its predecessors, It is 
divided into two portions, the first being dubbea 
comedy and the second extravaganza.

Mrs. Scott-Siddons and her adopted son, 
Henry Waller, appeared in an entertainment of 
readings and piano playing at Steinway Hall 
lastevening. Mr. Waller was knowna dozen 
years ago as ‘“Seraphael,” a juvenile prodigy. 
It is unusual for these phenomena to fulfill the 
promise of their youth, and in all honesty and 
kindness toward the young man and his amiable 
foster mother it must be admitted that he is no 
exception to the ruls. His tone is hard, his 
technique unfinished, his phrasing spasmodic, 
and bis readings far from satisfactory. This 
was all that could be gathered from his work 
last night. It is to be hoped that the future may 


show him in a better light.

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THE COREAN LEGATION. 


THEY ARE TIRED OF THIS COUNTRY AND 
WILL GO HOME, 

To.epo, Ohio, April 23.—There is a right 
royal rowin the Corean Legation. The mem- 
bers of the Jegation are homesick, and say 
that they will return to Corea. They give 
as a reason that they don't like the 
country here, that they have been tormented by 
small boys, who throw mud on them, shout 
“Rats,” and treat them the samo as they 
would a Chinese laundryman. The four mem- 
bers here are Ye Wan Yong, First Secretary 


of the Legation; Ye Ha Yung, Second 
Secretary; Ye Cha§ Yun, interpreter; Yo 
Hun Yun, Third Secretary, and Ye 
Hyn Up, servant. The legation is in charge 
or Dr. H. N. Allen of Wasbington, and all 
save Ye Ha Yung are en route to their far- 
away home in Asia. They leave to-night for 
Chicago, whence they go to San Francisco. On 
May lthey sail on the City of New-York for 
Yokohama and from there they sail for their 
native Corean shores. 

In 1883, when Corea was first opened to for- 
eigners, that is to Caucasians, Dr. Allen, who 
was then a medical missionary in China, went 
to Seoul, the capital of Corea, being one 
of the tirsu Americans to locate 
there. On Deo. 5, 1884, an immense insurrec- 
tion arose in Corea, being directed against 
the King and his atvisers and against 
the foreigners and progressive party of 
the kingdom. The progressive 7 favored 
the introduction of foreign methods. Before 
the insurrection was over it becamea tight by 
the Chinese and Japanese. Among the 
wounded was the Prince Min Yonge Yik 
of Corea, who had been instrumental in 
negotiating the treaty between Corea and the 
United States and Weatern provinces. The 
King at once invited Dr. Allen to attend the 
Prince. His successful treatment of the Prince 
was looked upon as something in the light of a 
tolracle by the natives, and by common consent 
he attended the wounded of both factions. 

br. Allen was rewarded in every way by the 
King, {and while all other foreigners were com- 
pelled to fly for the coast his house was 
guarded by the soldiers of both armies. The 
King of Corea is friendly only to the 
United States. in the Fall of 1887 he sent 
an embassy of 10 noblemen of the highest 
rank to the United States, of which 
those here are members. Dr. Allen has 
charge of the embassy, and bears a 
special commission from the King. On the com- 
pletion of his business Dr. Allen will return to 
Corea. He had been to San_ Francisco 
on business and was returning to Wash- 
ington when he _ received a dispatch to 
await the arrival of certain members of the le- 
gation at Toledo who were returning 
home. Upon his arrival here, knowing 
how difficult it would be to fill their 
places in the diplomatic service, he has 
1n vain tried to induce them to return to Wash- 
ington, but this they say they will notdo. They 
are tired of America and are through with the 
country. §

A daughter now dead was the wife 
of the late District Attorney Benjamin K. Phelps of 
New-York City. 

John Robinson, 208 Front-street, dled on Sun- 
day, after a three months’ illness of chronic pneu- 


monia. He was born in the Second Ward 48 years 
ago, and from his early manhood was a well-known 
County Democracy an. In 1860 he was appointed 
op the police force and served eight years, resign. 
ing to become a United States Deputy Marshal 
uuder Chiet Marshal Sharpe. He held this oftice 13 
years, and duriug his service captured McDonald, 
the Bauk of England foreer; Brockway, the accom. 
plished forger and counterfeiter, and many equally 
uotorious and desperate criminals, In 1863 he was 
appointed a ‘Trustee of Primary School No. 34, 
serving in that capacity 13 yeavs. He represented 
his ward on the Board of Aldermen during 13876. He 
had been Croton Water Inspector of Public Works 
for the last six years. The burial will be in Calvary 
Cemetery this morning. 


Jobn D. Dilworth, father of William H. Dil- 
worth, now dead, and of James A. B. Dilworth, of 


the firm of Gordon & Dilworth, died last Thursday 
at Berlin, Worcester County, Md., at the age of 8Y 
years. He had no apecitic ailment other than a gen- 
eral breaking down incident to oldage, Mr. Dil- 
worth was bornat Port Penn, Del., and was the 
son of Capt. John Dilworth of the English Navy, 
who piloted the British forces up the Delaware 
Hiver during the Revolution, but before its close 
had become an American citizen. In early life the 
dead man followed the sea, but later became a 
planter and leader in the Democratic ranks of his 
uvative State, holding many offices of bog trust.

IN AID OF SAMOAN INDEPENDENOE. 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Representative Mor- 
row of California to-day introduced the following 
joint resolution: 


Whereas, Certain European powers have recently 
pursued in the Pacific Ovean an aggressive policy 
of annexation and colonization which has resulted 
in an almost complete destruction of native inde- 
ar and autonomy in that quarterot the globe; 
ant 

Whereas, In viéw of the growing importance of 
the commercial interests of the United States in the 
Pacific it is desirable thatthere should be main- 
tained whatever remains of independent govern- 
mentin that part of the world, tree trom European 
dowination and control; and 

Wiereas, In the Samoan Islands, one of the few 
remainirg independeat groups of the Pacitic Ocean, 
recent events have tended to impair, if not absolute. 
ly destroy, their independence and autonomy; and 

Whereas, ‘The United States, asa irienuly power, 
having commercial interests in said islanius, and 
as the first Government to respect and eucour- 
age their independence anid to enter into treaty re- 
lations with them, is interested in maintaining thoir 
autonomy and independcuce; therefore be it 

Kesolved, That the present condition of affairs at 
Samoa requires that this Government should aid the 
people of these islands in securing diplomatic ar- 
rangement and independent native government free 
trom the claim or territorial jurisdiction of any 
European power, and to the end that this purposs

THE GOVERNUR VETOES TWO 
SENATE MEASURES. 
MR. YATES’s “COUNTY PLAN” OF DIS- 
POSING OF PRISON LABOR ADOPTED 
BY THE ASSEMBLY. 


ALBANY, April 23.—Senator Erwin asked 
the Senate to-night to allow the High License 
bill to be read on Wednesday or Thursday of 
this week. To this Mr, Cantor objected, though 
he was willing, he said, to fix next Monday night 
for its final passage. ‘‘ Very well then,” exclaimed 
Mr.Erwin,“ Pili bave the ninth joint rule enforced, 
and nothing but the order of third reading of 
bills shall be allowed until we reach and dis- 
pose of the High License bill.” 

If. this course is pursued the Dill will be 
reached this week. The constituents of Senator 
Russell of this city are urging him to vote for 
the bill, anditis by no means certain that he 
will not contribute the seventeenth and decid- 
ing vote. 

The Governor gave an exhibition of pique 
to-night toward two of the County Democracy 
Senators, Messrs. Murphy and Langbein. Both 
these gentlemen have been slow to recognize 
his importance as the Governor of the State, 
and neither of them has loaned his services to 
him in the game of small politics which he has 
played from time to time. The fact that 
he sent to the Senate vetoes of two of their bills, 
to be read one after the other, is recognized as 
his way of expressing his dissatisfaction with 
their course. Mr. Murphy’s bill affected the 
rights of the Trustees of the village of New-Brigh- 
ton, Staten Island, in the expenditure of money 
for the local hose carts and fire engines. Just 
as the Clerk was about to begin the reading of 
the veto Senator Murphy arose and moved that 
this formality be dispensed with as entirely un- 
necessary, because typewritten copies of 


the message were already inthe hands of the 
reporters. It would, he urged, be a waste of the 
valuable time of the Senate to listen to what 
everybody could read for himself in a few 
hours. 

“T think,” said Senator Cantor, coming to the 
Governor's relief, *‘that 1t would be a bad 
precedent to establish to neglect to listen to a 
message from the Governor, no matter what he 
may have done toward any member of this 
Senate.” 

“TI don’t intend to bring any quarrel of mine 
before this body for settlement. I'll settle it 
outside this chamber” was Mr. Murphy’s retort, 
adding with a broad smile: “I’ve no objection 
to the Governor’s veto being read if it is of 
enough interest to anybody to listen to it.” 

The Governor uses about 400 words in his 
veto to say the objectionable bill is ‘* special 
legislation.” 

Senator Langbein’s turn came next. His bill 
was to prohibit the advertising of the business of 
procuring divorces. The Governor concedes that 
the proposed law is meritorious, but he —— 
to Mr. Langbein’s draft, “both as to form 
and in substance.” He says: ‘The bill should 
by apt language amend the proper section of 
the Penal Code. The chief benefit of the Penal 
Code will be defeated if offenses like 
the one in question, capable of 
easy Classification within the contents of the 
code, are scattered by independent enactments 
through tne various volumes of the session 
laws. Itisrespectfully submitted that the ob- 
_ sougut by the bill can be sufficiently effected 

y punishing the person who proposes in and by 
the circular or advertisement to procure the 
divorces, and who is the chief and original of- 
fender, without punishing, also, both the 
printer and publisher thereof, who are at least 
comparatively innocent, and who may be actu- 
ally ignorant of the contents of a skillfully- 
worded lawyer's card.” 

Senator Langbein shrugged his shoulders and 
informed his associates that bis bill was an 
exact copy of a law on the statute books 
of Massachusetts, and it was indorsed by 
the Bar  <Assgociation of the city of 
New-York. The law has been found very benoe- 
ticial in Massachusetts, and he Lad no doubt it 
would have proved a valuable addition to the 
laws of this State. 

Senator Ives introduced a bill creating a com- 
mission of three to revise the Field Code in the 
event of its passage by this Legislature. The 
commission is to consist of one lawyer of at 
least 20 years’ standing (presumably Davia 
Dudley Field) and two Supreme Court Judges. 
Its work is designed to perfect the code. Itis 
authorized to report the time when the code 
ought to go into operation. 

Seventy-three members of the Aesembly, whose 
wits were either wool gathering or terrorized by 
the labor spook, turned in to-nightand helped 
little Judge Yates of Schenectady pass his wild 
scheme for the care and employment cf per- 
sons confined in the penal institutions of 
the State. The bill is popularly known 
as the county-plan} measure. Under it mis- 
demeanants are contined in county prisons, 
where they must be employed in cultivating 
county lands, which are mainly garden patches 
attached to almshouses and like institu- 
tions, and capable of furnishing work perhaps 
for aman and a boy; in manufacturing or re- 
pairing articles used in county institutions, and 
in building and repairing the county buildings, 
Felons are to be confined in State prisons, 
where they are to be employed in similar work, 
“draining, reclaiming State lands, and making 
clothing for the State militia. All the 
work done by either class of prisoners must bo 
beneficial to the State, their services must not 
be let out or contracted, and nothing that they 
make can be sold. Machinery .must not be used 
in any penal institution to increase its produc- 
tion. This is the bill as amended and passed.

Mr. Ainsworth’s bill abolishing the three days 
of grace allowed on commercial paper was 
killed in the Assembly to-night by a vote of 37 
to 53, as it was killed last Winter. Mr. Ains- 
worth said that the New-York Chamber of Com- 
merce favored the bill and that its passage 
was desired by the bankers of the State. To 
this editor Bradford Rhodes of the Bankers’ 


‘Magazine, replied with a letter from George S, 


Coe, President of the American Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation, in which Mr. Coe sald that the meas- 
ure would be unsatisfactory to the banks 
until uniform laws on the subject prevailed 
throughout the commercial! world, and also with 
a dispatch from the bankers of Buffalo, protest- 
ing against the passage of the bill on the ground 
that it would seriously complicate business with 
other States.

A FEW MORE PENSION VETOES. 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—The Prosident has 
vetoed House bill No. 823, granting a pension to 
Hannah C. Dewitt, on the ground that he had al. 
ready approved an act the precise duplicate of it, 
which was passed by Congress earlier in the sesa- 
sion, and because In consequence thereof the 
name of the beneficiary in both cases is 
already on the pension rolls. He also vetoed 
the House bill granting a pension to Moses 
T. Mantor on the ground that his claim for a pen- 
sion was wholly without merit, and had been prop- 
erly rejected by the Pension Bureau. The Presi- 


dent says in thia case: “The reported con- 
duct of the claimant on the last examination 
and his attempts to intiuence wituesses' in 
their testimony adds weight to the proposition, 
quite well established by the proof, that his claim to 
a@ pension lacks merit.” The President also returned 
without his approval the House Dill granting a pen- 
sion to William H. Brokenshaw. He reviews the 
record of this case and says: “It will thus be seen 
that he was in the serviceafew days more than 
three months just at the close of the war, It is not 
——— that he did any actual fighting. In.1883 he 
tiled an application for pension, alleging that on the 
evening of the 25th of March, 1865, being the day 
he was received at rendezvous, he was injured in 
his ribs while getting into his bunk by 
three other recruits who were scuffiing in 
the room, and who a upon him or 
crushed him against the side of the bunk. 
An examination upon such application made in 
1884 tended to show an injury his ribs, but the 
claim was rejected upon the ground that no injury 
was incurred in the line of duty. It must be con- 
ceded that upon the claimant’s own showing he was 
not injured as an incident to military service. Aside 
from this objection, it is hardly possible that an in- 
qa of this kind, producing the consequences 
which it is alleged followed its infliction, conld 
have been sustained by this soldier and not in the 
least interrupted the performance of his military 
service, though such service was very short and 
probably not severe. When, with this, it is consid. 
ered that 18 years elapsed between the date of the 
alleged injury and the soldier’s application for pen- 
sion, I am satisfied that no injustice will be done ir 
the disposition made of this case by the Pension 
Bureau is allowed to-stand.”

THE STATE LEGISLATURE 


A BANK SEORETARY|ARRES1ED. 


HE USED THE BANK’S FUNDS FOR HIS 
OWN PURPOSES. 

AusurRN, N. Y., April 23.—Central New- 
York was this morning treated to another ex- 
ample of the dishonesty of a bank officiat. Tho 
Seneca Falls Savings Bank is closed and N. P. 
B. Wells, its Secretary, is lying in the Waterloo 
jati charged with appropriating to his private 
use about $10,000 of tne bank’s funds. The 
shortage was discovered on Saturday last by 
Bank Examiner Richardson, who had been en- 
gaged since Thursday last ir an examination of 
the books of the inatitution. Wells was arrested 
Monday evening and taken to the county jail at 
Waterloo. He had been Secretary of the bank 
for 10 years, and for his labors received a sal- 


ary of $400 a year. In addition to this he de- 
Tived some money from insurance business 
which he conducted. 

_ Wells has been prominent in Republican poll- 
tics in Seneca Falls for some time, and took a 
prominent part in the affairs of the village. He 
has a wife and three children. He is not charged 
with living extravagantly. His bondsmen in 
the sum of $5,000 are his father and W. B. 
Lathrop, 8. 8S. Gould, E, W. Addison, George B. 
Davis, and John Edwards. 

The bank’s ‘lrustees and Examiner Richard- 
son had a long consultation this morning, after 
which President Wilcoxen said that the defalca- 
tion as near as could be ascertained would 
reach $10,000. At this meeting the Trustees 
arranged to make good the deficiency and con- 
tinue the business with P. Vankleek as tem po- 
rary Secretary and Treasurer. The bank was 
opened this afternoon, but no money was paid 
out. Payments will be resumed to-morrow. 

Toa reporter who saw him in his cell at the 
Waterloo jail, Wells stated that the shortage 
had existed since 1878, when he commenced 
using the funds of the bank to pay private bills, 
but it had never beén discovered because a trial 
balance had not been taken until Examiner 
Richardson arrived. He had not speculated 
and thinks tne shortage is not as large as the 
sum stated by the Trustees. ‘There is no use 
in putting me in jail,” said Wells, “for I have 
not money enough to enable me to get out of 
town.’ 

On Jan. 1 the bank's surplus was $3,200. but 
since then has grown to $4,500. This leaves 
$5,500 to be made up by the Trustees. In de- 
posits the bank has $100,000, and the Trustees 
assert their ability to pay all depositors in full. 
Wells’s wife did not know of her husband’s ar- 
rest until this morning. She had been told that 
her husband was detained at the bank by urgent

KERR TO BE TRIED HERE 


THE MOTION FOR A OHANGE 
OF VENUE DENIED. 


JUDGE PATTERSON THINKS AN IMPAR-: 


TIAL JURY CAN BE FOUND—ATTACK- 
ING THE INDICTMENT. 


Judge Patterson fulfilled the expectation 
vf Thomas B. Kerr’s lawyers, as well as of the 
public generally, yesterday morning by denying 
their motion fora change of venue. He bases 
nis decision on the change in the law relating to 
the eligibility of jurors, which has existed since 
the adoption of the Penal Code in 1873. Before 
that time no person who had expressed and 
formed an opinion about the guilt or innocence 
of a defendant could sit as a juror upon nis trial. 
The adjndged cases which had been quoted by 
Mr. Kerr's counsel, Judge Patterson reminded 
them, were cases which had arisen under the old 
law. 

' Now the law is that even if a person has 
formed and expressed an opinion, if he deelares 
under oath that he can fairly and impartially 
try the defendant, hecan sitasa@ juror. This 
being so, Judge Patterson does not believe that 
the defendant has shown that it is impossible to 


get12 good menin this city legally competent 
to try bim. In his comments upon the attempts 
of Mr. Kerr’s counsel to make out that the pub- 
lic press had unduly prejudiced his case, Judge 
Patterson is sarcastically humorous. He says: 
“It may be readily eaid that the press is so pow- 
erfal an engine that it is able to create a public 
opinion against @ particular person charged with 
erime, and the concrete question here is, Is there 
sutiicient to show that that has been done 1n the case 
of kerr. Of the 4,188 newspaper clippings that have 
been made the subject of examination on this 
wotion there are but 353 which refer -di- 
rectly to the defendant Kerr, and of the 353 
many are the reports merely of evidence taken 
on tho investixation and trials above referred to, 
and itis noticeable that, compared with the denun- 
tiation of Sharp, the. comments upon Kerr are 
almost insignificaut. Ido not think that it can be 
said that in view of this fact it has been established 
that a general feeling of prejudice exists in the 
community as against Kerr, and in this case I can- 
not hold that where, from the whole number of 
leading newspapers published in this city during a 
period of more than two years, no greater number 
vf articles can be found than that which after the 
industrious search for such articles is now pro- 
dueed, the public mind at present stands af- 
ected as the defendant claims; and this 
coucinsion is reached in the light of the experience 
of the court in other cases ip which juries have been 
without much difficulty secured, notwithstanding a 
Lewspaper agitation tenfold greater than that atfect- 
ing directly this defendant. In the cases of Shaler, 
indicted for bribery, of Flynn and Squire, of Bud- 
densiek, of Police Sergt. Crowley, and of the in- 
dicted Aldermen, and other cases that might be men- 
tioned, qualified jurors were obtained with but lit 
tle delay or difficulty. 
“It was claimed on the argument by counsel for 
the dcfendant that the general condewnation by the 
;Rewspapers of Sharp necessarily affected every one 
‘Whose name was mentioned in connection with his 
relations to the alleged offenses, and that therefore 
it is impossible to separate this defendant from the 
general prejudice against the cause, But I do not 
think this fairly presents the question, which is, 
iCan the defendant secure upon his trial a fair aud 
inupariial jury to pass upon his alleged complicity in 
‘the inlawtnl transactions? and I think the question 
is no broader than I have stated it, Motion for 
change of venue denied.” 


Much surprise was expressed at the absence 
of Col. Fellows. Ex-Senator Fitzgerald and 
McKenzie Semple represented the District At- 
torney’s office. It was said that Col. Fellows 
haa gone out of town Saturday night toa place 
Where the atmosphere is dryer than it is here, 
and was there recuperating. An impudent re- 
ere asked Mr. Fitzgerald if Col. Fellows 

udn’t gone somewhere to get the $5,000 or 
$6,000 which he owed the Gescheidt estate; 
but Mr. Fitzgerald was unable to give bim any 
‘information on that point. Mr. Kerr was pres- 
ent, and so were all his counsel—Mr, Bird, Mr. 
Rollins, and Mr. Cockran. 

Judge Patterson delivered his opinion upon 
the change of venue as a Judge of the Supreme 
Court, Special Term. As goon as he was through 
Capt. Ricketts openea the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer. Mr. Cockran immediately asked 
permission for Mr. Kerr to withdraw his plea of 
*Not guilty.” Judge Patterson refused unless 
Mr. Cockran should inform him why he desired 
to doso. Mr. Cockran fenced, but Judge Patter- 
son was infiexible. Mr. Cockran surrendered as 
gracelully as he could. He told Judge Patterson 
that if Mr. Kerr could withdraw the plea of not 
guilty he would then ask to have the indictment 
set aside upon the ground that ithad been found 
upon illegal evidence. 

Judge Patterson then allowed him to with- 
draw it, and the arguments began. ‘The basis of 
the application is that the Grand Jury found 
their indictment upon the testimony of Kerr 
himself which he, in an attidavit, swears he gave 
unwillingly. Mr. Kerr's counsel argued to the 
court that such testimony was an infringement 
pf every person’s constitutional privileges, 
which forbids his being obliged to criminate 
himself and that an indictment founded upon 
such testimony must be illegal. They called 
Judge Patterson’s atteution to the opinion of 
the Court of Appeualsin the Sharp case, where 
they held that his testimeny before the Senate 
investigating committee could not be used 
Bgainst him in judicial proceedings. They 
claimed that Kerr’s testimony before the Grand 
Jury, by a parity of reasoning, could not be used 
Yo find an indictment against him. 

Judge Patterson expressing some doubt as to 
the Jegal authority for making such an applica- 
tion at that time and place and in that form, Mr. 
Semple * caught the idea” and objected to the 
reception of the application. 

Mr. Rollins and Mr. Cockran contended that 
where there was @ wrong there must also be a 
remedy, and that even if the Penal Code did not 
provide for any method in which such an appli- 
cation should be made, still the courts would 
tind a was, especially when the Constitution had 
been violated, as it had in this case. They 
cited the case of The People against 
Join Petrea, reported in the Ninety-sec- 
‘ond New-York, where Judge Andrews, speakivug 
for the entire Court of Appeals, said that even 
‘if the Legislature had provided no way in which 
a@ remedy should be sought and applied the 
courts would create a way where a person’s 
vonstitutional privileges had been violated. 

Judge Patterson said that he would decide the 
tase to-morrow. The Assistant District Attor- 
neys seemed to rely upon the weakness of the 
vase presented by Mr. Liollins and Mr. Cockran, 
us they did not receive anything which could

distortion. The bookof Jonah is a grand and 
magnificent epic if we read it aright, and rorget 
that ridiculous fish story and Jonab’s atill more 
ridiculously elaborate prayer, both of which are 
mainor and distorting incidents,” 

The Rev. Dr. Eddy thanked Prof. Conant for 
being a ‘‘ religious artist.” ‘So many of our 
modern artists are bad theological teachers,” he 
paid. ‘They often sadly deceive and misin- 
struct by their works.

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THE BOYS MADE MONEY. 


THE SALE OF SOME PAPER THAT IN- 
_ TERESTED WALL-STREET YESTERDAY. 


Seventeen years ago a railroad was pro- 
jected up in the Northwest to be known as the 
\Michigan, Canada and Chicago. Some millions 
‘of stock and some more millions of bonds were 
arranged to be issued upon the road. Many of 
the securities were subscribed for. Townsend 
Cox of New-York was the company’s President. 
:The National Trust Company of New-Yorg was 
made its fiscal agent. Prospects were bright. 
Many of the securities were to go abroad, Eng- 
lish investors being among the largest subscrib- 
ers. 

* But suddenly along camo the panicof 1873. 
The Michigan, Canada and Chicago went the 


way of every other weak and untried corpora- 
tion. A Receivership fell to its lot, and the se- 
curities proposed, though formally executed, 
stamped, and signed, were not issued. None of 
the roudway had been laid. The Receiver found 
little property to handle. Even the National 
Trust Company was wiped out. And for these 
many yoars the railway world has had little re- 
membrance of the extinguished corporation that 
back in 1871 was promising to play important 
parts up in the Northwestern territory. 

Yesterday the roxd suddenly popped into no- 
tice again. A company of boys descended on 
Wall-street and standing on the curb shouted 
valorously that the bonds and stock certificates 
of the old Michigan, Canada and Chicago Com- 

any could be bought at old-paper quotations. 
Sos thaamed dear vonds and one-hundred- 
dollar certificates were offered at 10 centsa 
piece. Passers-by were attracted by the novel 
auction carried on by the “ fakirs.” Customers 
crowded on the peddlers. Competition 
sprang up, and in a little while the price 
had risen from 10 to 25 cents, and 
a little later had doubled yet again. One 
member .of the Stock Exchange took $10 
worth. Men who didn’t know anything about 
the company whose Dame was on the engraved 
certiticates, and who had no idea as to whether 
there had ever been any such road, were tempted 
into buying. But buying blindly and in igno- 
tance is no peculiar transaction in Wall-street. 
The gambling spirit 1t was that prompted lots of 
purchases, for, argued the investors, there is no 
telling what might happen; things that seem 
worthlessin Wall-street to-day are priceless to- 
morrow. 

In an hour the “fakirs”’ had emptied their 
baskets. They refused to tell anything about 
how they had come into possession of the old 
bonds and stocks. Their refusal, however, was 
somewhat wodified later when policemen 
marched off the whole company of peddlers to 
the lock-up. 

Mr. Cox heard of the “sale,” and, being unable 
to account for the manner in which they got 
into the hands of the boys, he called upon De- 
tective Sergeants Cooper and Von Gerichten, 
who arrested Samuel Weltenberg, Louis Miller, 
George W. Deacon, Thomas Leuger, Harry 8am- 
uels, JohnSullivan, and George Howser, iu whose 
possession the bonds were foundand who offered 
them forsale. The prisoners were arraigned 
in the Tombs Police Court, where Mr. Cox told 
Justice Smith that the bonds had no market 
valuo, as he believed that none had been placed. 
The Justice thereupon discharged the prisoners,

JUSTICE HUNITING ACQUITTED. 

The trial of Justice Joseph R. Huntting 
of Westbury, Queene County, for grand lar- 
ceny, which has excited great interest among 
the wealthy residents of Long Island. was be- 
gun yesterday in the Sessions Court, Brooklyn, 
but after the first witness, Frederick Willetts, 


trom whom it was claimed Huntting had stolen 
$25,000, had been cross-examined, the prose- 
cution abandoned the case, and Justice Hunt- 
ting was acquitted. 

Willetts and Huntting have been intimate 
frieuds for many years, and in 1885, when the 
former was very ill, he sent for Justice Hunt- 
ting and gave him a box containing securities 
valued at $100,000. Huntting also received a 
power of attorney to dispose of the securities if 
necessary. On Oct. 10, 1886, Willetts demanded 
the return of his property, but found upon open- 
ing the box that bonds worth $22,000 anda 
mortgage for $3,000 were missing. In their 
stead was a note for $25,000, signed by Hunt- 
ting. These facts were laid before District At- 
torney Ridgway and the Grand Jury, the result 
being an indictment, upon the strength of which 
Huntting was arrested and admitted to bail. 

A jury was obtained yesterday without much 
trouble, and Willetts told his story, but on 
cross-examination he admitted that he had an 
outstanding note for $12,000 which Huntting 
had paid. He did not know whether the hy- 
pothecated bonds had been used to redeem that 
note or not. This was a surprise to Mr. Clarke, 
the Aasistant District Attorney, who admitted 
that the defense was a good one, and, after con- 
sultation with Judge Moore and Willetts, an-

‘HOW THE FIGHT BETWEEN THE BREW- 


ERS AND JOURNEYMEN GOES ON. 

The fight between the locked-out journey- 
men brewers and the Brewers’ Assgcilation is 
settling into one of endurance. Besides the fact 
that wealthis onthe side of the brewers, the 
men have tocontend against the enmity of the 
leading spirits of District Assembly No. 49. A 
resolution offered at a meeting of the district 
assembly to support the journeymen brewers 
and help them against the employers could not 
be carried through. Alithatthe brewers could 


get was a promise of the nominal moral support 
of the district assembly, whatever that might 
mean. There is no doubt of the firm determi- 
nation of the biggest stars to pay off old scores. 

An example of the want of tact in diplomatic 
negotiations on the partof the leaders of the 
journeymen brewers was shown on Saturday on 
the occasion of the visit of a brewers’ commit- 
tee to Pythagoras Hall to plead with the Execu- 
tive Board of No. 49 not to fight the brewers. 
The committeemen entered the cigar store that 
is attached to the building, and were told that 
none of the members of the FLxecutive Board 
were in at the time, but that some of them were 
expected soon. The committeemen decided to 
wait, and the Knight who was in charge of 
the store invited them to help themselves to 
cigars. The brewers looked into the showcases 
and detected the Knights of Labor label on the 
cigar boxes and said that they guessed they 
would not smoke any scab cigars and refused to 
take any. 

Members of the Executive Board soon learned 
of the remarks about ‘seab cigars’* made by 
the brewers with regard to the goods that are 
produced under the auspices of No. 49, and 
rod sg Knight of No. 49 yesterday said: 
“Here are these fellows coming to ask us to 

them, and rare us in our own house, 
What does this shuw? Simply tbat they hate 
us now and are still fighting us, while begging 
us to fight their battles. They have boycotted 
every brewery that employs Knights of Labor 
engineers, and they inserted a clause in their 
contract with the employers which practically 
shutsout all Knights from lager beer breweries. 
And yet their union comes to us and asks us to 
help them in a fight which, if they win, will 
prove injurious to us. We admire the enormous 
quantities of gall that these men have accumu- 
lated in their livers.” 

Mr. Kearney, editor of the Solidarity, in talk- 
ing about the lock-out and proposed investiga- 
tion into the matter by the State Boara of Arbi- 
tration, said that he would not feel sorry if he 
were summoned to testify before the board. 

Secretary Seifert of the Brewers’ Association 
said thatthe pool had sold more beer during 
last week than it had done during the corre- 
sponding period of 1887. The brewers did not 
feel or care about the boycott, and he knew that 
workingmen were drinking pool beer, because 
there was not nearly enough non-pool beer to 
supply their wants, und most of what could be 
gotcould not be drunk with impunity. The 
penalty for drinking non-pool beer was colic 
and a running account witn the druggist. 

The locked-out men held their usual meeting 
at Clarendon Hall, where Landlord Schaarman 
presented them with $60, a sinall percentage of 
his earnings from the sale of non-pool beer, 
The men were not ungrateful for the present, 
aud part of it was aguin passed over the bar, 
It was reported at the meeting that the Miller 
and Millwrights’ Union had ‘ordered a sympa- 
thetic strike of its men who were employed in 
the breweries of Liebmann’s Sons and Elias. 
Another report reveived was that the vigilance 
committees to watch saloons that sold pool beer 
and see that no one went in had already or- 
ganized and were at work. ‘The speakers told 
the menthat the new hands in tue breweries 
were inexperienced and got drunk, and that not 
more than 300 old hands had gone back to work.

THE OASILE GARDEN FIGHT. 


THE TRUNK LINE. ASSOCIATION . MAKES 
AN EXPLANATION. | 

The ticketing of the immigrants who land- 
ed at Castle Garden yesterday took longer than 
usual, and there was wood deal of confusion, 
but they were pretty well cleared out by night. 
Those on the Umbria and La Bretagne went 
through the usual course of the pool, although 
that agreemoent-breaking convenience was 
abolished at the meeting of the Commissioners 
last Saturday. Others were taken by 
tho Delaware, Lackawanna and West 
ern. The Commissioners think that all 
difficulties will be settled, and that the 
roads will at once consent to their separate 
agreement plan. The ticketing will be conduct- 


ed as well as possible until the settlement is 
made. The agents of the railroads have been 
asked to meet the Castle Garden Committee at 
ameeting of the committee to-morrow. The 
separate agreements will be then submitted to 
them, and tbe matter talked over. The Commi 

sioners are determined that the abuses of thé, 


rate war shall not be repeated, and the roadg | 


will get no admission to the Garden except om 
the scparate agreement plan. 

The following statement, which explains the 
position of the Trunk Line Association relative 
to the strained condition of affairs at-Castle Gar- 
den, was issued from the office of theussociation 
yesterday: 


‘The Commissioners of Emigration passed a reso- 
lution op Saturday late in the afterncon revoking a 
contract entered into between them and four of the 
trunk lines Dec. 4, 1882. The reason assigned for 
this inthe paper is that these trunk lines have 
broken that part of the agreement which provides 
that no tickets of the secon: aud third classes shall 
be sold to immigrants outside of Castle Garten. Itis 
true that some of the roads have lately sold immigrant 
tickets outside of Castle Garden, not ouly in viola- 
tion ot theiragreement with the Immigrant Commis- 
sion, but also in-violation of their agreement with 
the other trunk lines, But itis not true that all the 
trunk lines with which the original agreement was 
made have violated it. ‘ 

“The roads which did not ongage in this violation 
of the agreement have made every effort to stop 
this practice, and od succeeded a day before 
the commission passed the resolution. This resolu- 
tion was passed without the least notice to the par- 
ties to the agreement of any dissatisfaction on the 
partof the Immigraut Commission, and not the 
slightest attempt was made by them to see whether 


‘the violation of the agreement could not be stopped 


and corrected. This was in the power of the commis- 
sion to do at any time they chose to take that course 
without abrogating the agrcewent with ail the roads 
who were not guilty of any violation. The majority 
of the roads—six out of seven—were most anxious to 
have the practices of which the Immigrant. Com- 
mission complained stopped, and could have azcom- 
plished it very readily if the commission had sus- 
tained them and carried out their partof the agree- 
ment. 

“The original contract provides that the contract- 
ing companies will stop the payment of commissions 
entirely on immigrant tickets to bourding-house 
keepers, runners, or others in or about Castle Gar- 
den, providing the Board of Commissioners will ex- 
ercise their authority and influence to prevent out- 
side or non-co-operating transportation companies 
from selling immigrant tickets aud paying commis. 
sions other than at offices outside of Castle Garden, 
and provided further that they will exclude from all 
privileges in (‘astle Garden any transportation line 
or lines, boarding-house keepers, or other persons 
who do not respect such lawful and reasonable rules 
a3 they shall approve governing the conduct of the 
forwarding business of the joint agency. 

‘“*If the Commissioners had exercised their power 
they could have readily stopped the selling of im- 
migrant tickets outside of Castle Garden, but by 
allowing one road to go qutside without interference 
on their part, the other roads had necessarily to fol- 
low in self-defense. No fault is found with the con- 
tract. The immigraut business has been conducted 
under it for some six years, and it is acknowledged 
by Mr. Stephenson in the evidence which he has 
lately given before the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission that it is the best contract devise for the 
protection of the immigrant, and it would be diffi. 
cultto suggest any improvement. However, should 
there be any possibility of improving the plan or the 
method of carryiug it into effect, the Immigrant 
Commission will have the hearty co-operation of 
most of the trunk lines, if not of all.” 


LOOKING FOR BOGUS BUTTER, 


- 


SPECIAL AGENTS PREPARING CASES 
AGAINST VIOLATORS OF THE LAW. 


During the past year the returns to the 
Treasury Department from internal revenne 
agents in diferent parts of the country of taxes 
on oleomargarine, butterine, and other imita- 
tions of butter have been so meagre that the 
Government recently determined to make an 
effort to ascertain whether the dealers in such 
products had been driven out of business by the 
so-called oleomargarine law or were evading its 
provisions. Tothisend Special Agents of the 
Treasury Department were dispatched to all the 
larger cities and towns some weeks ago to ob- 
tain samples directly from the grocers and pro- 


vision dealers generally. These Special Agents 
were directed to co-operate with the local in- 
ternal revenue agents and secret serviee officers 
and make a thorough canvass of the districts to 
which they had been assigned. 

Several days ago one of these agents came to 
this city, and the combined forces of the In- 
ternal Revenuo and Secret Service Departments 
have been since then busily engaged in collect- 
ing samples. In another day or two the work 
will have been completed. Meantime such 
samples as are returned from (iay to day are 
being analyzed in tne office of the Internal Rev- 
enue Agent in the Post Office Building. No re- 
port will be made, however, until the entire 
work has been completed, which may be within 
a week. The testa of samples thus far made are 
said to indicate that while a large number of 
smallidealers have been fuund to have evaded the 
law in neglecting to placard their bosus butter 
und to pay the Government tax thereon, the 
larger dealers and manufacturers have generally 
either complied with the law or have gone out 
of business. All violaturs of the law will be 
proceeded against and the fines provided by it 
levied. These are, of course, much greater in 
the aggregate than the Government tax and the 
profits on sales corobined, and all the guilty 
parties may find that it would have been more 
to their advantage in the end to have sold oleo- 
reargarine and butterine at the market prices of 
those imitations than to have disposed of either 
as Vermont creamery butter at creamery prices, 

The dealers have been considerably agitated 
by the visits of the Government agents to their 
places of business. Each of the collectors of 
samples is provided with a sachel full of little 
glass tubes, aud has a certain territory to cover. 
A tube is inserted into a roll or tub of butter 
and is withdrawn full. The sample is then 
labeled with the dealer’s name and the grade of 
butter which he claimed it to be, and is turned 
over to the special agent from Washington, who 
applies established tests and makes a record 
of the result The work in this city has been 
carried ou very rapidly and quietly. The results 
on the completion of the work will be compiled 
into a report, upon which proceedings against 
violators of the law, as discovered, will be 


based.

Miss Coghlan has coinpletely recov- 
ered from the effects of the slight accident of 
Jast week, and is as strong in her personation of 
Lady Teazle as she ever was. Thesprain caused 
by the turning of her foot kept her from the 
stage but one night. 

Mme. Cottrelly arrived inthis city from Chi- 
cago last pight, and wiil now devote herself to 
superintending the completion of the costumes 
to be used in ‘* The Lady or the Viger,” with 
which the McCaull season of opera will open at 
Wallack’s on May 7.

ENGLISHMEN TAKING AMEBR- 
IOAN PULPI'IS. 
OISTRICT ATTORNEY WALKER LAYS 
DOWN THE LAW IN THE OASE OF 

THE REV. E. WALPOLE WARREN. 


The argument on the demurrer tg the 
somplaint of the United States Government 
against the Rector, Church Wardens, and Ves- 
trymen of the Protestant Episcopal Church of 
the Holy Trinity, at Madison-avenue and Forty- 
second-street, for having brought to this coun- 
try in September, 1887, by arrangement made 
here, the Rev. E, Walpole Warren, at the time of 
his call a subject of the Queen of Great Britain 
and a resident of England, to be their Rector, 
was heard yesterday morning by Judge Wal- 
lace iu the United States Circuit Court. United 
Btates District Attorney Walker appeared for 
the Government and Seaman Miller for the 
church corporation. ; 

The argument was on the auestion whether 
clergymen were included within the fellowing 
act of Congress, approved on Feb. 26, 1885, and 
amended two years later: 

“After the passage of this act it shall De unlawful 
forany person, company, partnership, or corpora- 
tion, in any manner whatsoever, to prepay the 
transportation, or in any way assist or enconrare 
the importation or migration of any alion or aliens, 
any foreigner or foreigners, into the United States 
under contract or arreement, paryle or special, ex- 
press or implied, made previous to the importation 
or migration of such alien or aliens, loreigner or 
foreigners, to perform labor or service of any kind 
in the Unired States.” 

Mr. Miller asserted that the act does not in- 
elude elergymen. The werds “labor or eervice 
of any kind” were to be given their ordinary 
legislative significance. The meaning of the 
word laborer does not include that kind of 
mental and spiritual service which a clergyman 
renders his congregation. The case of Ho King, 
the Chinese actor who landed at San Francisco, 
which was decided by Judge Deady, showed 
what a liberal interpretation as regarded this 
elass of public servants was to ba placed on 
such legislation. The court there defined the 
word labor to mean physical labor for wages. 
The statutory mcaning of the word was nar- 
rower than itsetymoiogical, The Chinese treaty 
for the exciusion of pauper lubor was not in- 
tended tocmbrace the professional or merean- 
tile classes, and yet it wae ax comprehensive as 
the act on Whose interpretation this case de- 
pended. “Rervicw’ was a still narrower term, 
avd applisd only to mepial oceupations, The 
words ‘of any kina" wore to be Interpreted in 
the light of the history of the times when the 
act was passed. At that time the mining and 
railroad lyborers were threatened by a whole- 
sale jnvasion of pauper Barual laborers, aud 1b 
Was af this clasa the act was aimed. 

Sectlun 4o0f the act, by specially forbidding 
the master et a vessel to tand mechanics, xr- 
tisans, or laborers under contract fixed the 
classes which were intended to be embraced. 
Why were these classes specie If all were 
meant to be included} Mr. Miller asked. If the 
snaster of @ Vessel should discover that ho had 
among his passengers a@ cultured and refined 
clergyWah, one of the most celebrated in Eny- 
land, wouid 1t net be absurd to suppose that he 
would be compelled undgr penalty of fine and 
imprisonment to prevent him frum landing? I[f 
it wore argued that because cirrsymen Were 
not specifically excluded irom the operation of 
the jaw, like actors, the same could be said of 
“the case of the Cainese actor, whose protes- 
sion jis not exempted in the Chinese act 
At the time of the passage of the Contract 
Laber act, Saivini, Irving, Matthew Arnold, 
the Rey. Joseph Parger, and Patil were either 
ceming bere or intending to come. Congress 
eertainly did not intend ta exelude these per- 
sons. Their inflasnce on morals and ¢eulture 
wes too great and retined, the tumpetas they 
guve to intellectual endeavor too powerful for 
thein to be legislated against. ‘The amendmens 
leaving the enforcement of the act to tie Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and the State Board of 
Charities showed uniniataliably witat classes it 
was designed to exclude. The report of the 
Senste and llouse Committees af the time of its 
passage was also concinsive on titis point Be- 
aides, if Copyress intended the act io embrace 
clergymen the act was unconstizutionul. The 
Constitution of the United Stutes guarayteed the 
free exercise of religion to all its inhabitants, 
and all contrary legislation, exceph where a re- 
ligion tended to upset law and soviel order, was 
outside the jurisdiction ot Convress. 

Distii-t Attorney Walker said: ‘* The act 
designed to he andis adrastic wieasure. With 
very slight amendiwents It Was pussed in the 
form presented to Congress by Geriain so-called 
iabor organizations. Its emphatic and sweep- 
ing words are not the work of trained statutory 
draughtsmen or persons learned in the law, At- 
tempts have been madein vain to have It re- 
modeled by Bki!lful bands, and it stands upou 
the boukz to-day in substautially Ws origical 
form.” 

Then he went on toexplain that the Chinese 
treaty was entirely different in origin und li- 
teovt. 

Judge Wallace said he had not considered the 
treaty as capable of throwing auy light ou the 
case, 

ree District Atterney said that word 
Jaborer did pot appear at aliin the act except in 
section 4,which could be taken out and the meas- 
ure would be perfect still. li was the criminal 
gpection, aud was entirely unnecessary. The 
proviso did not except tho Rev. Mr. Warren's 
profession, and he came Within the tetler of the 
Btatute. dhe previso was fusertad to uxciude 
somne classes Which would otherwise be sup- 
posed to be enibraced in the act. He did not 
uoderstand that the Rev. Mr. Warren came 
within the meaning of lecturer, one of the ex- 

cepted classes, In the American seuse of the 
aerm.. He had found thatinthe English Chircis 
there Was a fanctionary calied lecturer, Who bad 
power to preach ant inarry. 

Judge Wallace—There js no contention here 
that a minister is a feciurer. 

District Attorney Walker—There is no use or 
aeceasity ior the court to grope for what is 
galled the spirlt of the act or the intention 
of Congress. The meaniugis clear Tis act is 
unique. Itenacts anew Amerioun policy. The 
«avhole history of our country has been hereto- 
fore but arecord of inducement to emlgration. 
law against the immicration of the perfectly 
equipped aud willing faborer to our country is 
as much adverse to the general spirit of our 
jegislation as would be an act to cheek ihe 
naivral iuerease of our resident popniation, 
and much more against self-interest, as the imini- 
prant adds at once bis mature: energics to the 
working force of the coinmimunity while the now- 
bornu infant ia a burcen on the body politic. 
Vue reversal or checkme of this American 
policy is due partly to thefear of the voting 
power of labor oryanizations as operating on, 
pot to SuyV terrorizing, OUP JesxistaliVe ASselW- 
Ities. Soin the last iew years we have had a 
deluge af short-hour laws, of haliday laws, all 
Saving their arigin in pure deference to the Vut- 
fag power and indepenstent of any just political 
eringipie, Auy wrasiie having (he indursemert 
ofa labor organization must be carried through 
eneress as canveriy as oges in a basket. 

Another ecnnse of this un-American policy is 
the feeling om the part of workmen that their 
elare in the benents af a protective tariff have 
Seen withbeld frou them. The resul¢ igs this 
elatute. Jadss Lacpnibe’s decision In the case 
Cuming, a Stotchiuan, who wae imporied hy 
sa jawyeriu KReatucky to xg span hia dairy, 
Rows that the act tiust be Interpreted as ex- 
euding coupetttive tyber, Phe provisions of 
Tis ver can be justiticd upon precisely the samo 
srrounids as any vluer tari act.

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THE PURPOSED OATHEDRAL. 


MOVING ONLY WITH SUCH SPEED AS 
THE UNDERTAKING DEMANDS. 

The Episcopal cathedral project, that 
seems to be making little progress toward the 
hoped-for consummation, is really making haste 
with as great speed toward completion as is con- 
sistent with the vastness of the proposed build- 
ing. George M. Miller, one of the Trustees, said 
yesterday that while no special effort to secure 
subscriptions to the project had been made since 
the purchase of the site, the subscriptions had 
continued to ecome in, not in very large individ- 
ual amounts, but in a pretty steady stream that 
bad thus far accumulated well on to $500,000. 
The Trustees were having frequent consulta- 
tions, furthermore, with persons who were mak- 
ing provisions in their wills for hequests in aid 
of the cathedral. There were others who did 
not feel able to do a great deal all at once, and 


were agreeing to make annual subsoriptions to 
the fund, and others still, who, disinciined to 
incumber their estates or to assume continuous 
obligations, were making subscriptions as they 
found it convenient, In cash. ‘One such came 
in the other day,” said Mr. Miller, *‘and remark- 
invg that he could not do a great deal, but did not 
wint his beirs to quarrel over it after he was 
gone, handed us his check for $5,000. 

“The Trustees are awaiting a report from their 
architectural expert upon the re aa of plans 
for the cathedral. We are unwilling to trust 
ourselves with so important a part of the work 
and have an expert engaged in correspondence 
with architects of renown in all parts of the 
civilized world regarding the plans for the 
cathedral. We are asked whether, in view of the 
newnega of all things American and the pro- 
nounced e¢eharacteristics of the country, we 
should not ask fur plans for # cathedral that 
would be suggestive of the national character- 
igties. Again, the inquiry is made whether, this 
being a Protestant uudertaking, we should not 
build upon a plan that would distinguish the 
structure from a Roman Catholic cathedral. 
There is also the suggestion that we adopt the 
nlans of some one of the grand old cathedrals 
that are existing in and about our latitude and 
build our eathedral upon substantially that 
pian, Butthereis as yet no pronounced opin- 
ion either way. In Berlin, yen know, they have 
been for years endeavoring to decide upon the 
plans for their newcathedral. It is an important 
point in the proceedings, and we feel that we 
ought not to lay any scheme before the public 
unless it receives the approbation of at least 3 
few of the committemwen and Trustees, 

“Then there is the further difficulty confront- 
ing us of socuring the proper man to superin- 
tend aud carry forward 60 great an undertaking. 
in the Middle Ages men of venius devoted their 
entire Hves to the building of the great cathe- 
drais—then the only architecture of eonse- 
quence there was to engage their attention—and 
received, besides the renown thelr efforts 
brought them only moderate compensation, if 
apy, for their work. In these days men of equal 
ability with them cannot alford to work in that 
fashion. They are employed in huilding sta- 
tions, railways, bridges, hank buildinga, life in- 
surance and newspaper buildings, that take 
ouly two or three yearsto build and that pay 
them far better than we could afford to pay 
tnem. 

‘Of course it would not now take a Jifetime to 
build any one of tlhe cathedrals now in exist- 
enee. With the improved appliances of modern 
mechanical acience only afew years compara- 
tively would be required for any suoh structure. 
But stillit would require the undivided atten- 
tion of aman of exceptional ability for a num- 
her of years. Wedo not belleve, however, that 
the purposed cathedral will be proceeded with 
atl at anee, nor all at once brought to com- 
pietion. The plans prebably will be determined 
upon for the entire structure, and it will then be 
built in sections. By this method we shall 
not be involved in large immediate out- 
lay, but would be able to distribute the 
expense over grange of years that would makes 
it tess difficult for our supporters to bear, and 
we should thus, moreover, be able to overcome 
soe of the greater difficulties of the undertak- 
ing.

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ASE OF FATAL POISONING IN 

HANDLING BIDES. 

Thomas Young, aged 45 years, of 122 Con- 
cord-street, went to Chambers-Street Hospital 
April 14 suifermmg, a3 he supposed, from the bite 
of aninsect. He stated that he was employed 
ina wholesale leather establishment in Spruce- 
street, and tbat three days before, just as 
he had thrown down a hide that he had been 
carrying upon his shoulder, he felta sharp sting 
upon his neck, Hebad known of men who hand- 
led hides being bitten by an insect like a 
“tick,” which is occasionally found in hides 
brought from Southera and Western States, and 
until his admission to the hospital believed that 


oue of these creatures had pierced the ekin on 
his neck against which the hide had rested. 
On Friday his neck beexme very sore and much 
swollen, and on Saturday he was suffering great 
agony. Tbe next day he wont to the Chambers- 
Street Hospital, and from that institution was 
trausferred to the New-York Hospital, in Fif- 
teenth-street. Here he was plaved under the 
eare of House Surgeon Dr. Willlam Gordon, to 
whom he stated that he thought he had been 
bitren by sowe insect. 

Doses of Whisky were administered as an an- 
tidote, and with the object ef relieving the in- 
tense pain with which the man: was guttering. 
One ounce of whisky was given every 13 min- 
utes, und spirits were administered hypoder- 
also, but without effect. Tbe man's 
brain remained perfectly clear, notwithstanding 
that enough whisky had been given to make any 
wellman tutoxicated. The pain became a tritie 
less severe, but the swelling on the neck in- 
creased to such an extent that the patient was 
in danger or suffocating, The operation of 
tracheotomy was resorted to, but Mr. Young 
died goon after it was performed. An autopsy 
was held which showed that the patient had 
died of malignant axiema, adisease to which eat- 
tle are subject, but which in their cases is called 
anthrax. The disease is very rare in human 
beings, and this wus the lirst case on the 
records of the hospital. The supposition is that 
when the mau threw the hide from his shoulder, 
a stiffened portion of it, upon which may have 
been same of the anthrax bacillus, seratehed 
his neck and produced a crude but effective kind 
of ipoeulation. A portion of Mr. Young’s blood 
was secured, part of which is now being exam- 
ined under a wicroscope, while the remainder is 
being treated toa process whica will cultivate 
the bacillus cerm. When this germ shall bave 
become developed, {tig intended to use it in in- 
oculating some of the smaller animals, such as 
ratsor mice, With the idea of studying the dis- 
ease more closely. 

The medical records contain very few in- 
stances of this disease in this part of the coun- 
try. In countries from which hides are shipped 
in quantities and where cattle are raised ex- 
tonsively, however, it is not so unusual for men 
to be afilicted with it. The experiments to be 
performed with the eultivated germs will, no 
doubt, be watched with great interest by med- 
ical men in this city. Dr. Gordon sgid yesterday 
that the first experiment might be attempted 
within a week.

THE SUIT AGAINST OOMSTOCK. 

On supplemental affidavits by John Hem- 
mens and Charlies Shirley, Judge Barrett yester. 
duy reconsidered his former decision and grant- 
ed an order of arrest in the conspiracy action 
brought by them against Anthony Comstock, 
John Noble Stearns, and James 8.

Subsequently Mr. Comstock said te a TIMES 
reporter; ‘‘ About March 1 a New-Jeraey eler- 
gyman called upon me and stated that a son of 
one of his parishioners had beer blackmailed by 
gamblers in this city. The young man was in- 
duced to show the gambling placea toa de- 
tective. On the detective'’sreport I made a raid, 
March 9, on Hemmens's place at 50-Rroadway. 
We found five players at work and Hemmens in 
the room. Hemmens admitted that he was run- 
ning the game. He wastried and convicted at 
Special Sessions, March 21, and fined $50. A 
few days after the raid the Messrs. Stearns, 
owners of the building at 50 Braadway, volun- 
tarily and without any suggestion from me, 
brought a suit toBdispossess Hemmons. It 
was successfully conducted before Justice Clan- 
cey. In his supplementary affidavit Hemmens 
says [ offered to settle the case with him at the 
Tombs tor $1,000. Ido not hesitate to declare 
that statement absolutely false.”

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NOT UNMINDFUL OF DIGNITY 


MANNERS OF THE OOURT 
APPEALS JUDGES, 
PEN PICTURES OF THEM IN COURT 
YESTERDAY—MR. CHOATE AND MR. 
CARTER CUT OFF SHARPLY. 

The approaches to the General Term room 
of the Supreme Court presented an unusual 
scene at about 10 o'clock yesterday morning. A 
procession of lawyers had becn filing up stairs 
for some time befure. Never were lawyers more 
decorous. A grim and hoary attendant stood at 
theentrance. His sbadow lay solemnly athwart 
the doorway, asa stern reminder that worldli- 
ness must be left outside. So, when the law- 
yers arrived they dotfed their hats and silentiy 
stole to their chairs like belated scnoolboys. 

Promptly at the first stroke of 10 the door 
was closed and the guards took their places in 
the corridors. Before the last stroke sounded 
the trend of feet could be heard through the 
oorridor passage and from the ante-room stepped 
the tall figure of the venerable R. D. Cooke, 
crier of the Court of Appeals. ‘‘ The Chief-Jus- 
tice and the Judges of the Court o* appeals,"’ he 
said, ponderoualy. The spectators, some 200 in 
number, roee, and Chief-Justice Ruger’s silk 
gown trailed the floor with a rustling sound as 
he stepped upon the bench of justice. Follow- 
ing him closely in single file came Judges Earl, 
Finch, Gray, Andrews, Danforth, and Peckham. 
The three first named passed beyond the Chief- 
Justice, taking chairs at his left, the others sit- 
ting at his right. Fora moment only was the 
silence unbroken. Then the Chief-Justice called 
the case of Webber against Piper and the mem- 
bers of the court settled back in their chairs. 

The listening attitudes of the members of the 
highest court in the State are not oaloulated to 
display to advantage the quality or the ampli- 
tude of the togas with which tradition has 
clothed them. Judge Gray, who sat at the ex- 
treme right of the line as the line appeared to 
the spectators, was the only member of the 
court whose physical construction seemed 
adapted to the rolling collar of a silk gown. Its 
folds incased his neck and draped his shoulders 
as though he were sitting for asculptor and gave 
to his spare tigure an appearance of needed ro- 
tundity. 

The Chief-Justice kept his head erect, but al- 
lowed his neck to dip between his shoulders, In 
this attitude his bushy brows, fringing a square 
forehead, the strong lines of his shaven upper 
lip, the cut of bis beard, and generaliy the firm 
contour of his face and the clear and steadfast 
gaze of his eyes heightened the often-remarked 
likenoss he bears to the pictures of the late 
Yhief-Juetice Waite. Had be a little more iron 
andl less white in his hair and beard the resem- 
blauee would be wonderful. Judge Earl oud- 
died in his chair, his coat collar holdiug his ears 
in place. The spectators saw nothing of his 
gown. 

Nothing could be seen of the gown of Judge 
Andrews, whose face is a composite of the well- 
known features of Cornelius N, Bliss and the 
Rey. Dr. Howard Cresby. Judge Finch’s beard 
and hair were combed with a clubman’s regard 
for the niceties of fashion. His gown either 
fitted him ao well or was so deftly hidden that 
nothing short of an opera glass would have re- 
vealed it. 

Judge Danforth sat behind an upricht lamp. 
In a certain profile which he occasionally exhiv- 
ited by a turn of the head there was a stroug 
suggestion of the late Samuel J. Tilden in his 
Tace. 

But of all the Judgea Judge Peckham was the 
least conventional. His gown fitted him hkea 
dowino after the unmasking. Black stocks and 
broadcloth lent a certain dignity to the appear- 
ance of the rest of the court in spite of the tnistit 
xowns. Judge Peckham wore a maroon four-in- 
hani tie, In place of broadcloth he had on a sult 
adapted to Spring weather. The bench hid his 
knees, but some of his attitudes would have lent 
color to the theory that he braced them in front 
of him whenever his comfort could be helped 
thereby. 

James C. Church of the office of Morris & 
Pearsall and Mr. Shepard of Stickney & Shep- 
ard were tirst heard upon the question of the 
liability of George and Winfield Piper for the 
loss of a thumb and forefinger by Daniel Webber 
while running a circular saw at the kindling- 
wood factory of the Pipers, in Brooklyn. The 
lower courts had desided againat Webber. Then 
Adolph L. Sanger and Mr. Miller of Miller, 
Peckham & Dixon discussed the claim of James 
MeNider for release from a judgment against 
him for refurtng to accept a cargo of cocua 
which he had ordered through George B. Mee 
and others. 

The Judges took no hand in the arguments 
until George De Forest Lord of Lord, Day & 
Lord and Charlies M. Da Costa of Seward, Da 
Costa & Guthrie, appearing respectively for the 
Bauk of Montreal and Car! L. Recknagel & Co., 
unfolded their rhetoric and legal lore to show 
that alossof $37,000 incurred by a fraudulent 
shipment of hemp from Chinashould be saddled 
where it belonged. The lower court left the 
bank to bear the loss. Several of the Judges 
asked Mr. Lord some pointed questions in the 
course of his argument for areversal. The next 
case was passed because the appeilant had died 
pending this hearing. 

From the moment that court opened it was 
clear that the Judges were there for business, 
intrusting tethe attendants the care of presery- 
ing the order and dignity of the oceasion. Only 
once when argument was really interesting 
That hap- 
pened when the clerk passed around a set of 
dinner invitations. The lawyers were given to 
understand in various ways that they could 
hold the attention of tho court beat by directness 
aud simplicity 2 their cases. When- 
ever there Was a departura from these methods 
the Judges diverted themselves with quiet little 
cbats or a modicum of discreet yawning. The 
hint was invariably taken, and business sped 
along. 

Then came the case of Harvey Kennedy 
against Henry H. Porter and others. It iu- 
volyed a lot of railroad stock. The modest 
names of Burton N. Harrisou and Adrien Van 
Sinderen aloue appeared as attorneys of record. 
Mr. Van Sinderen parted bis white beard with 
great care and adjusted his eyeclasses while 
moving about the court room with enough vigor 
and alaecrity to command the attention of the 
spectators if not of the court. Asif further to 
impress the fact of: his presence apon_ tbe 
learned Judges he tried various chairs in differ- 
ent parts of the room. All this was pre- 
liminary to the heariue. When the case 
was called, however, he became the least 
obtrusive of men, for the table for counsel was 
immediately oceupied by a dazzling array of 
greater lights who had been brought in for this 
occasiun. Joseph H. Choate, James C. Carter, 
Delos McCurdy, and Charles 8, Robinson were 
the leaders in the contest. It lacked ouly a half 
hour of 2 o’clock, the time of adjournment, 
when argument began, The court heard Mr. 
Choate for 15 minutes, and then cut him off in 
the middle ofa glowing period with a request 
that Mr. Carter be given a chance. Mr. Carter 
pushed out on the opposite track and was be- 
coming muen interested in himself when Crier 
Cooke appeared at the corner of the bench. It 
was precisely 2 o'clock. The Chief-Justice 
nodded to the crier, who broke in without cere- 
mony With his heavy requiom upon Mr. Carter’s 
inspiring eratory. Mr. Carter begged the favor 
of one more word in order that he might preseut 
the court with afew vital ducuments, but the 
Judges passed out in stately file without heed- 
ing him, He qaay pick up the thread of his 
thought this morning. . 

Eight cases were on the calendar for yester- 
day. The hearing of the fifth had barely begun 
on adjournment. There were 120 cases await- 
ing disposal. During the two weeks that the 
court will remain in this city lawyers think that 
they will do well to hear 25 cases, As has been 
previously stated, this is the first session of the 
Court of Appeals in this city since 1880 and the 
second since the creation of the court. After 
the session here the court will resume its busi- 
ness at Albany.

BARTHQUAKES IN 
~<_ —- 
TERRIBLE DESTRUCTION OF LIFE 
PROPERTY IN YUNNAN, 

San Francisco, April 23.—The steamer 
City of New-York, which arrived yesterday from 
China, brings details of an earthquake in Yun- 
nan. The Prefect of Lin An, with Chi Hiens of 
Ship Ping ana Kien Shui under him, have jointly 
reported to the Governor of Yunnan as follows: 


From the second day of the twelfth month of 
the last vear till the third day of this year there 
were over 10 shocks of carthquake, accompanied 
with a noise like thunder. Yamend in the 
cities of Ship Ping end Kien Shui were either 
knocked dowu or aplit right down, and tempiea 
likewise, In Ship Ping eight or nine-tenths of 
the houses in the gouth are falling down, and 
half of those in the east; in the northwest 
1,000 are being craeked or bent aut of the 
perpendicular; 200 pcople, men and women, 
old and young, Deing crushed to duath; wounded 
and injured over 360. . 

At Tung Hiang over 800 wers crushed to death 
and about 700 or 800 wounded. 

At Nun Hiang there are over 200 dead and 
over 400 injured. 

At Si Hiang thera are over 300 deag and over 
500 injured. 

At Pen Hiang, about 100 were killed aud the 
same number injured. (The four places last 
named are suburbs.) 

In the town,and suburbs over 4,000 people 
are either killed or wounded, eight or nine-tenths 
of the houses have fallen down, and the rest are 
cracked and leaning over, 

At kien Shutia the city seven were killed and 
many wounded. In the northwest suburb 300 
to 400 houses were overturned, 249 people 
killed and 150 or 160 wounded.

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WORK ON THE SUBWAYS 


HOW THE WIKES ARE GOING 
UNDER GROUND. ; 
SLOWLY BUT SURELY GETTING RID OF 
TELEGRAPH POLES IN THE STREETS 
—WHAT IS IN PROSPKCT. 

A commission of four members, one of 
them being the Mayor, ex-officio, was consti- 
tuted a long while ago, with full authority over 
all the electrical conductors in the city, and 
with the special ministerial duty of changing 
the overhead systems to underground systems 
by the means of subways suitable for the wires 
of companies using pole conductors. A con- 
struction compauy was authorized to build the 
subways designed or adopted by the commis- 
sion, and to permit the use of them by electrical 
companies upon fair and impartial terms. Over 
the excavations of this construction company 
in the streets the local authorities, represented 
by the Commissioner of Pubiic Works, have full 
control. Its profits are limited to 10 per cent. 
on the money actually invested by it in carrying 
out the directions of the commission—the ex- 
cess going to thecity. A provision of the law 
makes it incumbent upon the board to give to 
companies operating conductors overhead 90 
days’ notice for the removat of their overhead 
wires, after a sufficient construction of subways 
has been made ready in any street or locality, 
referonce beiug bad to the general directors of 
the wires in use; andin the event of the com- 
panies so informed not removing their poles 
and wires from the street before the expiration 
of the 90 days, it is provided that the local an- 
thorities shall thereupon remove them. ‘Tho 
conditions would seem to be admirably adapted 
for the fulfillment of the improvement aimed at. 

The task doubtless is a gigantic one, as any 
one will discover who will take a bird’s-eye view 
of the city and reviews the territory already 
gone over and yet to be cove: lL. As to what 


has been done, the first work was begun in 
1886. In that year the subways built were 
entirely on the Dorsett system of coeal-tar con- 
crete, Jaid in a single line in Sixth-avenue from 
Twenty-fireat to Fifty-elghth atrees, containing 
24 ducts 246 inches in diameter. Last year 
the subways were built according to several 
different systems, partly on account of the diffi- 
culty of obtaining sufficient supplies of any kind 
of material to meetthe large and pressing de- 
mands on the company to lay the subways and 
Inake up the time which was lost by preliminary 
delays, and partly to afford the opportunity of 
obtaining results eleotrically on approved sys- 
tems of ¢oastruction, which had shown quali- 
ties of durability and strength elsewhere. The 
different kinds used were iron pipe laid in hy- 
graulic cement concrete, iron pipe laid in as- 
phaltic cement eoncrete, cement pipe laid in 
hydraulic cement concrete, zinc tubes Jaid in 
hydraulic cement cancrete, and creosoted tubes, 

The total number of feet laid last year was 
1,199,018.86, of which 866,317.65 feet were 
iron pipe in hydraulie cement concrete, showing 
that the Commissioners have a decided prefer- 
ence for that Kind and that the manufacturers 
oan, or did, supply the largest quantity. The 
subways, 48 laid, were divided, the principle 
having been established of separating telephone 
and telegraph subways from high-tension elee 
tric light subways by building them on oppasite 
sides of the street. Besides, the Edison incan- 
descent light system, with tron pipes, was laid 
partly in subway trenches and partly in special 
trenches. The total subways built last year 
may be summarized as follows:

The actual number of poles and wires re- 
moved from the surface of the streets is not 
stariling, but sll fair progress has been made 
considering the difficulties. In all 217 poles 
have disappeared from the east side of Thirid- 
avenue, betwoen Forty-sixth and One Hun- 
dred avd Tenth streets, from the east side of 
Ninth-avenue, between Seventeenth and Fiftieth 
streets, and from Fifty-fifth-street, between 
Second-avenuc and the Kast River. About 500 
mwniles of wire nave been buried on the east side 
of Third-avenue, from Forty-sixth to One Hun- 
dred and Tenth street,on Avenue Aand First- 
avenue, from Fifth to FVifty-fifth street, on 
Fifty-fifth-atreet, from Tenth-avenue to North 
River, on Eleventh-avenue, from Fifteenth to 
Fifty-fifth street, and on Sixth-avenue, from 
Twenticth to Fifty-eighth street. 

On allot the streets and avenues where sub- 
ways have been laid the companies whose 
wires have been provided for were directed to 
removes their poles and wires. Someof the 
companies acted promptly; others have not 
done any tine yet. The notorious disputes be- 
tween the Mayor and Commissioner Gibbens 
have been about the failure of the local authori- 
ties to prosecute the derelict companies. On 
one side it is said that no money has been pro- 
vided for the purpose, and, on the ether, that 
there ara funds te the amount of $25,000. The 
Western Union Telegraph Company is occupying 
the conduits with some 500 miles of wire. The 
Metropolitan Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany has about a thousand mules of wire in the 
subways, and the Edison I}luminating Company 
has more than one hundred miles of wire under 
ground. Several of the electric light companies, 
however, manifest a disregard of the law that is 
wholly inexcysable, ang there is a popular im- 

reasion that the local authorities eught to move 

bh the matter, as it is dangerous to have the 
wires exposed as they are. The prospect, how- 
ever, for thie year is encouraging. 

The work for 1888 has been planned, and will 
be started Aotty ly tne first week in May. It 
embraces the unfinished work of last year and 
the completion as far as possible of the inter- 
mediate sections between the down town and 
up town districts. The work authorized, ex- 
olusive of Edison ducts in subway trenches, is 
626,235 feet. This is about 118 miles, or nearly 
50 per cent. of the total length of the 
duct laid during 1887. It covers tie 
completion of the trunk line on Sixth-avenue 
and South Fifth-avenue, connecting the two 
districts; the completion of the Broadway lines 
up te Central Park, the sections on Eighth, Sev- 
enth, Madiaon avenues, and the two cross- 
tewn lines, b es § fow qcattaring pieces and.

Davis called 
another boy to send to the Post Office, and for 
once these boys hurried to get there first. Tin- 
dell’s boy succeeded, Then both editors began 
writing editoriais, and each sent his bunch of 
brilliant paragraphs and sover leaders to the 
composing rooms. The foreman didn’t know 
which to use, Then the reporters came in, and 
Davis demanded that the be turned over 
to him for revision, while Tindell claimed the 
privilege of wielding the blue pencil. 

Finally, the Directors were sent for. They 
told all the employes to obey Tindell, and this is 
now being done, though Davis still holds the 
fort in the editorial reems, avd Tindeill is 
obliged to put up witha desk in the business 
apartments. Tuindell’s copy is being put in 
type, and the editorials turned from Davis’s 
pen are being stored away ona reserve hook, 
never to see the world from the printed sheet.

VESSELS THAT PLIED THE 
SON SIXTY YEARS AGO—TEHE 
MOUS STEAMBOAT NOVELTY. 

Hyper Park, N. Y., April 23.—Every 
ones ina while seme “oli boatman” starts a 
new story afloat about when, Where, and how 
eortain vessels were built along the Hudson 
River in bygone days. Aithouch there is nath- 
ing to remind a visitor of to-Vay that this villace 
had, rearly 60 years aso,the mastthriviny ship- 
yard onthe Hudson River, yot such was the fact. 
The proprietor of the vard was dsaimur 
rich, Whose son, Chauncey 
asides in Rondont. Iie is in 
Bofore establishing @ shipyard here tie 
Mr. Goodrich had a yard at Caxsachie, 2 
while there he made repairs to the itirat stouin- 
boats that were run on the River aud 
which craft were owned by Robert Fulton ana 
Robert L. Livingston. 

The first tive steamboats that plied the Liudees 
River were the Clermont, Robert Fulton, U 
Fly, Paragon, and Lady Richmoad, respectively. 
Thase boats were built py Bell & Brown of Now 
York City. They were frequently 
Mr. Goodrich’s yard at Coxaackie. 
famous ateamboat Novelty was built by Ir. 
Goodrich here. In that year Josiad who 
went from a point in Mississippi to New-Orleans 
and tlien game later to sehenectaiy, N. Y., witn 
the pluns for an improved steauibeat boiler, in- 
dneed Dr. Nott, then a well-known stove manu- 
facturer in that village, to builia naw steamboat 
80 as to give him an opportunity to demonstrate 


the superiority of his invention now known as 
the tubular boiler. Prior to that time water for 
eenerating steam Dad been beated in great iron 
shells with large draught flues tu them. This af 
torded a limited beating surfaces only, and steam 
could not be generated quickly, nor eould it be 
held forany length of time. This cansad tho 
Sspeeil ef steamboats to be irrecular. Dr. Nots 
‘*took” to the idea of Mr. Bliss,and the two meu 
Went to the Novelty Machine Works ia New- 
York, where a boiler and engine were con- 
tracted for, Then they came tothethen, as now, 
littla village of Hyde Park, and madé a contract 
with Samuel Govdrich for the building of a new 
steamboat, 

When Bliss had explained his plans for the 
making ot the tubuiar boiler to Mr. Goodrich, 
the boat builder concurred on every point ex- 
cept one, and that was about the size, then 
termed ‘‘gun-barrel” size. Mr. Goodrich said the 
prospective passengers would ba frightened by 
the probahbie bursting of these little flues. He 
suggested that there be fewer tubes or flues and 
larger in size. However, as tho projectors 
pointed out, the boiler contract had been mada, 
and the building of the new steamboat was con 
tracted for. 

This new boat, which revolutionized steam- 
boating on the Hudson River, was builtona 
ary dock which Mr, Goodrich had constructed 
in his shipyard, then situated on the little 
creek which empties into the Wudson River 
under what now forms a part of the premises of 
the atation of the Hudson River Railroad Com- 
pany here, and it was the first steamboat on the 
Hudson River to be provided with a round 
stern, preceding beats having had only tran- 
soms. Mr. Goodrich’s dry dock was situated 
about 400 feet fromthe Hudson River, near the 
grist imill then owned by Benjamin Del- 
amater. The eonstruction of the Novelty 
was begun in the Fall of the year 1830, and 
when navigation opened in the Spring of 1831 
the work was tinished. The first blow struck 
for the beginning of the hull was by Chauncey 
Goodrich. In those days steamboat puiliers 
did not enjoy the facilities for procuring timber 
they now do. Mr. Goodrich took men with bim 
into the woods and selected a tree from which 
to construct the keel. All of the large-sized 
timbers for the Novelty were similarly procured. 

In order to get the new craft into the Fludson 
River it was necessary to build a dam in the 
little creek. A portion of thisdam can still be 
seen. When the dam was completed a lares 
gate was piaced at the end of it, through which 
the new vessel was made ready to 
Hudson River. On both sides of the dam wera 
placed waste gates. The privilege of using the 
water of the mill pond of P, Delatnater, situatud 
two miles back in the country, was readily ol:- 
tained, and when the day came te oat 
the steamer there was no laek of wWa- 
ter, and, in fact, as subsequent evenis 
proved, entirely too much. Nearly ail the peo- 
ple in the surrounding country gathered 
at the spot when the launch, or, more correvily, 
the “float,” tovok place. The Novelty floated 
gallantly out of its dock imto the jargze ‘lain, 
where it was temporarily tiel up. {nm tis mean- 
time the men who were toturn cif the water at 
the mill pond neglected to do so, and souu there 
was a fiood, and not ovly was the new asteain- 
boat afloat but also all the timber aud every- 
thing that was loose about the yar. At 
end of three hours the main gate iu tL da: 
broke, and the Novelty eatered the weaicrs of 
the Hudson, followea by everything wovabdle 
that was afloat. 

In due time the engine was received from the 
Novelty Works, in New-York. The engine had 
no walking-beam. It was a horizoutal-inciine 
engine, and the new boiler was the tubular one 
already spoken of. As was predicted by Builder 
Goodrich of the Novelty’s hull, when the steam- 
boat was gotten under full head of steam, to use 
the words of hissonin Rondout yesterday,‘ It was 
pop, pop, pop continually, the noise being made 
by the bursting of the small tubes or flues of the 
botler, of which there were at least 100.” 

The Novelty was 175 feet over all. It was 
neatly titted up and attracted the attention of 
every boatman on the Hudson River on account 
of a golden vand which extended the whole 
length of its upper bull. Another peculiarity 
of the Novelty was its greyhound model, as 
some boatmen calledit. It soon became appar- 
ent the boat was too speedy for its length, for 
when going fast its bow cut the water too deep. 
This defect in modeling was remedied by the 
construction of a false bow, after which the 
crankiness disappeared and the critics said she 
sat on the water like aduck and only drew 5 
feet. Thisfalse bow added 30 feet to tha Noy- 
elty’s length, making the total 205 feet. 

Later on, one fine Summer morning, the Novel- 
ty was run upto Albany, and its first memora- 
ble trip from the eapital to New-York City was 
made in 7 hours and 35 minutes, including 
landings at Kinderhook, Coxsackie, Hudson, 
Catskill, Bristol, Rea Hook, Kingstou Point, this 
Village, Poughkeepsie, Milton, Newburg, West 
Potot, and Caldwell’s. Faster time has been 
claimed by other boats, but as their landings 
were only @ matter of form, and only three 
minutes’ times was consumed im making them, 
it can be asserted that theciaim of building the 
fastest side-wheel steamboat in the world still 
belongs to Hyde Park. In addition there can 
also be claimed for Hyde Park much of the 
credit due for superiority of steam vessels that 
are not side-wheelers, as the futroduction of the 
tubular boilers led up to the coil boilers, through 
the introduction of which there have been steam 
vesaels built developing as higha rate of speed 
as from 29 to 35 miles an hour. 

Strange as it may sound now, there were 
monopolies in those days, too, ana the Novelty 
was taken offits route on account of a contract 
made by Dr. Nett with what was then known as 
the North River Steambnat Line, and its history 
ended soon after its trial trip. Itsteuld not ba 
forgotten, hewever, that boats coming after re- 
ceived the advantages of tubular boilers. The 
other notable vessela construeted by Mr. _- 
tiath- 
bone, au Albany freight barge; the sloop West- 
erlo, buiit for Coeymans people, and the 
schooners W. L. Rutf aud Old Hickory, for Llenry 
kK. and William Fountain of Staten Island.
